AT a time when both obſervation and theory re- 
ceive the greateſt encouragement from the 
profeſſion of phyſic, an apology for a work of this 
kind would appear quite needleſs, were it not ne- 
ceſſary to preclude any wrong opinions concerning 
this tranſlation. The great object of every writer 
- ought to be inſtruction and knowledge, the com- 
munication of ſome new truth, or the elucidation 
of others which are but partly eſtabliſhed. A 
tranſlation, it may be ſaid, can accompliſh neither 
of theſe, and ſuch a work may be conſtrued a pre- 
ſumption on the ignorance of mankind. There 
are, notwithſtanding, ſome benefits to be derived 
from it, which may not be ſo evident at firſt fight ; 
allowing at the ſame time every phyſician to have 
all the knowledge which his profeſſion requires. 
Theſe are the eaſe by which a fact is aſcertained in 
language which we are perpetually converſant with; 
a 1 a and

and the want of leiſure, which will preyent phyſici- 
ans of eminence from paying too great attention to 
2 dead language and obſolete and obſcure phraſes. 
It muſt be a work of time to read with pleaſure 
ſuch a hiſtory as this which I have tranſlated, in the 
original. In order to become acquainted howe- 
ver with it, I undertook the taſk at firſt for my own 
emoJument, and when I had finiſhed it I was. de- 
ſirous to communicate it to mankind, to ſave them 
the ſame trouble, and perhaps too great an occupa- 
tion of their time. I was at the ſame time furniſh- 
ed with a number of commentators and a variety of 
editions of the works of HieeocRATEs, I therefore 
made the tranſlation rather a ſtudy than a mere ver- 
hal interpretation: I was willing to. tranſlate rather 
as a, phyſician than as a, grammarian. This may 
have occaſioned, perhaps, ſome miſtakes in the 
words, which I hope however have been rectiſied 
by giving the true ſenſe of the author, tho' ſome- 
times by a Prolix periphraſis, or too, conciſe a de- 
ſcription. In many places it-is poſſible 1 may have 
miſtaken the ſenſe; but this I can affirm, that 1 
never had an intention to deceive. And as. I 


have no Prejudice in ) fayour of any preconceived 
theory, 
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theory, I have had no temptation to ſacrifice the 
truth. I can only ſay further, that as I received 
great ſatisfaction in the furvey of the valuable 
truths as they preſented themſelves, I would wiſh 
to recommend the peruſal of this part of the works 
of HippocRATEs to every ſerious and candid phyſi- 
cian; and if he ſhould condemn this tranſlation 1 
am perſuaded, if he reads it with care, he will ne- 
ver deſpiſe the original in which it was written, 
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| 15. is generally 8 that diſeaſes ariſe from 
=* ſome cauſe which is cognizable by the human 
| underſtanding; and that, by an accurate enquiry, 
we can trace the primary origin from which they 
are derived. There is no doubt but that certain 
circumſtances of the animal ceconomy inherent in 
the conſtitution, have a tendency to promote that 
degeneracy from a ſound flate, which conſtitutes a 
diſorder. We are liable too, to a variety of acci- 
dents from food, from the weather, from all the 
habits of c our nature, and from every deviation from 
them. Theſe have a certain and conſtant effect, 
wh ich we can predetermine with ſome degree of 
accuracy; and which need only to be known to di- 
rect. the mode of cure which is neceſſary to be a-

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But there are, beſides theſe, ſome latent cauſes, 
which cannot be ſs eafily comprehended, and 
which have eluded the moſt diligent inveſtigation. 
We ſee very obſcure villages, as well as better inha- 
bited towns, | nay a whole country, invaded by a 
diſeaſe, which ſeems to acknowledge no cauſe 
which is certain and determinate, and upon this 
account it hath generally been attributed to the air, 
or ſome blaſts of wind which paſſing over a large | 
diſtrict, carry with them a number of deleterious. 
particles with which they are impregnated; theſe 
overtake us unawares, and it is imagined that as 
there is no remedy for the evil, we muſt ſubmit to 
the ſtroke which affects us. There is another circum- 
ſtance too belonging to this ſtate of che air which 
deferves notice; this is the communication of the 
difeaſe from one perſon to another, and which 
ſeems peculiar to diſeaſes contracted in this manner. 
An exception I am aware will preſent itſelf here, 
which may tend, in ſome meaſure, to over-rule our 
idea, from the infection of the venereal virus, 
which feems to be communicated merely by con- 
taQ; but how far that diſeaſe was originally dependent 
on the air remains to be explained. The pſora

That the air is abject to to a great variety of ſlates, 
of heat-and cold, dryneſs and moiſture, denſity and 
lightneſs, is evident from the common obſervations 
on the weather glaſſes; but the reſult of theſe hath 
never been brought into any regular ſyſtem, ſo as to 
form a judicious theory upon them. Of late too 
the air has been confidered as a compounded body, 
and to be undergoing a perpetual alteration, from 
other circumſtances than thoſe which we have men- 
tioned and which indeed are moſt likely to pro- 
duce eee and infectious diſeaſes. 


.  Moiflureand: Avid by : a conſtant energy up- 
on the animal machine, may indeed produce a re- 
laxed or rigid ſtate of the fibres, and the ſame ef. 
feats may likewiſe be attributed to heat and cold, 
denſity and lightneſs; but none of theſe can ever be

perceived. The relaxation of the animal fibre is in- 
deed productive of putre faction, as the rigidity of 
it promotes inflammation; but putrefaction may 
reſide where there is no relaxation, and it is not 
evident that every infectious diſeaſe is N e 
on putrefaction, or ae to that e 5 


The impurity of the air bas 2 PREP to hs 
diſtinguiſhed by its diminution ; whatever  there- 
fore tends to diminiſh the volume of air which oc- 
cupies a certain ſpace, alters its ſtate, renders it 
unfit for the breathing of animals, is productive of 
many diforders, and is moſt probably the cauſe of e- 
pidemical diſeaſes. It may be worth while there- 
fore to enquire into the various means by which 
this effect is produced, then compare this effect 
with the general prevalence of many complaints, 
and at laſt indicate ſome modes of curing, or at 
leaſt remedying that ſtate of the air which gave riſe 
to them. Could we effect the latter, we ſhould 
free mankind from much anxiety, and; cure theſe | 
diſeaſes with greater eaſe. 5

The 
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The air, as I before obſerved, is a compound- 
ed body, and that not only by being impregnated 
or rather loaded with the effluvia of certain ſub- 
ſtances which it covers, or over which it is conti- 
nually paſſing; but it enjoys in itſelf a chemical 
conſtitution, if I may be allowed the expreſſion: 
and, like every other body in nature, is ſubject 
to be decompoſed by the application of ſubſtances 
which have a greater affinity with ſome of the in- 
gredients which enter into its compoſition than 
with others. It is not clearly eſtabliſned what the 
original principles of air are, and indeed we ſel- 
dom ſee it in that perfectly pure ſtate as to be able 
to make a juſt analyſis of it. One of the ingredi- 
ents of which air is compoſed is an acid, which is 
evident to ſenſe and the moſt acute obſerva- 
tion. We can, by a variety of means, extract it 
from the air, and by application of thoſe ſub- 
ſtances which bear a ſtrong: affinity to it, we can 
let looſe other bodies which muſt have been join- | 
ed to it before. And it is moſt probable that theſe 
bodies, when ſeparated, are what produce the dif- 

mal effects of epidemical diſorders. The nature of 
| this acid is not thoroughly known, and perhaps it 
RT b may 
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may be of a peculiar kind; but having a cloſer con- 
nection with the other ſubſtances which conſtitute 
air, it is not fo eafily detached from them, and 
therefore forms an intimate union with every other 
cid, all of which almoſt may eafily be ſeparated 
from this ſubſtance. That there 1s a variety of a- 
cids hath been generally allowed; but from what 
it proceeds is not well eſtabliſhed, and indeed, 
from the late diſcoveries on air, there ſeems to be 
ſome foundation for the idea, that there is but one 
ſimple principle or element of this ſubſtance from 
which the different ſpecies are derived; and, if this 
be the caſe, the acid of the air may approach near- 
er to this element than any other; and for this rea- 
ſon, that it eludes the cognizance of our ſenſes, 
which may judge of bodies more perfectly in a ſtate 
of combination than in their ſimpler form. Thus 
light is more ſimply elementary than fire, but is not 
ſo evident to this teſt, and the real matter of fire 
hath perhaps never been fairly exhibited, But tl 
en a ſubject ot ſpeculation; 1 


Another . of air is a which hath 
been evidently ſhewn by Dr. PrIESTLEY. Whether 
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earth however is truly an elementary principle is a 
doubt; it ſeems to be rather the principle of ſolidi- 
ty in bodies, as air ſeems to be the principle 
of ſuch a disjunction as makes them inviſible to 
our perceptions. When earth is ſaid then to be an 
ingredient of air, it can only mean that the ſub- 
ſtance which our ſenſes acknowledge under the ap- 
pearance of earth, is ſo divided or diſſolved as not 
to be perceived by them, and that when the air is 
decompoſed this appears in its original form. That 
earth however can take upon itſelf the elaſtic prin- 
ciple of air, cannot admit of an argument, and the 
various appearances of the atmoſphere, with regard 
to muddineſs or clearneſs, muſt in a great meaſure 
_ n this ſubſtance. 1 


But the moſt important e Sw of the air is a 
ſubſtance which our ſenſes never have acknowledg- 
ed, and yet no one I believe with reaſon can doubt 
of it's exiſtence, This is what is called by modern 
chemiſts, and eſpecially modern philoſophers, Phlo- 
giſton. This ſubſtance is evident in the compoſition 
of many bodies, to which it gives not only new che-

That it may exiſt in air is evident from its being ex- 
trated from thoſe bodies where it is known to re- 
ſide, and from its conſtituting the baſis of all the 
airs which are acknowledged to be 1mpure and un- 
fit for the reſpiration of animals. That it exiſts in 
atmoſpherical air is likewiſe evident, from the expe- 
riments by which an air more pure than common 
air is produced by depriving it of this ſubſtance. 


An acid, earth and phlogiſton may juſtly be ſup- 
poſed then to form that ſubſtance which is well 
known by the name of air, and which hath been 
| imagined to be the cauſe of epidemical diſeaſes. It 
is the beſt fitted, probably, for the purpoſes of ani- 
mal life, as theſe are mixed in their due proportion. 
Upon what its elaſticity depends, and of conſe- 
quence its denſity and lightneſs, moiſture and dry- 
neſs, heat and cold, all which have great influence 
on the animal machine is not ſo well aſcertained. 
And indeed the attrahent and repulſive powers of 
nature are acknowledged, but cannot be ſo eafily 
explained; and the new diſcoveries upon air, by 
which it appears that almoſt all bodies may by 
means of heat be rendered volatile or put in the 

| : | form 
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form of airs, are only referring to a principle of 
which we have but "uo OT ideas. 

But to enquire-more bahnt into that ſtate | 
of the air which renders it moſt impure :--We have 
already obſerved, that all the impure artificial airs 
abound with phlogiſton as they are derived from 
thoſe ſubſtances which are known 'to have ſuch a 
body incorporated in their nature. A teſt likewiſe 
hath been diſcovered by which we may know whe- 
ther the common air is over ſaturated with it, or 
how to ſeparate it from it. This is by applying 
the ſame mode of judgment to the common air as to 
the factitious ones. All air derived from phlogiſ- 
tic bodies is found to 'occupy leſs ſpace than thoſe 
which have leſs connection with them. Nay, air 

has been ſo phlogiſticated as not to occupy any 
ſpace at all. It is not ſo eaſy, however, to find 
the diminution of air without a good deal of trou- 
ble; another method therefore of aſcertaining this 
point has been diſcovered by a ſaturation with phlo- 
giſton of common air by means of air which is 
more phlogiſticated, viz. the nitrous air (made by 


i the combination of a metallic ſubſtance and the ni- 
trous 
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trous acid). Such a teſt of impure, air then being 
provided, it hath been ealy to ſhew what are the 
ſubſtances which produce it, and of which I Ball 
give a ſhort claſſical enumeration. .

infeſts the air, nay, as perhaps the air is conſtantly 
in an electric ſtate, and ſome little events of this 
kind are continually occurring, it is worth while 
to pay conſiderable attention to this ſubje&. It 
ſeems to me to be the great pabulum of impurity, 
and much depends upon its influence. We 
have diſcovered many means of correcting 
its more powerful effects. It is to be hoped 
W therefore 
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therefore that ſome future experiments will de- 
termine upon ſome mode of cure for thoſe which 
are more pernicious, though not felt perhaps in 
ſo violent or terrifying a manner. Lightning has 
| generally bee n imagined to purify the air, but 
that is only by the n * Pa ot 1 
* of i it. | | 
VIII. There are many other ſubſtances like- 
wiſe which have been diſcovered to be poſſeſſed 
of the power of producing this effect, but they 
all either belong to the ſeveral heads we have 
mentioned, or can be reduced to no general ar- 
ticle. There are ſome of the acids, ſuch as con- 
centrated vinegar, ſulphur during its ſublimation, 
nitre, the vitriolic acid air, and phoſphorus, to- 
gether with diamonds, which have been men- 
tioned by authors as contributing to the diminu- 
tion of the air. Nay, the moſt odoriferous plants, 
as well as animal bodies and many other ſub- 
ſtances, are ſuppoſed to contribute their ſhare to 
communicate diſeaſe and deſtruction to mankind. 
But let us not be too much alarmed at ſuch con- 


—— when perhaps our own folly and indi- 
ſcretion 
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ſcretion may be more efficacious in deſtroying 
our health, than this voluminous farrago of latent 
and more diſtant cauſes. Prepoſſeſſed in favour 
of a ſyſtem, we are too apt to prejudge, even in 
the faithful deciſions of experiment, and to em- 
brace, perhaps too haſtily, ſentiments which agree | 
with our theory, but which a future experiment 
would entirely overturn. We cannot be ſur- 
prized, therefore, to ſee gentlemen of the beſt 

character differing about the ſame experiment and 
which appears by each to have been faithfully 
made, and as faithfully delivered to their readers. 
I cannot help fearing that ſome of the experi- 
ments with regard to the diminution of the air, 
will meet with this fate, and eſpecially when ſome 
doubts will occur from the ſucceeding theory, 
whether the nitrous air is a teſt that will infallibly 
ſuit in all caſes. I could wiſh the experiments 
with acids were better aſcertained. The ſalubrity 
or impurity of the air, muſt always' be m a fluc- 
tuating ſtate, and this muſt depend on the pre- 

valence of thoſe ſubjects which compoſe it; or it 
may depend on another cauſe, the decompoſition 


of it, and its purifying or noxious ingredients, 
C being 
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being let looſe and ſuffered to operate by them- 
ſelves. Thus an acid being known to be the 
cauſe of its purity, a ſuperſaturation of that body 
muſt neceſſarily occaſion the moſt healthy ſtate; 
phlogiſton being found to be the ' cauſe of its 

noxious property, when that prevails it may pro- 
portionally be unfit for animal life. But ſuppoſe 
a body ſhould be found which will attract the 
acid more powerfully than the phlogiſton does, 
a decompoſition of air will take place, and the 
phlogiſton being let looſe, will produce all the 
deleterious effects of phlogiſticated or noxious 
air. And in this caſe we need not ſeek for the 
cauſe of impurity in the ſuperſaturation of the 
air with phlogiſton, or argue that the bodies which 
produce phlogiſticated air, are themſelves endued 
with this quality; it will be ſufficient to ſhew 
that they have a ſtronger affinity with acids 
than with phlogiſton. Experiments indeed can- 
not be ſaid much to favour this hypotheſis, but 
every chemiſt knows how much a proper mode 
of operation is neceſſary to bring bodies into 
their ſpheres of attraction. And perhaps for 


want of knowing this mode we may be in the 
dark | 
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dark with regard to the attraction of certain bodies 
in their aerial ſtate which may differ from what 
they enjoy in their more ſolid form. The ſtrongeſt 
union in chemical bodies is found to be between 
phlogiſton and acid. And next to that between 
acid and alkali. The former is well known in 
the combination of ſulphur, and the latter in the 
neutral ſalts of various kinds. The effect how- 
ever of heat in deſtroying theſe combinations, ſeems 
to ſhew that by altering the mode of operation we 
leffen the force by which theſe ſubſtances were 
conjoined. Perhaps too by ſome ſuch mode we 
might alter the force of their attraction. 


We may fappoſe, however, ſomething of this 
kind to take place in the atmoſphere, and for this 
reafon, that without it we cannot fo well account 
for diſeaſes occaſioned by the air, and with it we 
may eſtabliſh a theory which is at leaſt plauſible. 
A ſuperſaturation of phlogiſton is hardly fufficient 
for this purpofe, where it does prevail, the effect 

is not conſtantly attached to it, and that is often 
produced where there is no probability of its ex- 
iſtence. But this leads to 'the' ſecond object of 


c 2 conſideration, 
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conſideration, or the dependence of epidemical 
diſorders on the impurity. of the atmoſphere which 
we breathe. But before' I proceed any further 1 
would wiſh to relieve the reader, by informing him 
that by epidemic diſeaſes, ' I do not mean all the 
complaints occaſioned by the varieties of weather, 
&c. That is indeed the true meaning of the word, 
and as ſuch is adopted by HirrocxArꝝs inthe work 
which I have attempted to tranſlate, but for want of 
a better word, I am obliged here to transfer it to 
thoſe diſeaſes which are infectious, which for many 
unforeſeen, as well as foreſeen cauſes, frequently 
ravage a country, and bring the greateſt number 
of its inhabitants under ſubjection. Such was the 
plague in former days, and is now in ſome coun- 
tries; ſuch are many malignant fevers which appear 
at certain ſeaſons; ſuch are the frequent influenzas 
which have lately appeared in EuRoex, under the 
form of coughs, &c.; ſuch are ulcerated ſore 
throats and the ſcarlet fever attendant upon them; 
ſuch very commonly are conſumptions and other 
pulmonary and hepatic complaints; and ſuch are 
the ſmall pox, meaſles, &c. and moſt probably the 


* diſeaſe when it firſt began to e man-

kind ih, its! venom. All theſe diſeaſes are of the 
ſame kind, and ſeem.to differ more in their degree 
of malignancy than in the. nature and variety of 
their ſymptoms. And as they reſemble very much 
thoſe diſeaſes which are bred in cloſe. and confined 
places; ſuch as jails, camps, &c. and upon the bor- 
ders of ſtagnating marſhes, where an impure air is 
evident to the ſenſes of mankind ; it is moſt pro- 
bable that they muſt acknowledge the ſame cauſe, 
tho' under a different modification, as mentioned 
above, viz. a. phlogiſticated ſtate of the air. And. 
here I would beg leave to form the diſtinction to 
which I alluded. In camps and jails, and other cloſe 
places, the variety of corrupting proceſſes which 
are carrying on by the numbers of people crouded 
together in ſuch a ſmall- ſpace, and breathing over 
and over that air which is unfit for the reſpiration 
of animals, and the ſeveral means of putrefaction 
which continually occur ; give every reaſon to 
eſtabliſn the fact, that the air is loaded with that 
ſubſtance which is the cauſe of its impurity. At 
the ſame time however it evinces, that in epidemic 
diſorders this ſubſtance muſt be produced in a dit- 


ene . or elſe why are not diſeaſes. pro- 
duced 
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From tha hiſtory; of thoſe. peſtilenti ales 
with which mankind have been infeſted: . time 
to time, it appears that a peculiar ſtate of the at- 
moſphere always prevails, and this ſtate is the ſame 
as what produces putrefaction in animal bodies, 
which are deprived of life and of vegetables like- 
wiſe under the ſame circumſtances. . This has been 
generally great heat and moiſture joined together. 
But theſe are not all that is neceſſary for the pur- 
poſe, for if that were the caſe, as in dead bodies 
indeed does happen, they would produce a ſimilar 
effect in a room which was well adapted to it. 
And tho' a putrid malignant fever ſimilar to the 
Jail fever may be produced by theſe means, yet I 
believe no one will advance that the plague or the 
fmall pox was ever generated by them. Theſe and 
other epidemic diſeaſes; ſeem to depend upon a 
peculiar ſtate of the atmoſphere in general, and not 
upon any particular part of it as affected by heat 
a —— * perhaps this heat and moiſtur 
a themſelves 
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hemſelves may derive. their origin from the ſame 
cauſe, and thus inſtead of being the ſource of ſuch 


diſcaſes, Fart be a eee effect with them. 


{The 1 0 . of nature are ſo difficult to evolve, 
and upon the beſt philoſophy as we aſcend high in 
the ſcale of cauſes, there reſts ſuch an obſcurity, 
that all the knowledge and experiments of men 
are little better than conjectures; it is to be hoped 
then that I ſhall be excuſed if in this ſubject of ſuch 
infinite importance to mankind, I fall ſhort of what 
I am at. Indeed, I would only wiſh to venture 
upon A theory which if it be found fallacious, can- 
not injure mankind in the idea. And if it be not 
truth, it may be at leaſt a well adviſed caution. In 
the natural world, the experience of mankind hath 
diſcovered the cauſe of all the great revolutions 
which have happened in it, of earthquakes, volca- 
noes and thunder. The ſame cauſe, viz. the elec- 
tric fire hath had a very conſiderable influence upon 
the atmoſphere, and every one is ſenſible how 
much animal and vegetable life is ſubje& to its 
controul, and that not. only from the ſhock of 


lightning, but even F to that effect. We 
have 
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have ſeen likewiſe that” it is the ca e of great im- 
purity in the air. And tho in artificial experi- 
ments the dryneſs of the air is neceſſary to excite 
the electric fire, yet that does not ſeem to be requi- 
fite in natural exploſions, where a degree of moil- 
ture is required, and every one is acquainted with 
the effect of heat at ſuch times. There ſeems then 
to be a diſpoſition in the atmoſphere at certain 
times, from what cauſe we cannot ſo ealily aſcer- 
tain, to let fall its phlogiſton, probably by a decom- 
poſition from the attraction of ſome ſubſtances 
to its other conſtituent particles. The conſequence 
of which muſt neceſſarily be a change of its nature, 
and poſſibly to occaſion in the air and earth, thoſe 
violent effects which we have Juſt mentioned. Can 
we queſtion then its capacity of producing diſor- 
ders in the animal conſtitution, over which we may 
obſerve every little change of the atmoſphere to 
have ſo much influence! En 3 

Some kind of proof too may be * from. 5: 
torical facts, if they be allowed to have any con- 
nection in this place. ; (a) Warm countries are 
moſt ſubje& to epidemical diſeaſes. They are like-

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3 " moſt ſubject to thunder, to cee to- 


nadoes, &c. (a) The cultivation of the earth, 
which hath in the more temperate climes ren- 
dered the effects of thunder, &c, leſs injurious, 


hath at the ſame time eradicated peſtilential diſ- 


eaſes. (3) The ceſſation of earthquakes, &c. to 


any degree, have kept pace likewiſe with their 


_ abolition. (4) The Aurora Borealis, which ſeems 
to me to be a means of carrying off from the at- 
moſphere the electric fluid, never appeared i in 


ENGLAND till long after the laſt great plague, and 


that phænomenon is ſeldom viſible in thoſe coun- 


tries where it now prevails, (5) The laſt influ- 


enza in ENGLAND occurred at a time when the 


air ſeem'd to be peculiarly electric; when there 


were very frequent ſtorms of thunder and light- 


ning during the whole year; and an earthquake 


was felt in the weſtern parts of the kingdom in 
the month of September, and again about the 


ſame time the year following. (6) It is recorded 


by writers on the plague, that people are very 


often ſtruck dead in the ſtreets, in a ſimilar man- 
ner to thoſe who are killed by lightning; nay, 


(has 1s ſometimes to be obſerved when the Plague

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does not prevail, and only a ſudden blaſt K ferevpe 
over the ground and deſtroys all the vegetables 
and animals which it finds within its courſe. 17) 


It has been remarked likewiſe that thoſe people 
who have been killed by lightning, as well as 
cattle, have been Tale _ immediately to 
putrefaRtion.

| ſtances, may we not conjecture that the ſame cauſe 


with it in the factitious noxious airs, and from :

And as a 
quantity of phlogiſton is acknowledged in one 
caſe, as it hath a great ſhare, tho by a different 
modification, i in occaſioning factitious air, and as

miſe. It only remains to be conſidered what 
ſubſtance can have this effect upon the air: and 


from the conſtant ſolution of air in water, from 
the difficulty with which phlogiſton is combined 


bs; hit, nay the ee with which they are 


attracted | 
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attracted by it; it may be ſuppoſed that water is 
always robbing the air of its acid more or leſs, and 
of conſequence where there is a. compleat ſatura- 
tion of phlogiſton muſt let that ſubſtance go free, 
and of conſequence the air become noxious. This 
then may be the ſubſtance which by ſome peculiar 
mode of action may produce the effect we have 
mentioned, viz. ſuch a ſtate of air as occaſions 
epidemical diſorders. If we conſider too, that the 
endemial diſeaſes occaſioned by marſh miaſmata 
in the neighbourhood of low places, muſt be attri- 
buted to ſome ſuch cauſe, our ſentiments will in 
a great meaſure be confirmed. The only objeQion 
to them is, that water contributes to purify foul. 
air: but in ſuch experiments a large quantity of 
water is made to operate upon a ſmall quantity of 
air, and by this' means it may imbibe not only the 
acid, but the phlogiſton likewiſe.—-And as it is only 
in ſome 'rare and very diſtant inſtances, when a 
traly epidemic diſeaſe is produced, the quantity 
of phlogiſton, and the mode of operation neceſſary 
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the following, that the procatarctic cauſe of epi- 
demical contagious diſeaſes is the impurity of the 
air; that this is occaſioned by a quantity of phlo- | 

giſton let looſe from its combination in the air, by 
means of water attracting from it the acid which 
kept it in ſolution. How this can act upon the 
human frame ſo as to produce the effect aſcribed, is 
an important eee, and gelen v 


of notice. 


We have l ae that, all W 
diſeaſes depend in a great meaſure, if not ſolely, 
upon the air. This will be more evident if we 
conſider the means by which they are produced. 
Theſe are either by expoſure to the ſame kind of 
air, or by contagion more immediately of one ſick 
perſon with the other. The former needs no 
proof, and the reaſon why all perſons are not 

equally affected, muſt x on the peculiar cir- 
cumſtances of the conſtitution, or the methods 
adopted to prevent the diſeaſe from taking place. 
The latter is not ſo apparent. It ſeems probable. 
however, that there is a peculiar atmoſphere of 
impurity which ſurrounds the ſick, and thus not 
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X only: adds fuel to the cauſe of the diſeaſe; but like. 
wiſe by its own power produces the ſame effect. 
This however is only enlarging the remote cauſe. 


The more proximate by which it affects the animal 
body, ſeems to be derived from the fermentatory 
proceſs which is the conſtant work of phlogiſton 


in all parts of nature. Wherever we ſee bodies 


producing upon contact with each other an elaſtic 


fluid, or changing their nature from an attractive 


to a repellent ſtate, (unleſs this is done by heat, 
and that effect it is not our buſineſs to explain, 


we may be certain of the preſence of phlogiſton, 
and i it is by this ſubſtance that all the factitious air 


is produced, and all fermentatory proceſſes are 


e The word fermentatory proceſs there- 
fore is what we ſhall adopt in this place for all 
effects of this kind. Now there is a peculiar cir- 


cumftance which attends ſuch a proceſs or fermen- 


tation with regard to animals and vegetables, and 
that is, that the acceſs of a very ſmall quantity 
of ſuch matter in this ſtate,” from whatever cauſe 


derived, communicates the ſame quality to a 


maſs which before was quieſcent, let it be ever ſo 
Mo And altho' 1 ſubſtances, either animal 


or 
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or vegetable, are by ſomething in the powers of 
life protected from a ſpontaneous degeneracy into 
ſuch a ſlate, which is always produced when they 
are dead, yet the aſſimilation upon the acceſs we 
mentioned above is conſtantly produced, Upon the 
quantity of air in an inelaſtic ſtate in bodies, their 
coheſion ſeems to depend; the converſion of it 
therefore into an elaſtic or repulſive ſtate, muft 
deſtroy that coheſion, and of conſequence produce 
diſorders in the' ſyſtem, and derange all the func- 
tions by which life can alone be ſupported. Hence 
it is, that almoſt all Phyſicians have attributed the 
moſt violent of the epidemical diſeaſes to putre- 
faction, which is only another name : for the pro- 
ceſs we have been Tg. 


It may be e 3 to enquire into the 15 
nature of thoſe diſeaſes, which are prevalent r 


the character of epidemics and contagious com- 
plaints. The moſt virulent of them, and indeed of 
any diſorder, and which often reigns with ſuch 
violence as to ſweep off a great proportion of the 
inhabitants of thoſe countries where it rages, is 
what is in ENGLAND _ denominated the Plague. 

| | This 


- 
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This diſeaſe, it hath generally been obſerved, is 
moſt common in warm countries bordering upon 
the ſea, or ſome large extenſive marſhes, or over- . 


23 grown woods : And from thoſe places it is imported 


into other countries where it prevails, more pro- 
perly by infection, yet it is more or leſs deleterious 
in proportion to the heat and moiſture of the ſea- 
ſon, the cleanlineſs of the inhabitants, and their 
expoſure to great lakes, or other large bodies of 
water. The attack of it is like that of all thoſe diſ- 
_ eaſes which ariſe where putrefaction is acknowledg- 
ed to be the cauſe. Great depreſſion of ſpirits, and 
a weakneſs of the animal powers, with ſome erup- 
tion either of the phlegmonous or eryſipelatous 
kind are generally its concomitants. Hence the 
greateſt danger is ſoon apparent, and the hiſtories 
of cures are ſo very ſlender, that the beſt way of 
managing it, is by eſcaping the diſeaſe. I believe 
1t hath been ſeldom known to rage in ENGLAND 
alone, and it is generally brought from the more 
ſouthern countries. Its ſpread however is enorm- 
ous, and it extends generally through all EuRorx, 
after it hath once paſſed into any of the improved 
countries of that region, Great pains have been 
Ty taken 
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taken to prevent its ravage, and it has been little 
known for this laſt century. But as much perhaps 
may be due to the alteration of the manners and food 
of the inhabitants, and the great cultivation of the 
ground, with the drying up of marſhes, and de- 
ſtruction of woods and foreſts; as to the mere 
ſtopping of the infection by quarantines, which by 
the bye are not ſtrictly obſerved ; or to other 
ſchemes which at firſt might be purſued, but are 
now grown obſolete, and of courſe can be of no 
uſe. This diſeaſe however doth not ſeem to be 
abſolutely eradicated even in theſe countries; it 
hath perhaps only loſt its malignity and thoſe dire- 
ful ſymptoms with which it was formerly accompa- 
nied. We are very frequently viſited with diſeaſes 
from the ſame cauſe which prevail as univerſally 
amongſt the inhabitants, but ſeldom terminate ſo 
fatally with us. They are frequently however 
of a very alarming nature ; and there is no doubt 
but that they are communicated from the air, as 
well as from infection. Poſſibly they may origi- 
nate even in this region, but what the ſtate of 
the air is in which they ariſe, or the places where 


they begin, pd on too minute circum- 
ſtances 


- 
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ſtances exactly to aſcertain, at leaſt we Habe not ob- 


tained a ſufficient hiſtory of the viciſſitudes of the 
PROS for the purpoſe. 


Another Abts which ſeems evidently to de- 
pend on the ſame cauſe, is the Small Pox. This 
however is not ſo apparent as the former. But it 
is a diſorder of ſo peculiar a nature, and depends 
ſo much on infection, and is ſo ſtrikingly commu- 
nicated by the air, if it doth not originate in it, 
that there can be no doubt of the ſource from 
whence it ſprings. It is however generally com- 
municated by topical infection, or at leaſt from 
that atmoſphere which ſurrounds the fick perſon. 
This may perhaps not be ſo common as is ima- 
gined, and its increaſing or ceſſation agreeably to 
the direction of the winds or the ſtate of the wea- - 
ther, ſeems to argue a dependence on ſomething 
more than local contagion. Nay its ſudden ac- 


ceſſion in ſome places where no infection can be 


traced, and in others where for years perhaps it 
hath not been known, as well as its firſt appear- 
ance, which was not many centuries paſt, and that 


in the torrid zone, ſeem to determine its depend- 
e | ance

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ance on the cauſes to which we have attribut- 


ed it. 


But what ſhall we 5 to another diſeaſe which 
ſeems to depend entirely on the will of the 
patient. We are very much in the dark with 
regard to the origin of the lues venerea, nay when 
it firſt appeared is a matter of doubt. It will be 
manifeſt, I think, from the Tranſlation which is 
here offered to the public, that no diſeaſe of this 
kind prevailed in the time of HirrocRATES. In- 
deed he enumerates ſome of its ſymptoms, but 


chaſtity muſt have been much more in faſhion than 


it is at preſent, or his pages would have abounded 
with dreadful accounts of its ravage. Some have 
attributed it to AMERICA, and have dated the pe- 

riod of its rife in EuRoPE from the diſcovery of that 
Continent. I rather think the contrary, and that 
it has been carried from hence into that region.— 
It ſeems to me like all other putrid diſeaſes, to have 
ariſen from a peculiar concurrence of circumſtances 
which never aroſe before, nor perhaps may ever 
ariſe again, and affecting in a certain manner the 
yet parts, made them the means of communt- 


cation 
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cation of ſome part of the diſeaſe. When once a 
communication of this kind 1s eſtabliſhed, and the 


proper means of prevention is not diſcovered, it 1s 
inconceivable how far it may be carried; nay I 


don' t know how it can be ſtopped, but by a deſtruc- 
tion of the means, and that ſeems to be impoſſible. | 
An epidemic diſeaſe ariſing therefore, and leaving 
behind ſuch ſymptoms, is no improbable means of 
accounting for its origin, and we leave the vices of 
mankind to account for its progreſs. 5 


Ĩ)he pſora and other eruptions of that kind ſeem 

to be more truly epidemical, and this, as ſome 
have imagined, whether they depend on animal- 
cula, which infeſt the ſkin or not. Theſe animal- 
cula muſt reſide in the atmoſphere, and muſt be 
owing to ſuch a ſtate of it as will afford them nutri- 
ment and generation. But the animalcula ſeem, 
if they always exiſt, to be rather the effect than the 
cauſe of the diſeaſe, which tho' generally ariſing 


from infection, may depend on ſome ſlight blaſts 


of air, which will only fix with any venom where 
dirt and uncleanlineſs afford them an aſylum. Nay 
perhaps theſe may by their putreſcent nature

The next able © of onberatitins is, e 5 
any attention to the ſtate of the air, and to this 
view which we have taken of it; we can attempt 
an amendment of a body ſo large, ſo fluctuating, 
and ſo uncertain. It may be ſaid too that it would 
hardly repay us for our pains if we could effect it. 
The Plague, it may be advanced, hath deſerted us 
for many years, the Small Pox is reduced by Ino- 
culation to a very trifling diſeaſe, and the various 
Influenza s that occur at different times, are more 
alarming than dangerous, and as ſoon as they are 
known to be epidemical, are brought under a proper 
management. In anſwer to this I would fay, Is 
it not better to prevent a diſeaſe than to cure it? 
Does not every diſeaſe, tho' of the ſlighteſt nature, 
leave behind it ſome diſagreeable conſequences N 
To what beſides can we attribute the Gout, Rheu- 
matiſms, Phthiſes, and many other chronic diſtem- . 
pers? Nay may not medicines themſelves rack and 
torture. the animal conſtitution, and become the. 


Pry of n a direful diſorder? But beſides all 
e this, 


: this, hs Plague it itlelf 3 1s not at 1 great a 8 
but that by great negligence and inattention to the 
cauſes which give riſe to it, it may eaſily be in- 


troduced. Phyſicians therefore ought never to ne- 


glect that proper attention which is due to every 


diſeaſe, which can as well as what doth infeſt their 


fellow-creatures. They ſhould always be upon the 


watch. for the worſt events, and be as able, as wil- 


ling to attend the ſick under the misfortunes of 


huneen nature. 

That 1 which 1s L evidently made impure: by 
the various means which we have already deſcrib- 
ed, may have its deleterious principles deſtroy- 
ed; is now fully eſtabliſhed by many modern 


| Philoſophers, whoſe names are too well known to 


be mentioned in this place. But whether the 


; atmoſphere to any extent is not too unwieldy to 


admit of more than a mere local amendment, ſeems 


doubtful. Let us do however all that is within our 


power, and extend the ſphere of purity as far as 


we are able. It would be a ſatisfaction too by the 
means offered to us, if regiſters were kept in dif- 


ferent parts. of the kingdom of the ſtate of the air

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in this reſpeR, and eſpecially when any difordexs 
prevail. It might be of uſe too if the electric ſtate 
of the air were to be frequently examined, and 

by this would be known how far that condition of 
this element correſponded with thp influence of 


diſeaſes. 


To reduce however the means by which it may 
be reaſonable to ſuppoſe the air might be amended, 
to ſome kind of ſyſtem; I ſhall conſider them 
under the different heads of vegetation, evapora- 
tion, abſorption, and correction by addition of 
different ſorts of ſubſtances. In the firſt place, 
therefore, it has been diſcovered by the ingenious 
Dr. PxIESsTL x, the father of this philoſophy, that 
plants during the time that they vegetate, purify 
| the air, nay ſome plants are endued with the qua- 
lity of yielding a new kind of air which is devoid 
of phlogiſton, and which he has called for that 
reaſon dephlogiſticated air. The means therefore 
that might be uſed for this purpoſe would be by 
judicious plantations, kept in ſuch a manner as to 
be properly ventilated and admit tke rays of the 
Sun to the roots, as well as to the branches of | 
the 


| the trees. By this means all moiſture which 


for want of that luminary is encouraged, would 


be prevented. Large foreſts and wild woods in 
uncultivated countries, we have already obſerved 


to produce that noxious ſtate of the air which 


may be the cauſe of epidemical diſeaſes. But 


in thoſe caſes the trees are planted ſo cloſe toge- 


ther as to exclude the friendly beams of the Sun, 


by which a degree of moiſture equal if not ſupe- 


rior to a lake of like extent is occaſioned; and 
beſides this, the rotting of the leaves and fallen 


trees, produce a high degree of putrefaction, which 
whilſt it ſupports perhaps the growing vegetable, 
muſt contaminate to a very great degree the at- 


moſphere which ſarrounds it. Plantations there- 


fore, in places ſubje& to endemial diſeaſes, ſhould 
be kept as clean as poſſible; and perhaps the beſt | 
method of ſecuring this effect, is by having them 


in hedge rows, according to the modern huſ- 


band ry. They ſhould always be made too, near 
large lakes or marſhes, for the benefit of peculiar 


ſpots, as well as in the neighbourhood of cities 


and populous towns. For the benefit of the 
whole country too, they might be made upon. 


the 
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the high hills, hic! generally are left Heroes 
and uſeleſs, and can be of no conſequence to 
 ſociety.-----To this end, likewiſe, the univerſal 
cultivation of this country may in a great meaſure 

contribute, and when it ſhall be every where 
praQtiſed to cultivate graſſes with corn, and to 


allow of no. fallows, together with a general in- 


cloſure, a perpetual ſtate of vegetation will be 
kept up. We lee then that not only the benefit 
of the community in an œconomical view, but 
the health of the inhabitants is intimately con-

The third means of amending the air was by 


abſorption, and as few, if any, bodies which are 


called abſorbent, have been found as yet to attract 


the acid from the phlogiſton, but will abſorb them 


both together, a ſufficient variety is offered to our 


uſe. They can hardly be applied however in a 


quantity ſufficient to have any effect, excepting it 


be in rooms and ſmall diſtricts. Cultivation how- 

| ever affords us great aſſiſtances in this particular,

various ſubſtances, which by ſeveral modes of ope- 
ration are found upon experiment to produce the 


effect. All of them cannot be employed however 
upon the atmoſphere, and ſome would occaſion 
the contrary to what we wiſh. All thoſe which 


can properly act this way muſt be by loading the 


air with a greater quantity of acid, and, as appears 
from experiment, by earth likewiſe. But perhaps 
the moſt practical way of doing it would be by ni- 
tre expoſed to a conſiderable degree of heat, aſter 
having been mixed with ſome inert earth, as mi- 
nium, chalk, wood aſhes, &c. which as they are 
cheap ſubſtances, might be employed in large quan- 
ties at a very ſmall expence. Nitre will burn very 


rapidly with two thirds its quantity of minium 


when wetted and ground up together in a paſte. 
I would only wiſh to intimate therefore that ſome- 
thing of this kind might be e in thoſe 
places

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places where malignant diſorders are much to be 
ſuſpected. And it would be worth while to try 
it in thoſe countries where the plague ſtill re- - 
gularly prevails every year, and where at the ſame 
time ſalt- petre is a native production.

ONS TITUTION IAE FIRST. 


N the autumn, at TrAasvs, about the Equinox, and the 

ſetting of the Pleiades, there was much rain, conſtant and 
ſoft, ſuch as generally falls with a ſoutherly. wind. In the 
winter, the South wind blew at firſt, but was ſucceeded by 
| ſmall blaſts from the North, and attended with a confide- 
rable ſhare of dry weather : Upon the whole, this ſeaſon re- 
ſembled the Spring in its mildneſs. The ſoutherly wind 
blew principally during the Spring, which was cold, and 
attended with ſmall rain. The Summer was generally clou- 
dy, and free from rain. The Eteſian winds, which blow 
here annually, were ſlight, occurring ſeldom, and at a great 


1 The 
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They ate of the air then being upon the whole dry, 
with a South wind, which was juſt contrary to what hap- 
pened the year before, when the North chiefly prevailed ; 
there were but few inflammatory fevers, and theſe were 
of a mild diſpoſition, very few being attended with he- 
morrhages, and much fewer, if any, with death. There were 
many which were accompanied with tumours. behind the 
ears; ſometimes on one ſide, and ſometimes on both. Theſe 
happened likewiſe to many perſons who were walking about, 
and free from fever, tho' a little heat attended moſt of them. 
None of theſe tumours were injurious; nor, as is uſual with 
ſuch as ariſe from other cauſes, did any of them come to a 
ſuppuration ; but they were of a lax nature, large, and much 
diffuſed, without inflammation or pain, and ſoon vaniſhed 
without any concomitant fign. They affected children, 
young perſons, and thoſe who were arrived at years of matu- 
rity, and eſpecially thoſe who uſed much exerciſe, yet but few 
women. Many perſons were troubled with dry coughs, they 
ſpit but little, nor were theſe coughs accompanied with 
hoarſeneſs. Many at this time had inflammations, attended 
with pain, break out in one or both teſticles, with fever and 


without it. In ſome theſe complaints were very trouble- 


ſome; but in the reſt, who did not want the care of the 


Phyſician, they were very trifling. 


? Before the ſummer, and even during that ſeaſon, nay 
in winter likewiſe, there were many who had been 


diſpoſed to a phthiſis, who were now afflicted with that 
diſeaſe ; others in whom it had been dubious, were now 


confirmed 2 it. In ſome it now began firſt, and theſe 
ſeemed 
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ſeemed naturally diſpoſed to it: Many, nay moſt: of theſe 
died; and of thoſe who took to their beds, I ſcarcely 
know of one who ſurvived a very moderate time : They 
died in a much ſhorter time than uſual, eſpecially where they 
had been previouſly ſeized with other diſorders of longer 
continuance, and joined with fevers which did not prove 
mortal, of which mention will be made hereafter; for many 
of thoſe who recovered from the diſeaſes of the ſeaſon, were 
carried off by a conſumption. Theſe were the ſymptoms 
with which they were generally attacked: Great rigors 
preceding the fever, which kept up an even and rapid force, 
whilſt it laſted, and never leaving them altogether. _ It was 

of the nature of a ſemi-tertian, one day being ſlight and the 
other more vehement. The ſweats were conſtant, but not 
equally diffuſed. The extremities were generally very cold, 
there was ſeldom any heat in them. The ſtools were bili- 
_ ous, ſmall, without any mixture of foreign matters, looſe 
and griping, with frequent occaſion to repeat them. The 
urine was thin and crude, diſcoloured, and in ſmall quantity, 
having a ſmall proportion of thick ſediment, but crude, and 
by no means critical with reſpe& to time. The ſpitting 
with the cough was in ſmall quantity, and thick, well digeſt- 

ed, but brought up with difficulty, and feldom. But in thoſe 
who were very much diſtreſſed there was not the ſmalleſt di- 
geſtion, and they ſpit conſtantly a crude matter. In many of 
them the fauces, thro' the courſe of the diſeaſe, were affected 
with redneſs and inflammation, with a thin, ſmall, acrimo- 
nious defluxion. With this they were much afflicted, and 
waſted away very faſt, They grew averſe to all kinds of

food, and even to drink; and near death many became deli- 
rious. Theſe were what happened to conſumptive perſons. 


In the ſummer and autumn there were many fevers, con- 
ſtant, but not violent. They were of ſome duration, but not 
to thoſe who were afflicted with other complaints.

vers eſcaped altogether. 
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N Trasvs, before the autumn, not in their proper Gafon, 
there were many wintry ſtorms of ſomewviolence, with 
North and South winds, and great moiſture. Theſe happened 
at the ſetting of the Pleiades, and before they ſet. The win- 
ter was attended with the North wind, and many violent falls 
of ſnow ; but with theſe there was often intermixed ſerene 
and calm weather. The cold, however, was by no means 
inconſiderable. After the winter ſolſtice; and at the time 
when the Weſt winds begin to blow, it was very cold ; there 
were high north winds, and conſtant ſnow and rain; the 
heavens were much diſturbed with high winds and continual 
clouds, and this kind of weather laſted even to the Equinox: 
The Spring was cold, with a North wind, rainy, and cloudy; | 
nor was the Summer at all warm. The annual, or Eteſian 
winds, blew conſtantly during this ſeaſon; but under Arctu- 
rus there was a good deal of rain, with a North wind. The 
year upon the whole then being moiſt, cold, and ſtormy, in 
the Winter, people found themſelves in good health ; but 
upon the approach of Spring, many, nay moſt, were very diſ- 


agreeably affected. 


In the firſt place, there appeared defluxions upon the eyes, 
moiſt and crude, attended with much pain; and in many, 
ſmall ſordid concretions, breaking out with difficulty: Theſe 


were very obſtinate, and did not go off till the Autumn.

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About Summer and Autumn, dyſenteries, and ienefarnc's,

8 likewiſe vomitings of bile, phlegm, and indi- 
geſted food. Theſe were accompanied with violent ſweats. 
And in all caſes there was an appearance of great moiſture. 
This was evident in many who were not confined, or in fe- 
vers, but more particularly in thoſe who were ſeized with 
them; of which mention will be made. Many became 
phthiſical, attended with ſevere pain. But now about the 
Autumn and Winter, Fevers, which never left the pati- 
ent, prevailed; nay, there were a few inflammatory and 
ephemeras, ſome which raged only in the night, ſemiterti- 
ans, pure tertians, quartans, or thoſe of uncertain intermiſ- 
ſion. Some of each of theſe prevailed; but the ardent or 
inflammatory were few, and without any violent ſymptoms: 
For there was little or no hæmorrhage from the noſe, and 


that only in a few caſes. None were affected with delirium, 


and every thing elſe went on well. An exceeding good criſis 
was formed by an intermiſſion in ſeventeen days. There 
were none that I know of, which terminated fatally, or to 
which a phrenzy ſucceeded. But the tertians were both 


more in number and more ſevere, They proceeded regularly 


thro' four revolutions, or intermiſſions, and were compleatly 
judged 
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judged in ſeven; nor did any of them return. The quartans 
kept a regular courſe from the beginning, but there were not 
a few of other fevers which took upon them this type, and 
theſe continued a long time. The quotidians, and noctur- 
nals, and irregular intermittents, continued a long while, 
both to thoſe who went about and thoſe who were confined, 
and many of them laſted after the ſetting of the Pleiades, and 
through the Winter. Many, eſpecially children, were ſeized 
with convulſions, attended with fever; and in others they 
ſucceeded the fever. Theſe obſerved daily revolutions, but 
were without danger, unleſs that aroſe from ſome other com- 
plaints. 
Upon the whole, the moſt common were ſuch fevers as ne- 
ver intermitted, but they all invaded the patient in the man- 
ner of a tertian ; yet they were one day ſlight and the other 
ſevere. They were violent, of long continuance, and attended 
with pain. In the beginning they were ſlight, but increaſed 
in violence, having a paroxyſm upon the critical days, after 
| which they grew worſe. But if the patients were a little re- 
lieved, they were violently affected between the fits, and on 
the next critical day were much worſe than before. In 
theſe caſes the rigors were frequent, but uncertain, of ſhort 
continuance, and not violent, but more conſiderable than in 
other fevers. The ſweats were violent, but few, bringing 
no relief, but, on the contrary, they were injurious. There 
was a great coldneſs of the extremities, which ſcarcely 
ever were warm. There was no conſtant watchfulneſs, tho' 
it was conſiderable, and at times the patients were comatoſe 
and ſtupid. The bowels were very much diſturbed, and the 

ſtools 
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ſtools bad, ſome of them of the worſt kind. The urine was 
in moſt caſes either thin, crude and pale, and after a ſhort 
time a little concocted, but without any critical appear- 
ance, or turbid, without any ſediment, or any thing ſwim- 
ming quite unconcocted on the top, ſeparate from the reſt ; 
or it was in ſmall quantity, but of a bad kind, the crude 
part uppermoſt. A cough for the moſt part attended theſe 
fevers, but brought neither benefit or diſadvantage worth 
mentioning. They continued a long time, and were very 
obſtinate, irregular, and without concoction, having no de- 
termined criſis, either in thoſe caſes which did well or thoſe 
which ended in death. If any intermitted a little, they 
quickly returned again. There were ſome which had a criſis 
on the eightieth day, and in ſome of theſe there was a relapſe, 
ſo as to continue through the winter. Theſe left moſt perſons 
without any criſis, which happened the ſame to thoſe who. 
recovered and thoſe who did not. But as there were various 
circumſtances in theſe fevers, and a very great uncertainty. 
with regard to the criſis, ſo one of the moſt conſiderable and 
worſt ſymptoms was an entire loſs of appetite, and this eſ- 
pecially in thoſe who did not do well. Thirſt, however, 
was not improper ; but after a long courſe of time, when 
there was much pain, and great conſumption of body, with 
a bad habit, there was a tranſlation of humours into differ- 
ent parts, which was cither greater than the natural ſtrength 
could ſupport, or too inſignificant to bring relief. It gene- 
rally turned inward, and induced bad conſequences. From 
this proceeded dyſenteries, teneſmus's, lienteries, and fluxes, 
and in many, dropſies. Alſo there were great nauſeas, and 
theſe aroſe in ſome either with the foregoing ſymptoms, or

| But in thoſe caſes in which there was no danger, and where 
a concoction was made in proper time, it ſhould be conſidered 
whether the tranſlations of humours were good or eritical 
ſigns. Concoctions always portend a criſis, and ſafety from 
the diſeaſe; but crudities, or inconcoctions are ſoon conver- 
ted into bad tranſtations, or a defect or want of criſis, or 
B pain, 
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pain, or a duration of the diſeaſe, or death, or a zelapſs. What 
will happen from theſe ſhould be conſidered from other cir- 
cumſtances, as to know what is paſt, to diſcern what is pre- 
ſent, and to predict the future. Aud theſe two things in 
diſeaſes are particularly to: be attended to, ta do good, and 
not to do harm. The whole art of medicine may be circum- 
ſcribed in three diſtinctions, medicine, the ſick-man, and 
the phyſician who is the miniſter of the art; and the con- 
Aid lies between the fick-perſon, the phyſician, and the 
diſeaſe. If a fever ſhould accompany pain and heavineſs in 
cha head, or if theſe ſhould happen without fever, in a per- 
ſon with a phrenſy, convulſions would ſucceed, eſpecially if 
attended with bilious vomiting, and they will terminate fa- 
tally.”

. are either conſtantly upon ſick perſons, or they 
leave them by night and affect them by day, or they affect 
them by night and leave them in the day. Theſe are ſemiter- 
tians, tertians, quartans, quintans, weekly and of nine days 
continuance. The firſt fort are of the ſmalleſt duration, 
the moſt violent, and moſt ſubject to danger. The fafeſt of 
all, the mildeſt in its nature, and of the longeſt continuance, 
is the quartan. And this not only from its own nature, but 
as it alleviates every other diſeaſe. The ſemitertian eaſily be- 
cornes conſtant, and is often fatal. Beſides that, a phthiſis, 
and many other complaints, are apt to put on this type. 
The fever which occurs at night is not deadly, but is of 
long duration. That which happens by day is longer, and 
often is ſucceeded by a phthiſis. The weekly fever is long, 
but not fatal. That of nine days is (till longer, but in the 
ſame manner is not deleterious. A tertian has a quic criſis, 
and is ſafe. But a quintan is the worſt of all; for it either 
precedes a phthiſis, or when it affects perſons with that com- 
plaint, they generally periſn. But there are in all theſe fe- 
vers, both thoſe which are conſtant and thoſe. which inter- 
mit, types, conſtitutions, and paroxyſms. In the conſtant 
there is an acceffion, a perfection, and a ſtate of danger: 
But about the criſis, and along with the crifis, they go off. 
In ſome they begin gently and ſoftly, encreaſe every day with 
ſome new acceſſions, but about the criſis; and at that time are 
very powerful. In others they encreaſe from moderate be-

Thoſe fevers which hive exnctrbatidns :omniches equal days, 
will have a criſis on the equal; and thoſe which have acceſ- 
fions on the unequal will be determined on the fame. The 
equal days on which the criſis may appear, are the fourth, 
ſixth, eighth, tenth, fourteenth, eighteenth, thirtieth, forty- 
eighth, fixtieth, eightieth, and hundredth. The unequal are 
the third, fifth, ſeventh, ninth, eleventh, ſeventeenth, twenty- 
firſt, twenty-ſeventh, and thirty-firſt, It ſhould be conſidered 
alſoif there are any other days beſides thoſe mentioned on which 
a criſis may be formed, either portending danger or relapſe.

Io thoſe pregnant women who meet With" hs accidents 
during the time of geſtation a living child is born.

For pains ariſe at certain periods, and 
the fœtus who begins to move in ſeventy days, is perfekted 
in three times that number. After the evacuation of the 
menſes, the mouths of the uterine veſſels both on the right 
fide and left are opened; * therefore there be too great hu- 
midity, it muſt be corrected by food of a dry nature.

Thoſe hs. ag a Wiaieed in their e from the 
tongue, or from a bad conformation of their lips, are ſub- 
ject to become conſumptive, from frequent ſuppurations (of 
the lungs). Deafneſs deſtroys a violent pain in the inferior 
parts. A hæmorrhage from the noſe and inſanity have the 
ſame effect. If convulſions ſhould attack a woman confined 
after delivery, they are the cauſe of a fever: For it, put a large 
quantity of warm wax into a bladder, and make it into a 
clyſter. If a bone of the head ſhould be fractured, milk and 
wine in equal parts ſhould be given for a drink. But if there 
be an ulcer, it will be neceſſary to open ſome internal vein 
(of the arm), unleſs there ſhould be a fever. If there be a 
delirium, the head ſhould be rubbed, unleſs the præcordia 
at the ſame time are elevated. When there is a pain in the 
head, it proceeds to the breaſt, then to the hypochondria, 
and after that to the loins. But every part cannot be in pain 
at the fame time.

Toe — 55 bars large heads Sian anal eyes, and who 
are talkative, are prone to anger. Thoſe who have a 
proſpect of long life, have a great number of teeth. Talka- 
tive perſons and who talk quickly alſo, are melancholy, and 
ſubject to have much bile. Thoſe who have their eyes fixed 
and ſteady, are apt to be angry. A great head, large black 
eyes, a thick and flat noſe, are good ſigns. Large eyes of a 
blue colour, a ſmall head, thin neck, narrow cheſt, are the 
marks of perſons of the beſt diſpoſitions. He who has a 
ſmall head is never talkative, nor is he bald, unleſs he hath 
very ſhining eyes. The voice being reſtored after convulſi- 
ons, in caſes of epilepſy, on an unequal day terminates the 
difeaſe. Pour water upon a woman in a puerperal fever at- 
_ tended with pain and give her a warm thick ptiſan on the 
third day. A boy is brought up by his nurſe till the ſeventh 
or ninth or tenth month, and his voice is eſtabliſhed, his 

animal 
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1 powers increaſed, and his hands become of uſe to 
him. When the voice is looſened, every thing is reſolved, 
For a general ſolution anſwers to that of the ſpeech. But it 
is made on an unequal day, A very ſtrong pulſe at the wriſt, 
with a florid countenance, and a hardneſs of the precordia, 
ſignify a long diſeaſe, which will not terminate without 
convulſions, or a large hemorrhage from the noſe, or pains 
in the loins. In a pain in the throat, warm water poured 
upon the head will be of ſervice, unleſs great cold ſhould 
prevail, and in that caſe let there be applied warm bread and 


pure wine. In a looſeneſs of the belly, boiled beans are to 


be given, unleſs there be a collection of bile in the parts 
above ; or cummin ſeeds may be given with the beans for a 
diet: But the diſeaſe will not go off unleſs it be upon an un- 
equal day, nor will it begin but upon an equal day, or 
month, or year. Anoint the abdomen with Egyytian nitre, 
corriander ſeeds, and cummin, rubbed together, and made | 
into an ointment with oil. Thoſe to whom a diſeaſe is fatal 
die upon an unequal day, month, or year. It is right to 
prognoſticate either death or very ſharp pains. If the power 
of the eyes do not continue, it is a ſign of death. If any 
thing ſhould happen on an unequal year, it is neceflary that 
death ſhould be both on an unequal day and year: But if it 
ſhould happen on an equal year or day, fatality will enſue on 
the unequal day. In numbers the third is the ſafeſt. Phle- 
botomy is of ſervice in an angina (fore throat) and ophthal- 
mia. Upon a wound of the inteſtines, an inſenſible reſpira- 
tion is made at the injured part, and the thorax is emptied ; 
give therpfore milk and wine in equal parts. FThoſe who ge- 
nerate bile in the ſtomach are ſubject to be talkative, mania- 
cal, 
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and bald: They who are deformed from their birth, are ſtu- 


pid, ſubject to the ſtone, and to inſanity. They who are 
otherwiſe are by nature free from theſe evils. The right 


breaſt and the right eye have the greateſt excellence, as well 


as the parts below on that ſide, for the males are born on 


the right ſide of the uterus. If you would ſtop the flow of 
menſes in a woman, apply a large cupping glaſs to the breaſt. 


With a boy fœtus of three months every thing is apparent, 
and milk is found in the breaſts of the mother. If much 
milk flow, the fœtus will be weakened whilſt in the womb. 


The more ſolid are the breaſts, the ſtronger will be the child. 
In both breaſts there is a large vein, hence there is great 


care requiſite to preſerve them. Phlebotomy will put an 
end to a ſtrangury. If the ſuperior parts and which are about 


the head are diſpoſed to ſwell, they are relieved by an open 


ulcer as a drain, by vomiting and by ſweating.

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All whom I knew, from the abovementioned: ſymptoms, 
had an averſion to food; and to many of them, as well 
as others, the diſeaſe proved fatal.

But for thoſe in fevers, and indeed ſome other 
complaints, thougli they were not deſirous of drinking, it 
was neceſſary to ſettle ſome certain quantity of liquid to be 
taken.

Whilſt he was dying, he had no ſweat upon. his forehead, 


attended with pain. His wife was delivered of a daughter 


of ſeven months old, on the ſeventh day after ſhe was ſeized, 
though it firſt began to- appear on the fourth. She was at- 
tacked in the beginning with a pain in her foot, but upon 
the going off of the fever, her breath was not relieved, and 
there remained 2 pain in her hands and arms. 


Relapſes for the moſt wht fried upon. thoſe who! before 
the criſis, had a ſediment in their urine. The ſiſter of Tx-

In the ſiſter of TEMEN Au r were inflated and 
diſtended.

had many bilious and glutineus ſtools, but the præcordia 
did not abate in their ſwelling.

An old woman who was leucophlegmatic, had upon her 
legs hard, white, and looſe tumours, which extended almoſt 
down to her feet. They were alſo in the under parts of the 
thighs. It ſeeemed as if it would be difficult to diffolve 


them. Moreover they had attacked her loins; her belly, 


however, was looſe, the præcordia ſoft, and her reſpiration eaſy. 
They, notwithſtanding, all left her, and ſhe was cured like- 
wiſe of her other complaints. In blue eyes, the diſorders 
of that organ are more readily cured. Pains of the thighs 
and legs often proceed from the uterus : For upon the appli- 
cation of a perfumed peſſary, made of flour and myrrh, they 
are diſſolved and ceaſe. There ſeems to be a particular pe- 
riod of the year when inflammations of the eyes prevail. 
There were hard tumours aroſe, where exanthemata 
were not perfectly diſſolved, ſuch as ene in ſome ſcaly 
ulcers. 


A boy in the village of Hieyorocuvs, had a tumour 
in both precordia, which was hard and ſhining on the lower 


part, like that of the Copper-ſmith, who was dropfical, in 


whom ſome looſe ſtools reduced it to ſoftneſs. He had'it on 
the right ſide,” with a painful ſurface, tho protuberant, and 
circumſcribed for the greateſt part. The navel from his

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birth was of a black colour, and had a deep ulcer upon it, and 
what had not yet properly cicatriced. The extreme part of the 
penis was quite bare, both when it hardly appeared and when 
at laſt it was properly protruded. He threw up almoſt every 
thing by vomiting, was feveriſh, had an averſion to food, 
and was in great meaſure relieved. But about the ſeventh 
day after, he took to his bed, for before that he had kept 
himſelf to work, having drank a large quantity of water, and 
treated himſelf very careleſsly. He became exceedingly reſt- 
leſs, and was in ſome meaſure convulſed, and upon the ceſſa- 
tion of the convulſions, he unexpectedly died. But previous 
to this he voided his urine with great freedom, and had a 
powerful diſcharge of wind downwards, yet the upper parts 
were by no means ſoftened. Immediately after death, hoy- 
ever, they became relaxed, and the whole body, except 
where the tumour was, was covered with a redneſs, and at 
the ſame time was very warm. A perſon at ABDRRA had an 
eruption on his'back, another had a ſwelling of the anterior 
parts, with fever. This tumour ſeemed to the touch as if

A ſervant who was troubled with an aſthma, and had occa- 
fionally an hæmorrhage; when ſhe had a flow of her men- 
ſtrual flux, her reſpiration became difficult. Upon the ceſ- 
ſation of her menſes ſhe was attacked with a fever, and her 
left breaſt ſuppurated, as well as her ear, which had that

The right ſides, tho' not raiſed, were greatly diſtended, and 
were covered all over with redneſs, when the ſpleen was the 
fame. The bowels were affected from the beginning, and 
the eye was threatened with a defluxion. On the ſeventeenth 
day a thick ſalt humour iſſued 8 this organ, and infeſted 
likewiſe the noſe, and the fauces, and the left ear. On the 
fifteenth the ſweated with a rigor, and before this affection 
there was no criſis. She grew pale, her countenance was 
fallen and ſtrained, and ſhe complained in her ear, about the 
regions of the ſpleen, and of the pleura. In ſome boys, the 
bowels were affected, and they had dry coughs.

In a | Rio ſervant who was ct; purchaſed, whom I 
was called to ſee, there was a conſiderable hardneſs of the 
right fide, but not very painful. The belly was large and 
circumſcribed, but not like one in a dropſy. It was beſides 
ſoft to the touch. She had no difficulty in reſpiration, but 
yet her ſkin was of a bad colour.

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was made in a very ſhort time, but ſhe did not long 
ſurvive it. She had beſides ſome internal complaint. If ap- 
plications are made to the noſtrils in fevers, when the pain 
ceaſes, a thick matter will flow from them. But if neither 
the pain nor fever ſhould go. off, the matter-is thin and burn- 
ing, as in the caſe of HEGts1ePvs, who had a diſcharge of 
this thin matter in the night. It was thick, however, in 
the caſe of the ſon of Cerevris, like the eunuch of Co- 
RINTH. Mature abſceſſes in diſeaſes are a critical fign, if 
whilſt a fever continues they do not partake of it ; and when 
the cauſes of pain ſubſiſt they are eaſily borne, as happened 
in the buttock of CHARON. In LeamBius, who thought 
his inteſtines were ulcerated, medicines were given, as if he 
had a dyſentery, but the arms and left ſhoulder were enn 


with: abſceſſes, yet without any fever. 


4 Fr rom a diſtenon by wind;: in a certain perſon, the ſides 
were much elevated, and affected with pain. He drank 
plentifully of milk and wine, and-immediately a nauſea and 
heat aroſe. After this having eaten a quantity of baked bread, 
he was coſtive in his bowels, but had a ſmall evacuation of 
a purulent nature.

An old man who lived at the Porch of Stone, perceived a 
pain in his loins, and in both legs. It extended indeed to 
the thighs and to the tibia, and even to the knees. It 
continued a long time at intervals, having many returns, and 
there was a conſiderable ſwelling of the feet and loins, and 
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of the groin, and there was a complete tenſion of all the 
parts, attended with pain. The bladder was hard and pain- 
ful, and there were alſo many eruptions, and heats both in 
the eyes, ears, noſe, and hands. A criſis is formed, as well 
as many other circumſtances by which we know diſeaſes, by 
conſulting the ſick perſon whether he ſweats, or feels, or 
ſmells, or taſtes, or does many other things. Beſides this, 
the hair, the complexion, the ſkin, the blood veſſels, the 
tendons, the muſcles, the fleſh, the bones, the marrow, the 
brain, and every thing which proceeds from the blood are to 
be taken into the account, together with the bowels, the 

| ſtomach, the bile, other humours, and the extremities. 
Then whether any pains ariſe behind the ears, owing to a 
kind of pus, which indeed would not affect the gland, nor 
cauſe the bone to ſuppurate, but immediately upon its ceſſa- 
tion would occcaſion a fever. The beating of the veins, 
tremblings, convulſions, hiccough, difficult reſpiration, eva- 
cuations by the inteſtines, are alſo figns by which we deter- 
mine upon diſeaſes. When the eyes ſuppurate and burſt, the 
wound is much extended, and when they are cut open it is 
deep. | In both methods the pupil becomes ulcerated. 


ARtsT@Us, in the village of AMmeniLocuvs, was deliri- 
ous on the fourth day. The evacuation from the bowels was 
of a pale colour. He had very comfortable ſleep, but his

— fourteenth day, juſt before the criſis, there was a rigor, 
without any tremblings, with a relaxation, a numbneſs, and 
contraction of the limbs. The belly was at the ſame time 
looſe, and tho' there was a coma, no ſleep ſupervened, nor 
was there any delirium. On this fourteenth day a criſis was 
made, nor did any critical ben remain afterwards. 


In the ſame manner, POPE perſon, in the beginning, 
had ſome glutinous ſtools, from the ſolid parts of which a 
criſis was formed. But there was great watchfulneſs, and 
after this the ſtools were a little glutinous, without bile, and 
well digeſted, but after that bilious, yet not very looſe. 
When they began to be a little more conſiſtent, the criſis 


was accelerated. About the ſixth day the precordium ap- 


peared to be diſtended, and as if it had a ſwelling of the veins. 
About the ſeventh he ſlept, and had à final criſis on the 
ninth. Both theſe ſubjects had a pale, but not yellow com- 
plexion. When the watry ſtools were expoſed to the ſun, 
the upper part was looſe, thin, and like the colour of the £ 
herb called Glaſtus ; In the bottom there was a ſediment. 
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-» Thoſe who had a ſoft diſtenſion of the right fide, became 
Fin unleſs it went down upon the going off of the fever. 
But in thoſe who had this ſoftneſs of the belly converted 
into a hard tumour, attended with pain, and of an ill con- 
dition, and which could not eaſily be diſperſed, a ſuppura- 
tion was generally formed. Thoſe tumours on the right ſide 
which were chiefly of a ſoft nature, and which ſeemed to the 
feeling to be filled with wind, were not of a dangerous kind, 
as happened in the right ſides of ſome perfons in the villages 
of AMeniLocuuvs and MEeposaDa. They were affected 
with coma and lethargy. 


I The conſtitution of the air, both with regard to ſeaſon 
and ſituation, is a valuable object of conſideration, as certain 
circumſtances of it prevail more 'or leſs: The utmoſt vio- 
_ lence likewiſe of a diſeaſe, and eſpecially at the time of a 
criſis, and whether that happen on the firſt day, or more per- 
fectly and later on the third or fourth ; alſo the periods 
of a critical fign, as in ſwellings, hæmorrhages, or the con- 
trary. Likewiſe in relapſes, the effects of tranſlations of 
matter, or of the protruſion of the veins of the temples, or 
. contractions of them, or changes of complexion before the 
criſis, or even where that doth not happen, as well as anxi- 
ety of body, or reſtleſſneſs, diſtenſions of different parts, 
changes of colour from red to paleneſs, if there be no criſis, 
and ſwellings of the ſkin without a criſis, and a falling down 
or collapſe of the eyes, and a roughneſs of the body, attended 
with dryneſs. A voluntary emiſſion of tears is not a dele- 
terious ſign, but if it be involuntary, it is bad. A collection

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of ou matter about the teeth, is a bad 6go, « as well as 
a fixed look with the eyes. 


One who had a wound upon the tibia, and made uſe of 
the plaſter called Atticus, had large red puſtules ariſe, and 
was troubled with a cough which he had not perceived be- 
fore. In Eos, they had ſhiverings who had wounds of 
the head, they had alſo a bad kind of fever, and a collection 
of pus. After a teneſmus, upon a journey, there aroſe p.ins 
in the feet, and delirium, with laſſitude. Amongſt thoſe 
who were affected, CLINIA, had a great averſion to food, 
and became phthiſical. She ſpit blood mixed with pus, and 
had tubercles filled with this matter. 


The wife of Hirrzus was dropſical, and for three years, 
in the beginning of Spring, was tormented with a cough. 

There was a large internal collection of pus, but in Winter 
it was of a watry conſiſtence. Being purged of this by me- 
dicines, ſhe grew better. Her maid ſervant died. 


In ſome who were affected EW coughs, "i was an af- 
ffection of the hands, as in the boy who matted twigs, and 
the ſon of AMyNTAs. They both became paralytic in the 
right fide, and when this ceaſed, their coughs came on. 
Thoſe who went journeys, either on foot or on horſeback, 
had pains in their loins, or in their thighs. F or the moſt 
part dry coughs prevailed, and thoſe which were violent. - 


The wife of 3 affected with's difcaſs in a dif- 
ferent manner from others ; She had no fever, and yet ſhe 
. was 
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was ſtupid. After this ſhe had a tremor over her whole body, 
and a phthiſis, and a nauſea of food, and thirſt, and ſhe was 
cold. 


Thoſe who eval not ſee in the night, voided a large 
quantity of urine, and afterwards but little. Thoſe who had 
coughs and fevers were troubled with tubercles behind the 

ears, about the ſeventh « or . day. | 

The diner of . was attacked with a fever, and 5 
pus flowed from her ears, but I am not clear that it was on 
the eighth day. In ſome the teeth, eſpecially the third of the 
upper row, were corroded. There was beſides great pain 
and collection of pus about their roots. Thoſe affected with 
it had a very great pain about the ears, and were much tor- 
mented with cough.

Upon an increaſe of the præcordia, no ſolution of it was 
made.

One > 58 Cynicus 3 to me had an exacerbation 

on the ſeventh day, and on the fourteenth there was a criſis.

A little blood flowed 
from the noſe, and there was a pain in the head, the hands 
and legs were affected with palſy, and the bowels being looſ-

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A bilious ſpitting in ſome peripneumonic caſes betokens 
a ceſſation of the diſeaſe, but if it be yellow it betokens it to 
be much ſhorter. If ſuch things appear in the beginning, 
they will continue, but will be no marks of concoction, tho 
they will of a criſis, as happened in the caſe of our precep- 
tor, and ſome others that I know. 


Nicippus, in his fever, had an emiſſion of his ſemen, and 


he was not the worſe for it, tho it occurred very frequently. 
It was predicted to him that this would ceaſe when a criſis 
* formed, and ſo it happened. 


| CxITIAs in his fever was tormented with watchfulneſs, 
which we knew of, but this ſymptom likewiſe went off 


| upon the criſis. 


| ALcieevs who had the hemorrhoids, was in danger from 


the cure of them. For being cured he was attacked with 
madneſs, and then they went off with a fever ſucceeding. 
In acute fevers, thoſe who are thirſty, and are forbid to

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| "HOSE perſons who ſuffer abortion, and have tumours 
in the uterus, which occaſion a pain in the head, and 


eſpecially about the bregma, have other complaints in the 
womb; and in the termination of the diſeaſe, about the 


eighth or tenth month, experience a diſorder in the hip. 
They who have ſharp heads, have ſtrong necks, and have 


hey who are ſubje& to head-achs and defluxions in the 
ears, have alſo hollow palates, and their teeth uneven.— 
They in whom the bones ſeparate from the palate, have the 
noſe falling in about the middle. But in thoſe where the teeth 
protrude themſelves forward, the noſe is very much raiſed. 
—Eplileptic fits uſually correſpond in boys to their ſtate of 


puberty. Some ſuffer a change in this reſpe&, others do 


not. —A pain in the kidneys is moſt urgent when the ſto- 
mach is full of food, and phlegm is generally vomited. 


But when the pain is exceedingly violent, a putrid matter is 
thrown up, and the patient is relieved. —A ceſſation from

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not only other parts, but the bones alſo firmly conſtructed. 
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pain is alſo occaſioned when the ſtomach is evacuated of 


1 food, and ſome yellow ſand ſubſides in the urine, and when 
bloody urine is voided, and there is a ſtupor in that thigh 


which correſponds to the fide where the pain is perceived. 
Reſt is of no ſervice, but rather exerciſe, and avoiding a reple- 
tion of food. In young people, it might be neceſſary to give 
hellebore, to open a vein, to promote an evacuation by urine, 
to attenuate the humours, and to ſoften the parts. The men- 
ſtrual flux in women of a moiſt habit is ſuſpended the long- 
eſt. But if it do not come down, ſwellings will ariſe. —In 
CRANow old pains were attended with cold, but the more 
recent were warm, and eſpecially ſuch as aroſe in pletho- 
ric habits. What were fixed in the hip were cold. Thoſe 
affections which were accompanied with ſharp rigors did not 
go off till they had reached their higheſt ſummit.-Suppreſſi- 
ons of urine uſed to precede rigors; and if they prognoſticated 
good ſigns, the bowels were opened, and ſleep was enjoyed. 


In the ſame manner the type of fevers is determined, and 


what ariſes from fatigue.--In thoſe fevers which have rigors, 
there is ſeldom a tranſlation of the humours. —A weakneſs of 
the legs, either before the diſcaſe or ariſing from it, 1s occa- 
ſioned ſometimes by a tranſlation of humours upon the joints. 
— Thoſe tumours are eſteemed the beſt which tend exter- 


nally, and are raiſed to a ſharp point, which digeſt equally 


all round, and are not hard, do not ſpread downwards, nor 


are divided. The contrary are bad, and thoſe which are 


much divided are the worſt. The Autumn upon account of 
its heat produced cardialgias, ſhiverings, and melancholy.— 
In the beginning of fevers the exacerbations are particularly 


to be attended to. And during the whole courſe of the diſ- 
5 þ eaſe | 


eaſe, what exacerbations, happen i in the evening, and likewiſe 
in the Autumn, which is the evening of the year. Alſo 
whether worms appear at that time, — If a cough attack in- 
fants of two months old, with a purging of the bowels and 
a fever, there will be a criſis in twenty days, and a ſwelling 
upon the joints. If this happen below the navel, on the 


| joints of the interior parts of the body, it will end happily. 


But if on thoſe above, the diſeaſe will not terminate but by 
| ſuppuration. If this is made upon the ſhoulder in theſe 
young ſubjects, the arm will become ſhort and ſhrivelled. A 
ſolution of this: diſeaſe will alſo be effected by an eruption 

upon the parts below, if it be not round and deep. For this 
kind are particularly injurious to children. This diſeaſe will 
likewiſe be terminated by a hemorrhage from the noſe, but 
this is moſt common in perſons of maturer age. — Tears in 
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acute diſeaſes of a bad kind, if they are voluntary are a good 


ſign, but if they are involuntary, they are bad.— The draw- 
ing in of the eye-lids is alſo a bad ſign. —A dry kind of de- 
fluxion on the eyes likewiſe, . reſembling ſordes, is bad, as 
well as a defect in the ſight, and a ſqualid appearance. Alſo 

a concretion of the humours, and a diſtortion of the eye, to- 
gether with a figidity, a difficulty of motion, and many other 
things which are now omitted. Some fevers appear to the 


feeling by the hands, to be attended with a heat of great 


pungency. Others are more mild. Others are more pun- 
gent; and ſeem to have the heat conſtantly, increaſing. 
There are ſome likewiſe which tho' violent, yet the heat in 
them ſeems to leſſen gradually. Some perſons in their com- 
plaints have great dryneſs of the ſkin, others have great 
weakneſs as well as dryneſs. Some have a falt defluxion,

others are oppreſſed with wind. Others have a horrid aſpect, 
but the ſkin grows 1 moiſt to the touch. Others have a redneſs 
in their complexion, others a livid hue, &c.—A' general ſwel- 
ling of the body, and a hardneſs of the joints, are among the 
bad ſigns, as well as a luxation of the articulations, and a frac- 
ture of the bones. A daring tare in the eye betokens deliri- 
um, and a Nee or ry rag of that organ is a ſign of 
danger.

ji Han dilate, or to conſtringe, is ſometimes. to. be attempt- 
ed, ſometimes not. With regard to the humours, 
ſome are to be expelled, others are to be dried up, others are 
to be pent in, all theſe are ſometimes to be done, and ſome- 
times to be avoided.—lt is neceſſary alſo to extenuate, or to 


increaſe, the body, the ſkin, the fleſh, and other parts. This 


is ſometimes to be done, at other times to be avoided.— 


Likewiſe to appeaſe, to ſtimulate, to harden, and to make 


ſoft, are often to be put in execution, ſometimes to be decli- 
ned.—As well as to rouſe or to induce torpor and ſleepineſs, 
and ſeveral things of the ſame kind. —It is requiſite to uſe 
derivations alſo to draw off from parts affected, and to diſ- 
join what preternaturally adhere. We muſt beſides eject 
thoſe humours which are unprofitable, and ſometimes thoſe 
which are beneficial; as one pain oftentimes is the cure for ano- 
ther. Many complaints require a treatment oppoſite to what 


' ſhould be expected, as what would ſeem to be cured by vo- 
miting requires purging downwards, and the contrary, This 


is 
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= the caſe with what are uſed to purge the head, and phlebo- 
tomy when practiſed with diſcretion.— Abſceſſes, ſuch as 
buboes, are ſigns of ſome affections in the parts whence 
they ariſe, and alſo of other parts. When they happen in 
the bowels they are a ſign of great danger. —Reſpiration is 


ſhorr, frequent, deep and ſeldom, ſhort and ſeldom, quick 


and deep, externally deep, internally ſhort ; and internally 
deep, and externall y ſhort, in one caſe labouring, in the other 
urgent.—It is ikewiſe ſometimes reduplicated internally, as 
breathing over again, and the breath is alſo warm and cold. 
A long reſpiration is a cure for conſtant agitations; but in 
thoſe who drink little or ſeldom a ſhort breathing is of ſer- 
vice. A pain in the ſides, and a diſtenſion of the præcordia, 
tumours in the ſpleen, and hemorrhages from the noſtril, 
_ ariſe in their proper directions to each other. The ſame may 
be obſerved of affections about the ears, and more eſpecially 
about the eyes. It ſhould be obſerved whether a conftant 
correſpondence is kept up from parts below to thoſe above, 
according to their exact directions, as in the jaws, or eyes, 
or ears. Or whether their direction is obſerved from parts 
above to thoſe below. Whether red tumours about the 
throat and pains in the ſide maintain a ſimilar direction. 


Alſo thoſe things which from the ſuperior parts are diſtri- 


buted below the liver, as in the teſtes and veins of the ex- 
tremities. The reaſon of theſe things is of great conſe- 
quence. Where the veins of the temples do not join together, 
nor appear of a ſplendid colour, if the breathing ſhould be 
made internally, or there be a dry cough not of a dangerous 


kind, there may be a prediction of an affection of the limbs, 


| au ee to their Proper direction below the ſtomach.— 


This 
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This happens to thoſe perſons who are of a fair complexion, 
and have a red colour in their cheeks, if blood do not flow 
from the noſe, or in ſmall quantity: If any thing ſhould be 
left behind of what does flow, it naturally begets an abſceſs.-- 
In the ſame manner thirſt is a ſign of what remains, as well as 
a bad taſte in the mouth, or a nauſea. The fever in theſe caſes 
is not acute, but is the ſame as after a relapſe. What remains 
after a criſis, is the cauſe of a return of the fever.— In the 
firſt place, therefore, there ariſes a ſwelling of the ſpleen, 
unleſs there be previouſly a depoſition upon the limbs, or 
blood flow from the noſe, or there be a diſtenſion of the præ- 
cordia of the right ſide, or unleſs there be an extraordinary 
ſecretion of urine. For this interception between both ſta- 
ges of the diſeaſe, is the proper cauſe of the return. It is 
neceſſary then to attempt procuring an abſceſs, if that be not 
made before, to leave thoſe to themſelves which are already 
made, and to wait the iſſue of what they will produce. 
— Thoſe which produce nothing are to be aſſiſted, and thoſe 
which produce what is improper are to have that diverted, 
eſpecially if this can be done ſo as to prevent future accidents, 
and even in thoſe likewiſe which are at preſent formed: Ahæ- 
morrhage from the noſe on the fourth day makes a crifis.— 
Fevers which intermit one day, and are ſubje& to a rigor on 
the next, with a criſis, generally run through five or ſeven 
periods. In thoſe who are affected with tertians, the night 
preceding the paroxyſm is generally troubleſome, but that 
which follows is for the moſt part eaſier. Dry coughs were 
not very urgent in ardent fevers, nor was there much thirſt, 
nor was the tongue very dry, nor did they proceed from ma- 
| Ts but rather from wind, as is manifeſt from this, that 
when 
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when the patients ſpoke, or gaped, they coughed, but not 


otherwiſe. —Theſe things were moſt evident in fevers which 
aroſe from too great fatigue. Nothing is raſhly to be deter- 
mined, nor is any thing to be neglected.—Antidotes are 
ſometimes to be exhibited on the acceſs of a diſeaſe, and 
ſometimes it is neceſſary to lie quiet, (and do nothing.) - For 
a pain in the back part of the head, if a vein be opened in 
the forehead it will be of ſervice. —Abſceſles in the præcor- 
dia are to have their origin examined into, the ſame as in- 
flammations in the viſcera, as when they ariſe in the ſpleen, 
from the liver, or the contrary, &c.—Thoſe things are to be 
repelled which are not proper to be promoted, and in theſe 
caſes it is neceſſary to guide them in the way by which they 
have a tendency to be carried off.--In broad puſtules which 
itch much, ſuch as Sxmon had during the Winter, who was 
aſſiſted by anointing before the fire, and waſhing with warm 


water; vomits are of no ſervice, but I think warm fomentati- - 
ons may be recommended. —Ulcers which want maturation 


are to be kept ſhut up, but the contrary are to be dried away or 
laid open.--In troubleſome defluxions upon the eyes, it is ne- 
ceſſary to make a revulſion upon the fauces, if that method in 


other reſpects agree with the patient. Belching and ſuch other 


things may be promoted when they are of ſervice. It is requi- 
ſite to keep the natural paſſages open, as the noſe, and others 
of equal conſequence; and by thoſe methods, and by thoſe diſ- 
charges, and in thoſe parts in which they may be profitable, 
and in the proper time and quantity, as in the caſe of ſweating, 
and all others. In diſeaſes of note, if the face hath a good aſ- 
pect, it is a profitable ſign, but in trifling complaints, the 
contrary eee is a bad one.— A woman who lived near 
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the Theatre of Heroes recovered from a jaundice. But a 
man who was with the nephew of TIxENESs was ſuffuſed 
with a black colour. —In PRINT HUS the urine reſembled 
ſemen, and this was critical to thoſe who had affections in 
their bowels. This urine was of ſervice, becauſe there was 
no great emiſſion of wind, nor any large evacuation of gluti- 
nous ſtools to ſoften the abdomen: The precordia were 
likewiſe not enlarged. One who cat ſome cabbage for an af- 
fection of his breath, on the eleventh day had his belly ſoft- 
ened, his reſpiration made eaſy, and ſome copious ſtools, — 
A watry diſpoſition of the blood makes perſons fearful and 


watchful, and this whether it be good or- bad. Thoſe who 


have a ſpleen very low down, have their feet, their cheeks, 
and their hands warm, but their noſes and ears always cold. 
It ſhould be conſidered therefore whether this be owing to 
thin blood, or to the natural diſpoſition of the body. Thoſe 
who have a ſuppuration in the extremity of the navel; are 


much affected in their bowels.--The ſpleen not on the ſupe- 
rior fide, but on the inferior, is ſometimes hard or round, or 
broad or thick, or thin or long, and ſmall in thoſe who are 


ſubject to defluxions from the head. For attaining a proper 
knowledge of diſeaſes, a diligent enquiry muſt be made of 
the perſons. And what they have to tell, and how their 
diſcourſe is to be received. Alſo what is to be related not 
only by the ſick man, but by the by-ſtanders, and many 
other external circumſtances. Since males are generated in 
the right ſide of the womb, which is moſt warm and ſolid, 


hence they are blacker, have their veins more prominent, 


ſize, and is more compact; in his motion he is quicker, but 
13 | grows 
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grows ſlower, and in a much longer time. He is more ſolid, 


and more bilious, and has a larger quantity of blood, becauſe 


of the greater heat in the place where he is formed.

A \ Thin ſkin is the cauſe of a coſtive belly, and a denſe cu- 
ticle of an increaſe of fleſh. —A torpor or ſluggiſhneſs 


9 the bowels, occaſions a general uneaſineſs and impurity in 


the veſſels.— A decay of the brain cauſes baldneſs, and a 
conſumption of all the functions. A general extenuation of 
body is aſſiſted by gymnaſtic exerciſes, by too much quiet, by 
mourning, and by quick walking. For this, boiled Masa 


or bread in ſmall quantity will be of ſervice. It is neceflary 


to obſerve this extenuation every day at the ſame hour : For 
the whole maſs is ſuddenly reduced. Remit all kinds of la- 
bour, otherwiſe the body will fall away without perceiving 
it. This happens univerſally.--When the body is decayed, 
ſwines fleſh will be of uſe. When it is reſtored it will be 


: ſignified by this ſign, the body will become of a florid co- 
lour.— The ſign of proper exerciſe in the games, is indicated 


by the ſweat falling off in drops as water from an aquæduct, 

or when it deſcends from a great height. A woman whom 
T before had cured at CRanon, and who had a ſpleen of 
conſiderable magnitude, was ſeized with an ardent fever. 
Her ſkin was very red, and her breath ſhort. On the tenth 


day a copious ſweat broke out upon the upper parts of her 
body, and on the lower parts about the fourteenth, —Thoſe' 


Ys” who 
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who had a heavineſs in the head and hoarſeneſs, when 
they were attacked with fevers, were leſs ſubject, I think, 
than others to relapſes. —When there is a converſion of the 
humours into pus, there is ſeldom a return of the fever: 
For the maturation of that ſubſtance, is the ſign both of Aa 
crifis and a tranſlation.—Some perſons who addicted them- 
ſelves to venery, were ſubject to an inflation of thebelly, 
DamNnacoras for inſtance. Some were eaſed of this by an 
evacuation of wind as ARCESILAUs.—Thoſe perſons who 
have their ſhoulders extended like wings, are ſubject to diſ- 
orders from wind, for they are full of it.—A cold air, ſuch 
as produces ſnow and ice, is apt to burſt the blood veſſels, 
and occaſion coughs. It cauſes likewiſe a conſtriction of the 
humours into what are called Pherea and Gongronæ. It 
is alſo the ſource of hardneſſes in the ſkin.—After micturi- 
tion, in boys eſpecially, there is often a thick ſediment in the 
urine. It is becauſe they are of a warmer temperature. 
The form of body which is moſt eaſy in caſes of pain, is that 
which a man puts himſelf into when he is lifting up a burden 
in his hands, or when lying down, and bending under the 
pain, he ſeizes on a poſt and finds relief. —In a man whom 
I faw from ORTHYPLA, near the Bridge, with his legs quite 
incapable of motion ; the tibia was not much decayed, 
but the thighs were ſhrivelled : He could not retain either 
his urine or his ſemen.— In ſuch as have naturally their ſides 
flat like wings, which ariſes from weakneſs, or a bad con- 
formation; if a malignant defluxion fall down upon the 
lungs, whether there be an excretion, or not, it is a bad ſign. 
—Rigors in women begin in the loins, and aſcend upwards 
towards the head by the back. In men alſo they proceed 
rather

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5 er dirdagh the poſterior than anterior parts. eee 
are perceived more in the external than internal parts of the 
body, as in the elbows and thighs. This is moſt evident 
alſo in thoſe who have thin ſkins, of which the hair is a 
ſign.— If a rigor ariſe from other cauſes, as from ulcers, it 
begins in the veſſels.—The principal knowledge in diſeaſes 
is derived from their origin, their cauſe, and from much 
diſcourſe which gradually leads to information. Whether 
things are ſimilar or diſſimilar is likewiſe to be diſcovered, 
that a ſimilitude may be found from the contrary. For this 
is the way of diſcerning what is right, and of diſcovering 
what is improper.- Hæmorrhages from the noſe ariſe, in 
thoſe who after growing pale look black, or are of a ruddy pale 
complexion, or are apt to become pallid.— Having been let 
down a little, it is neceſſary to thicken the blood by a dry diet. 
--Others want leſs thickening, but a dry white medicine, 
ſuch as galls or alum. When people begin to uſe venery, 
or when the hairs appear firſt about the pubes, then they 
are ſubje& to bleedings from the noſe.—In their firſt conver- 
ſation with women, ſome perſons are ſubject to an emiſſion 
of wind as ARCEsILAUs. There are ſome alſo who are af- 

| fected with rigor and a corrugation of the ſkin. Others in 
the ſame act, have a ſwelling of the belly, as DaAMnaco- 
RAs.—Sudden changes are to be avoided, a ſmall quantity 
of food is to be uſed at a time, great laſſitude to be guarded 
againſt, as well as to accuſtom ourſelves to drink whenever 
we are thirſty.— All extenuation relaxes the ſkin, and after- 
wards diſtends it. Nutrition hath the contrary effet.—The 
corrugation of a ſkin which ſubſides, is the ſame as the diſ- 


en of that which is nouriſhed. Roughneſs and light- 
neſs 
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ne "A ſign of both, as well 3 7 appear- 
_/ance. Thus the breaſts become pendent, both when they 
are thin and when they are diſtended, altho the cauſe of 
the latter is not ſo well known, that it is upon ac 
count of a repletion of fleſn.— The clavicles appear moſt 
conſpieous where the veins are tranſparent. HERO Dis 
treated many in fevers with much exerciſe, with complain; 
ings, and with frequent fomentations. This was unſucceſs- 
ful, for fevers are averſe to diſtreſs, to exerciſe, to running 
about, to frictions, &c. to driving out one labour with ano- 
ther. From hence aroſe a redneſs of the veins, lvidity, and 
paleneſs, and ſoft pains of the fides.—T'o | appeaſe ' them, 
ſhut the mouth, keep filence, and take in' a good deal of 
cold air with what is 'drunk.—The oecaſions of difeaſe 
ought to be conſidered, as whether it ariſe from à pain in 
the head, or the ear, or the fide.—The teeth alſo are a gn 
of it, and a ſwelling in the groin. —Ulcers and tuberoles ari - 
fing, determine the crifis in fevers. When they don't ariſe 
according to expectation, there will no criſis happen. 
And where any thing of this kind is left behind, it is a 
certain mark of a relapſe.— A ſpitting of a round globular 
matter, ſuch as was obſerved in PL ExNUs, portends a deli- 
rium. Thoſe who are ſubject to the hæmorrhoids, are 
neither attacked with pleuriſy, nor inflammation of the 
lungs, nor phagedenic ulcers, nor furuncles, nor terminthi, 
nor in like manner with lepra, or any thing of that kind. 
But if they are unſeaſonably cured, the patient is liable in a 
ſhort time to be ſeized with theſe diſorders, which often on 
that account terminate fatally, or, as in abſceſſes from other 


cauſes, end in finus's, &c. And here that which falls down 
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on gurt parts, deſtroys thoſe diſorders from hal it aroſe. 
Thoſe places which receive diſorders! of another, free it from 
pain or heavineſs, or any other complaint by means of the 


communication they have together. Blood does not flow 
from the body always in its natural ſtate, but is converted 
into other humours to Which it has an affinity. In thoſe 
who ſpit purulent matter, blood letting is objected to, where 
there is a pain in the fide; or a collection e or diene 
FF austin le 
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IERE there are tubercles behind the ears, which at 
the time of the criſis do not ſuppurate, a relapſe 
will occur upon their difappearance, from the general theory 
of relapſes. And when this return of the diſeaſe happens, 
the tumours will ariſe again the ſame as in the return of fe- 
vers, and at the ſame periods. In theſe caſes ſome depoft= 
tion upon the joints is to be expected. Urine which is 
thick and white, ſuch as was obſerved in the ſon of Arcut- 
GENES; when it appears in fevers which ariſe from laſſitude, 
and on the fourth day, is a ſecurity againſt any tranſlation. 
And if blood flow from the noſe plentifully, it is ſtill bet- 
ter.—One who had a pain in his joints was at the ſame 
time tormented with a flight pain in his right fide, and when 
the former was eaſed, the latter became more diſtreſſing, — 
The daughter of Acastus, whilſt ſhe was a girl, was trou- 


= bled with a difficult . But after ſhe became a wo- 


man, 
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man, and when ſhe had not long. conceived, ſhe had a ſlight» 
pain, and ſeemed to ſuſtain a very don 


next day ſhe had a fit of the aſthma, and complained of pain 


in her right hip. The pain and aſthma as they kept on her to- 
gether, ſo they ceaſed at the ſame time. She ſpit a frothy 


matter, but which in the beginning was Keine my _ 
the ſpitting ſtopped, ſhe vomited a thin bili 


neceſſary to prohibit her garlick, ſwine's fleſh, mutton, and 
beef, and in her common concerns to avoid any loud conver- 


ſation and anger.—A man who had a tumour in his head of 
a a corroding nature, was relieved by + an application of burnt 


alum to the part. He had after this another abſceſs, which 


ſeemed to extend-even to the bone. It broke about the. ſix⸗ 
tieth day, near the ear, and left a wound in the upper part. 


A man had inteſtines reſembling thoſe of a dog, only 


larger. They hung down from the meſochlon, and this 


part procceded from the nerves of the ſpine under the belly. 


 —lt is neceſſary to render all things grateful to ſome ſick 
perſons, as the preparation of their food and their drink, 


and to make every thing appear to them ſoft and gentle. 


There are other gratifications which are not very inju urious, 


and which may eaſily be allowed, as refreſhing with 
cold when they require it.—Beſides theſe, frequent viſit- 


ings, agreeable converſation, the particular poſture of the 


body, freſh clothing, ſhaving, cutting the nails, and perfumes 
they may be indulged in.--When water is boiled, care ſhould. 


be taken that air be allowed admiſſion into the veſſel, that 


the veſſel be not quite full, and that it have a cover. lt is 
to be obſerved that many perſons from great hemorrhages 
become

pains in their knees. Whilſt we are awake, we warm exter- 
nally, but internally are cold. When we are aſleep the con- 


trary happens.—To one of a warm temper naturally, the 


drinking of water and reſt is convenient. —He who ſleeps in 
the cold ſhould be covered up. He who ſleeps when he is 
fitting down, nods when he is ſtanding upright.--Light food 
is of a cold nature, but ſtrong food is warm. —That water is 
not prepared by art which is ſeparated from the heavens, as _ 
in thunder-ſtorms, or in middle of the Summer, but at any 


time what proceeds from ſtorms is bad. One who can bear 


is of a warm e 
in a cold room, will grow fat, if in a warm one he will 


a quantity of water, can bear alſo much watching. He who 
o nſtitution, and in a warm ſeaſon, if he ſleep 


grow. thin.—The great object of health is to eat food with- 


out ſatiating, and not to refuſe exerciſe, Sleep is a relief for 


light thirſt, which ariſes in perſons when awake, and watch- 
fulneſs to ſome perſons who find this affection in their ſleep. 
— Thoſe perſons who have the moſt heat have ſtrong voices. 
For the greateſt quantity of cold air is inſpired, and out of 


two great things, conſiderable events will be produced.— — 


They who have warm bowels, have thin and light fleſh, the 
veins appear moſt conſpicuouſly, and they are prone to anger. 
—On a dry ſoil, a particular kind of birds prevail.—In a 
luſtful exertion, an obſervation may be made from the 'pro- 


minence of the teſticles, if the gt protrudes a male will

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be begotten ,if the left a female. —When the eyes are found; 
the whole body will be in health, and the colour is the mark 
of their being better or worſe. —It is neceſſary that the body 
ſhould be well fed, for the external parts depend much on 
this circumſtance. Among the deadly figns, is reckoned, 
a warm vapour flying off from the body, and when previous 
to it the noſtrils emit a cold air, —Symptoms of HE

out methods of action of herſelf, not by any precon- 
certed opinions, as in the motion of the 2 of the 
muſcles about the tongue, and other acts of the ſame kind. 
— Nature, untaught and unlearned, does what is fit. —The 


tears, the humours which diſtill from the noſtrils, ſneazing, 


the ſordes of the ears, ſpitting of the ſaliva, inſpiration and 
expiration, tremblings, cough, hiccough, do not all admit 
the ſame manner of action. The like may be obſerved of 
the urine, the.evacuation by ſtool, by wind in both its ways, 
of aliment and of tranſpiration, the peculiar evacuations of 
the ſex, of ſweats, itchings, ſcratchings, and other things of 
that kind. —The human ſoul is Prolonged till death, but if 


it be conſumed. together with diſeaſe, the body is deſtroyed 


along with it. Diſeaſes accompanying us even to old age, 


are reſolved by concoction, reſolution, and putrefaction.— 
Ihe cure of diſeaſes is effected by oppoſing, not by yielding 


to 
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to " affection. — Thus cold is a benefit, and takes away what 
ariſes from heat. Precipitate and violent anger contracts the 
heart and lungs into themſelves, and draws heat and moiſture 
towards the head.—But tranquility of mind relaxes the 
heart. Labour nouriſhes the joints and the fleſh (or muſ- 
cles), but food and ſleep, the viſcera.—Contemplation is an 
exerciſe to the mind of human creatures. Blood is neceſſary 
to ſupport the evacuation of a wound, it is proper therefore 
that the deficiency ſhould be replaced. In a pain of the ear, 
having wrapped the finger round with wool dipped in warm 
oil, then put the wool into the palm of the hand, and apply 
it to the ear, until ſomething ſeems to run out, then place it 
on the fire, but do not let the patient perceive what you are 
doing. The tongue indicates the ſtate of the urine.— Pale 
tongues are occaſioned by a redundancy of bile, and bile pro- 
ceeds from fat,—Red tongues ſhew too great a quantity of 
blood, black proceed from black bile, dry from ſome parch- 
ing heat, eſpecially from parts about the uterus, white from 
phlegm.--The utine derives its colour from the meat, and is 
a kind of diffolution of the body.—The tongue generally 
marks the equality of the humours, hence we look upon it 
to diſcover a diagnoſtic. —If the fleſh is ſalt to the taſte, it 
ſhews a redundancy of humours.—If the nipple of the breaſt, 
and the areola round it, become pale, it is a mark of ſome 
diſorder in the womb.—If the ſordes of the ears in men be 
ſweet, it is a fatal ſign, but if it be bitter it is not ſo.— In 
diſeaſes of a conſiderable length, it will be uſeful to turn up 
the ſoil of the earth. —Weak food will occaſion a ſhort life. 
In continual defluxions upon the Joints, particularly thoſe 
of the wy it wu be uſeful to open a vein behind the ears.-- 
75 : L0G | Venery 
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Venery is of ſervice in diſorders which ariſe from too much 
phlegm. —Strong food or drink is troubleſome to thoſe who 
have warm ſtomachs. —The collection of black bile is ſimi- 
lar to the hzmorrhoids.—Coition is injurious in thoſe diſ- 
orders which are conſtantly increaſing. Cold indurates 
the bowels.—Coition alſo indurates the bowels. —After 
taking hellebore, if you would wiſh it to have a ſpeedy 
effect, you ſhould either waſh yourſelf, or take ſome 
food. The blood in ſleep flies to the internal parts. 
A rigor proceeds from the upper part of the bowels, 
but a fever from the lower.—The air is taken moſt gree- 
dily into the lungs when that organ is dry, or hath ge- 
nerated great heat. Much fleep alſo promotes that dry- 
neſs. The coldeſt food is lentils, millet, and cucum- 
bers. Ulcers are always occaſioned, if whilſt there by 
a diſcharge downwards the patient ſhould uſe exerciſe.—-If 
a woman or goat eat Elaterium, or the wild cucum- 
ber, it proves purgative to their children. — In a warm 
body, that which is eaten proves cold internally, but 
externally there is produced pain from the ſun, from 
the fire, and from the clothes, but this is in the Summer 
ſeaſon. In the ſeaſon oppoſite, viz. Winter, the contrary 
happens. Food is ſometimes e W, ſometimes

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HE fleſh attracts a nutriment Ly the bowels, and 
from the extreme parts. —The ſenſes indicare that the 
whole body draws in-and throws out a quantity of air.— The 
veins, on account of the quantity of blood, are endued with 
great heat, which. often produces ardent fevers, and which 
are ſoon determined. In thoſe who abound with fat, yel- 
low bile prevails, but in thoſe who have much blood it is of 
the black kind. —The various affections of the mind, the 
memory, the ſmell, and other things of this kind, alſo 
hunger, and the different functions, are objects of attention. 
IInñ labour, in food and drink, in ſleep, and in venereal en- 
joyments there ſhould. be ſome moderation. He who is of 
a cold nature, will be warm in a cold ſeaſon and climate. — 
0 appeaſe great pain, let the belly be purged where it is 
the neareſt, and it may, be neceſſary likewiſe to open a vein. 
Also burning, cutting, heating, cooling, ſneezing, the 
juice of ſome plants, according to their reſpective faculties, 
and the Cyceon may be of ſome uſe. The remedies of very 
dangerous diſeaſes are milk, garlick, warm wine, falt, and 
" vinegar.—A man being tired upon a journey, was ſeized with 
weakneſs and a. dull ſenſe of. pain, and he ſpit much. —He 
had a cough, which ſeemed to derive its ori in from the 
head, an acute fever, and a kind of biting pain about the 
hands. On the ſecond day he perceived a great weight 


about his head, the tongue became e and the noſe even 
N when 
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when ſcratched with the nails did not flow with blood. The 
ſpleen on the left fide was enlarged, and was hard and pain- 
ful. They who are tormented with a quartan, are not trou- 
bled with any other violent diſeaſe, but if they before are 
affected with any, they are freed from it by the quartan 
ſapervening.—Particular perſons are affected with ſome pe- 
culiar diſorders. —The bile (as T faid before about Birds) 
prevails i in thoſe who are of a bilious habit; and heat indi- 
cates great acrimony.—Great diſturbances and tranſitions of 
diſeaſes are to be obſerved, as when a pain in the ſide ceales 
upon a delirium, in ſome alſo fevers retire, and in forne 1 no- 
thing appears of this kind, but a ſweat inſtead, and in many 
great perturbation.— In ſome the ſkin ſeems ſtretched and 
hot. It is to be enquired into, hence torpors aroſe, and 
what happened t to him who complained of his hip.—Inflam- 
mations which occur from ear to ear, for the moſt part prove 
fatal on the third day. —They who hive a hard and dry ſkin 
generally die without a ſweat, but thoſe Who have their fkin 
relaxed, die with a ſweat. —In diſeaſes which are diſpoſed to 
change, that circun miſts ance is of ſervice to them :—But theſe 
changes ſhould be made in a convenient place, and before any 
miſchief is eſtabliſhed, as happened to CHARTON.—Irrita- 
ting defluxions are to be conſidered, eſpecially as they affect 
the roughneſs of the voice.—In thoſe who have any thing 
remaining (after a fever) which will contribute to their 
health, in order to Carty off the cauſe, either purge down- 
wards, or tie up, or throw out, or cut off, or burn away. 
But to thoſe to whom no fuch thing happens, great attention 
f Is neceſſary, —Thoſe who have . copious hæmorrhages from 
the noſe, if the blood is much diſcoloured, and not properly 
mixed, | 
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mixed, find little benefit from the evacuation. When it is 
of a red colour, there i is a difference. Where the head i is re- 
lived, it is of ſervice, but it is not ſo where this effect is not 
| produced. —Thoſe who have large hæmorrhages from the 
noſe, and thin and copious evacuations of the ſemen are not 
very healthy, but where theſe things happen from diſeaſe, 
they are of benefit. The ſpitting of a globular matter por- 
tends delirium, as was ſeen in the man at PERINTHUS. In 
him there was a hæmorrhage from the left noſtril, and a per- 
fe& ſolution of the diſeaſe on the fifth day.—Urine with 
much ſediment takes away delirium, as happened to a perſon 
at NEx1PPvs, after the hair fell off. A quartan ſeldom en- 
tirely ceaſes in leſs than a year.—In Summer time an erup- 
tion breaks out in inflammations of the ear, about the fifth 
day. Sometimes they continue a long time. This is like- 
wiſe the caſe with ſuppurations about the lips and the noſe. 
In ;thoſe who from a pain in the teeth have a thinneſs of 
the eye-lids, the application of pepper renders them thicker 
eyery day, eſpecially if other things have not quite reduced 
them. For in the caſe of HEOESIPus, a ſaporific medi- 
cine was of no avail, but it rather aggravated the complaint. 
From the head is derived the nature of the bones, alſo of 
the nerves and veins, and fleſh, and of the humours, and 
of the upper and lower viſcera, of the mind alſo, and of the 
ananners.—In: thoſe things which happen in the courſe of 
the year, it is to be obſerved at what time of the year they 
occur, as puſtules, and other things of that kind, in the 
ſame manner, as thoſe diurnal accidents which ariſe ſooner 
or -later.—It ought alſo to be attended to, that a body which 
is full of * and alſo of blood will generate melancholy, 
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unleſs it have a ſtrong effluvia ariſing from it.—In Lycinvs, 
the ſpleen | was ſwelled with pain on the fourth o or fifth N.

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OUGHS began about the Winter ſolſtice, on the fif- 
teenth or twentieth day after the firſt ſeizure, upon' a 
ſudden change from a South wind to that which was nor- 
therly, attended with ſnow.—Some of theſe were of ſhorter, 
others of longer duration.—After theſe aroſe ſudden inflam- 
mations of the lungs, and again before the Equinox, there 
were relapſes on the fortieth day or thereabouts from the 
beginning. In ſome the fevers were of ſhort duration, and 
ſoon came to a criſis. In others there were inflammations 
of the jaws, in others anginas, and ſome of theſe ſphacela- 


ted, eſpecially in boys, in whom likewiſe nyolopiz-occur- 
red. —Inflammations of the lungs were but of ſhort duration, 


but thoſe of the fauces occurred in conſequence'of cough; or 


always accompanied it, they were alſo of ſhort continuance, 


and ſo were more eſpecially the nyctalopiæ. The LS 004 


and paralyſes (of the throat) were either hard and dry, or 
ſmall and not diſpoſed to come to maturation;- In fome 


they were very violent. Thoſe therefore who ſuffered much 
in their voice, or were attacked with rigors, ſoon fell into 
theſe anginas from their coughs:—Thoſe who were worked 
much at manual labour, had a paralytic affection of the upper 
extremities. But thoſe who rode a good deal, or travelled 

much, 
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much, or uſed their legs i in any other manner, were affected 


in the ſame way in the lower extremities, and about the 


loins, and perceived a laſſitude and pain in the thighs and 


tibia.— Thoſe coughs were the moſt hard and ſevere which 


occurred in paralytic perſons. And in all theſe caſes there 


| were relapſes. But in the beginning the diſeaſe was not vio- 


lent. In many the coughs became lighter in the intermiſ- 


ſion, but they did not entirely leave them, and returned 


again upon the relapſe. 
ken by the cough: had no fever, and others but for a ſhort 


Thoſe in whom the voice was bro- 


time; but neither inflammations of the lungs happened, nor 


paralytic complaints, nor any thing elſe which gave the 
ſigns of a criſis: The voice alone determined the diſeaſe. 


— The nyctalopias became confirmed, like thoſe which 


_ ariſe from other cauſes, and they happened chiefly to boys: 
— The black part of the eye was varied in different-perſons, 


according to the ſize of the pupil, and in ſome the whole 


eye appeared of that colour. The patients in general had 
large eyes rather than fmall ones, and many had thin black 


hair.— The women were not ſo much afflicted with cough 
as the men, and few of them had fevers, and till fewer in- 
inflammations of the lungs, and thoſe who had them were 
adults, and all eſcaped.— The cauſe of this I apprehend to 
be their ſecluding themſelves from a public life, and be- 


cauſe they are not ſo much ſubject to diſeaſes as the men. 


The anginas which occurred in two freedmen, were mild. 


They were more ſevere amongſt the ſlaves and more frequent, 


and many of them very ſoon died. Amongſt the men they 


were ente common, - and ſome eſcaped, - and ſome periſhed. 
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Upon the whole, in thoſe alone who could not ſwallow. 
they were mild and eaſily borne,——But in thoſe who ſpoke 
indiſtinctly, they were more troubleſome, and of longer dy- 
ration. They were likewiſe bad in ſuch as had the veins of 
the temples and about the neck ſwelled, but the worſt in 
thoſe who had their reſpiration. very much raiſed, for theſe. 
were at the ſame time very hot: And as it is written, there 
is often a certain connection between the different morbid 
affections. The firſt deſcribed may happen without the lat- 
ter, but the latter cannot happen without the former.— 
They died the moſt ſpeedily who. had a rigor which ſuc- 
ceeded the feyer, as well as what went before it, — Nothing 
which was attempted ro remove the diſeaſe was of any ſer- 
vice, neither the promoting an evacuation from the inteſ- 
tines, nor phlebotomy, which I tried. I opened alſo a 
vein under the tongue, and ſome I ventured to vomit. 
They happened to almoſt every age, as likewiſe many erup- 
tions, which aroſe in the dry ſeaſon, and affected the eyes 
with much pain. Theſe were epidemic. —Blood. ge 
from the veins is ſtopped by ſyncope or fainting away, an 
alteration of fituation, or an interception of the blood, a a 
twiſted lint, ſomething placed directly on it, and a tying 
down. of the veſſel.— Tumours of the inguinal glands ariſe 
more eſpecially where the vein of the liver is affected, but 
if the artery be diſeaſed it is a bad ſign, as happened to Po- 
SIDONIA,—They who died having hemorrhages. from the 
noſe, did not ſweat upon their foreheads, but ſuffered the 
ſame as thoſe who were. of too dry a habit. Thoſe who. 
breathed with difficulty, and who had ſweats, were much 
diſturbed.— A plumpneſs in the en induced a trouble- 
ſome 
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ſome diſcharge as happened to Pdeipouia cole was thought 
this was occaſioned by worms. An extenuation of great 
part of the body was made before death, and the navel be- 
came prominent, and was ulcerated, and ſuch exculcera- 
tions affected the gums ſurrounding the teeth. That every 
thing which is proper may be obſerved towards each perſon, 
ſomethings are to be poured out, to be diffolved, to be 
brought forth, to be indurated, and brought to maturation. 
Alt may ſome times be neceſſary to bring the fick from 
their beds, for the ſake of change, and to rouſe thoſe who 
are torpid, to ſhake off any thing improper which ſhould 
remain in the habit. Dropfical perſons ſhould be tapped as 
ſoon as poſſible, and the conſumptive ſhould be burned and 
be cut in the head, but thoſe in dropſies ſhould not be 
touched in the bowels, or any internal part, no more than 
the knees. In an affection of the ſtomach which happened to 
ZENARCHUS, it was of ſervice to breathe in a warm liquor, 
and to keep up an evacuation in an ulcer from the begin- 
ning. The voice which reſembles that of an angry perſon, 
if it doth not proceed from the exertion of that paſſion, is 
the mark of a natural diſpoſition.— And eyes which are by 
nature horrible, are deſcriptive of a bad temper. The ſame 
thing may be obſerved with regard to other things as well 
as diſeaſes. —If any one have the form of a perſon in a con- 
ſumption, tho* he is not affected with that diſeaſe, yet he 
wil be liable to it, and the ſame may be obſerved of other 
| things. —Coughs which are attended with a ſenſe of laſſi- 
tude, | will affect other injured parts, and particularly the 
joints.--Beſides, in fevers attended with laſſitude, dry coughs ' 


will ariſe, and theſe dry coughs are apt to occafion diſeaſes 
A a 2 of 
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of the joints with fever, if any thing: ſhould remain (after a 
crifis.)—In perſons affected with a phthiſis, an aſthma is a 
bad ſymptom, as well as in puerperal caſes, or any thing of 
that kind ariſing from a particular conſtitution.— The Au- 
tumn is injurious to phthiſical people, the Spring alſo is 
pernicious when the leaves of the fig tree reſemble the feet 
of the crow. — In PRRIN T uus during the Spring many were 
troubled with conſumptions: And the reaſon of this was 
that coughs prevailed much during the Winter, as well as 
other chronical diſeaſes: Where the phthiſis was ambiguous, 
became confirmed. But in ſome chronical complaints, it 
was not ſo evident, as in thoſe who were tormented with 
pains in the kidneys. In ſome others, however, it occur- 
red, as in a certain man to whom Cynicvs carried me.— 
In pains of the ſide, and breaſt, and other parts, it ſhould 
be obſerved how much the periods differ when they grow 
better or worſe, and when wy are not 1 _ by 
any external cauſe. 1 TE 


JN long continued dy ſailteries; a conſtant nauſea of food 3 is 

bad, but it is different when a fever ſupervene.—Ulcers | 
which have very ſmooth edges are of a bad kind.—Likewiſe 
a pain in the hip, tranſlated to the ſides, and putrid tuber-: | 
cles, which are called /. N ephritic diſeaſes I never 
faw cured after fifty years.— Thoſe ſymptoms which are ag- 
gravated 
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gravated during ſleep; and when the extremities grow cold, 
and the mind is diſturbed, and other things of this kind 
which happen during ſleep, as well as the contrary, are 
worthy of obſervation. They to whom no accident happens 
during the time of geſtation will preſerve the life of the 
infant.—-Appearances of pregnancy are to be obſerved during 
each month.—The pains of labour obſerve certain periods, 
if a motion of the child be felt in ſeyenty days the geſtation 
will be perfected in three times that number, if after ninety 
the ſame proportion will be maintained. It ſhould be taken 
notice of, that the right and left ſide of the uterus are 
opened after the monthly purgations, and that the moiſture 
which is then evident requires food of a dry nature.—The 
fetus which is moſt quick in its formation and motion, 
is the ſloweſt in its increment.—Pains occur in preg- 
nant women on the third, fifth, ſeventh, and ninth 
month. Alſo on the ſecond, fourth, and eighth, what is 
taken from the ſmalleſt reckoning in the following is to be 
obſerved . The proportion of food and of liquid is to be 
determined from repletion and evacuation, and the changes 
of theſe from other things as they ſhall happen. Odours are 
partly pleaſing, partly offenſive, filling, and appeaſing. 
The changes of them are occaſional.— The air which ruſhes 
upon us, and that which is drawn in and thrown out by 
reſpiration, as well as ſtimulant bodies upon our frame, are 
to be confidered. —To the hearing ſome things are agreeable, 
others are offenſive.— And to the taſte ſome things are deli-- 
cious.— In the air is to be remarked the heat and coldneſs, 
the thickneſs and tenuity, the dryneſs and the moiſture ; 
and how far each of theſe prevail, and how much the 
t changes 


changes in theſe circumſtances occur.--Likewiſe the contain- 
ing and contained parts of bodies, and what is their diſpo- 
ſition with reſpe& to each other. The degree of filence and 
loquacity alſo are to be made known, as well as how much 
the converſation of the fick is voluntary or otherwiſe, and 
whether it be very conſiderable, or whether it be true or 
falſe. We ought to know with regard. to thoſe things 
which are carried off by reſpiration from the body, whence 
they begin, and how they are ſeparated. —AIfo their colours 
and their degree of heat, and faltneſs, ſweetneſs, tenuity, and 
thickneſs. —Likewiſe whether they happen partially or uni- 
verſally, and the time when they may ariſe, of thoſe there 
is ſome variation as may happen. In an eructation it ſhould 
be diſcerned whether it be completed or no. In tears, 
whether they are voluntary or involuntary, many or few, 
warm or. cold, thick, or of a bad taſte.—In the expectora · 
tions, whether they proceed from the mouth, from the 
lungs by cough, or from the: ſtomach by vomiting, —Other 
objects of attention are the heat of the ſun, or the cold 
which occurs in its decline, the moiſture or dryneſs of the 
air, and what changes ariſe from theſe, through theſe, and 
to bring about theſe.Alſo the effects of exerciſe and indo- 
lence, fleep, and watchfulneſs, as well as the dreams 
which ariſe whilſt we are aſleep, and the nature of the beds: 
upon which we repoſe, or from which we have ariſen.— 
The nature of the human foul is likewiſe to be conſidered, ' 
and what is its, original diſpoſition, and whether it can be 
moved without any external motives or objects, ſo as to he 
affected with joy or ſorrow, fear or confidence, hope or de- 
ſpair, as happened to the maid ſervant of HippoTmovs, 
whoſe 
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whoſe mind was perfectly found, and who knew every thing 
which happened during the courſe of the diſeaſe. We 
ſhould beſides attend to the diſtinckion of one age from ano- 
ther, and whether any thing happen either later or earlier 
than its proper time, as what ſhould be prolonged to the 
Winter, and eld age, or breaks fortk in the Summer and 
childhood, either before or later than neceſſary.— As ſor in- 
ſtance, the protruſion of the teeth, the original ſpring of the 
hair, the ſecretion of the ſemen more or leſs, the increaſe of 
the hair, plumpneſs of the body, ſtrength or rigour of the 
frame, and its gradual deeay. Alſo knowledge, and what 
is conſiſtent with reaſon derived from it, whether it be more 
or leſs. The time alſo: of the year is an object of regard, 
as whether things happen ſooner or later in it, when a dry 
or when a wet ſeaſon ariſe, when' it. be cold or when warm, 
windy' or ſerene, and in what direction the wind blows. 
Alfo at what time of the day there is any occurrence, as 
whether it be in the beginning, the middle, or at the end, 
. or during the whole time, whether it be paſt or preſent. 
Likewiſe the time of any diſeaſes, and the ſpace which 
they continue, as the circumſtances happen, the periods 
in which they terminate, with the greater or leſſer du- 
ration of theſe periods, and the times of acceſſion. Alſo 
the acceſſion, the dimunition, and ſummit of the whole 
diſeaſe, and what ſhall happen more or leſs, and when, and 
upon what account, and in what time, and at what age.— 
The' nature of epidemic diſeaſes ſhould alſo be examined, 
and if any of them begin without vomiting, or whether 
the bowels after taking a medicine be evacuated or continue 
to be e feverith 1 25 in like manner, whether 
they 
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they are of a fair complexion, what is the appearance of 
their lips, what is the type of their fever, and what is its 
duration. —Likewiſe what is the nature of the human body, 
and what is its peculiar action are objects of conſideration, 
then the ſight, hearing, touch, ſmell, taſting, and ratioci- 
nation. Beſides theſe, the nature of tumours left upon 
the upper eye-lid. For in ſome they denote a return 
of the diſeaſe. Theſe ſometimes upon the edge grow 
red and hard, ſwell, and become glutinous, and adhere 
ſtrongly, as happened to PoLYMEDA,. in PHARSALIA.— 
And tumours alſo, ſometimes of a livid colour, which 
break out on the eye, and end in ulcers, and other 
things which terminate in eruptions or ſuppurations.— 
Tormina about the navel, attended with pain, indicate 
affections of the uterus, ; which ſometimes alſo ariſe. from 
onions, and often from garlick.---In | ſome . perſons an 

Eryſipelas ariſes from the neck, and at the ſame time 
hath a critical termination in the face; Tf it be of 'a 
black hue, and keep about the neck, it is bad, alſo. if 
eruptions ſhould appear they would be fatak; as well 
as if the bowels: ſhould be much affected —Apaman- 
Tus being much tormented with melancholy, after hav- 
ing taken much peplion, vomited a black matter, which 
likewiſe happens from the - eating. of onions.-Fevers 
in which the lips are ulcerated generally intermit, and 
are of the tertian kind by their ſhiverings.--But thoſe 
which are of the ardent ſort, which are chiefly perceived 
by the hand, are generally brought to a_ ſolution. — 
Theſe things are objects of ' conſideration, in the joints 


mms wa there be a probability of ſuppnration. In a 
ſtate 
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ſtate of health, the cuſtoms of mankind, as far as re- 
lates to their diet, cloathing, exerciſe, ſleep, ſpeech, ve- 
nereal indulgences, and affections of the mind. We ſhould 
conſider the origin of diſeaſes, what is their particular 
form, to what places they may be- tranſlated, the time 
of their acceſs, their duration, and their ceſſation.--- 
In, what kinds an unſeaſonable timidity prevails. Alſo 
the food proper to excite a contrary effect in diſcaſe, 
and what things are ſupported with eaſe, and what with 
difficulty. — The knowledge of food is abſolutely neceſ- 
ſary, for many, inconveniences ariſe from an ignorance 
of ſuch things. To the beſt phyſicians. ſimilitudes pro- 
duce errors and difficultics.---Cauſes ſometimes. produce 
contraries, and it is a difficult thing to aſſign a rea- 
ſon for every method of cure which is attempted, as 
well as to point out the propereſt way: For inſtance 
if any one hath an acute form of his head, with a 
broad or a hooked noſe, and ſhould be affected with 
bile which is vomited with difficulty, or with black 
bile, and ſhould have lived negligently, and be in the 
younger part of life; it would be difficult to recon- 
cile theſe circumſtances together. —A man in whom a 
ſmall fiſtula broke out. a ſecond time, was prevented 
from reſt by a troubleſome cough. —Another who had 
a ſinus in the lobe of the liver, which burſt, was 
immediately ; relieved from pain. SaTyYRus, in Tra- 
sus, who was ſurnamed GRYPALoPEX, when he was 
about twenty-five years of age, was troubled with an 
emiſſion of his ſemen during his ſleep, and frequently 
it flowed from him in the day time. When he was 
: 1 5 B b about 
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about thirty he was ket with a phthiſis of Which 5 
he died. —-The Keeper of the Theatre at ABD ERA, 


whoſe name was STHENEUs, having exerciſed very vi- 
olently and falling on his head, went out and drank 
a large draught of cold water. After this he ſpent 
the night without any ſleep, and it was very trou- 
bleſome, and his extremities were cold. The next day 
he went home, and having a glyſter adminiſtered, had 
no ſtool in conſequence. He voided however a ſmall 
quantity of urine, for before he had voided none. He 
was waſhed that night, but had not leſs watchful- 
neſs or anxiety than before, and he became delirious. 
—On the third day his extremities were rubbed, and 
being made warm he ſweated, but having drunk an 
oxymel, he died the ſame day.—-Melancholic perfons 
were for the moſt part troubled with Epilepſies, and 
they who were troubled with Epilepfies became me- 
lancholic, but each of theſe aroſe more particularly 
according to the diſtin parts which were primarily 
affected with diſeaſe. —-If the body was moſt diſpo- 
fed to injury, Epilepfies aroſe, if the mind, melan- 
choly.-—In AB DERA, PnaTHUsA, the wife of Py- 
THEUS, Who had before this conceived, and was de- 


| livered ; in the abſence of her huſband, had a ſup- 
preſſion of the menſes, and was affected with pain, 


and redneſs in her limbs. And upon this happening, 
her body became maſculine and hairy, and her voice grew 
rough.—Every thing was attempted to reſtore her uſual 
flux, but in vain, and not long after ſhe died. 
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The fame happened to Namys1a, in Tnasus, the 
wife of GorG1PPpus.—Tt appeared to all the phyſici- 
ans with whom I converſed, that the only hope was 
in reſtoring the menſes agreeably to nature, but all 
our attempts proved fruitleſs, and ſhe died ſoon after. 
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FTER the Dog - days, fevers prevailed, attended with 
ſweats. After the ſweating the patient did not grow 

cold, but a conſiderable heat returned almoſt immediately. 
The fevers continued a long time, and had a difficult criſis, 
but much thirſt was not evident. In a few they ceaſed on 
the ſeventh and ninth day, but in others not till the ele- 
venth, fourteenth, or ſeventeenth. A fever and ſweat, ſuch as 
have been deſcribed, attacked PoLycRaTEs. From a me- 
dicine which was given him, he had a plentiful evacuation 
by ſtool, and his fever became ſo mild that it could hardly 
be perceived, except in his temples. In the evening ſome 
ſmall ſweats aroſe about the head, neck, and breaſt, and af- 
ter that, occupied the whole of the abdomen, and he grew 
warm again. About the twelfth and fourteenth day, he 
was again detained by the fever, and had a few looſe ſtools, 
which were ſtopped by ſome broths. About the fifteenth ke 
was attacked with pains in his ſtomach, from the ſpleen to 
the hollow of the left fide. Theſe were relieved leſs by 
warm than by cold applications, and upon the exhibition 
of an emolient clyſter, they entirely went off. The ſame 
things were likewiſe of 2 28 to CLEOCYDEs, who had the 
| lame 
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fame kind of pains and fever, but about the ſixteenth day 
(in this caſe) the heat became much milder, and pure bile 


was evacuated, but the mind was more diſturbed. The 


reſpiration however was moderate, but when a large quan- 
tity of air was inſpired, it was thrown [out quickly, like 
that of one half dead, or as that of a traveller in the Summer 
time, who retires to a ſhady place for the benefit of a little 
of the freſh element. On the ſeventeenth day therefore in 
the evening, whilſt he was fitting on a chair, he fell into a 
ſyncope, and lay for a long time without ſpeaking, or Any 
ſenſation, and having taken with difficulty a little emulſſon, 
he diſtended the fibres of the neck, as if his fauces were 
quite dry, and all his powers being diſſolved, he could 
ſcarcely return to himſelf. But after this his oe amen 


and on the twenty-ſecond op. his fever left rh. 


About the ſame time a conſtant fever ſeized upon Py- 
THODORUS, on the eighth day a ſweat broke out, and he 


continued warm after it. On the tenth he had another 


ſweating, and on the twelfth he took ſome barley gruel. 
Till the fourteenth the fever appeared very obſcurely ; it 
was evident however in the pulſe in the temples,” but he 
was without thirſt, and the patient ſeemed to himſelf to be 


quite recovered. 'There were ſweats every day. On the 


fifteenth, after drinking a little chicken broth, he vomited | 
ſome bile, the bowels were moved, he had an exacerba- 
tion of fever, which again went off, the ſweats broke out 


very much, and the whole body, except about the temples, 


was exceedingly cold, but the pulſe did not recede. After 


ſome ſhort time he lay quiet, and thought he grew warm. 
On 
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On the twenty-fourth, after having eaten a good deal for 
many days, and after dinner, he was ſeized with a fever much 
more violent than before, and which in the evening occa- 
ſioned a conſiderable delirium whilſt he was then aſleep. 
After this the fever became conſtant as well as vehement, 
and he was at firſt for one night, and afterwards for two in 
ſucceſſion, without any ſleep. During the whole time here - 
after, he was very deſirous of ſleep, and it was difficult to 
awake him, he was delirious too whilſt he enjoyed it, and 
whenever he was rouſed he was ſcarcely ever ſenſible, but 
was not thirſty, and his reſpiration was moderate, and ſome- 
times like Pol VvcRATES, his tongue was diſcoloured. About 
the ſeventh day after the relapſe, ſome broths were given 
him, and after the fourteenth he began to take ſome food. 
During the firſt ſeven days he had frequent eructations and 
vomitings of bile with what he had drunk, but without any 
nauſea, until his body was properly looſened downwards. 
The ſweats after the relapſe went off, unleſs it were a few 
_ which broke out on the forehead by way of ſign. The 
tongue during ſleep, from great loquacity, grew dry, and 
required refreſning, and ulcers broke out upon it, as well as 
upon the lower lip and gums about the teeth. The ſtools 
were few in number. On the fifteenth day after the relapſe, 
they became more frequent and glutinous, and were re- 
ſtrained by a decoction of the pomegrenate. The urine con- 
tinued the fame during her whole time. At the end, whilſt 
he ſwallowed any liquid, he had a pain in his breaſt, which 
was cured when he applied his hand to that part. The 
cummin ſeed, mixed up in a gruel with an egg, relieved 
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this complaint, but brought on a difficulty in the ſpeech. 
On the fiftieth day from the firſt, about the time of Ax c- 
ru kus, ſome ſlight ſweats aroſe about the loins and breaſt, 
and the whole body, except about the temples, in a ſhort 
time grew cold. On the enn this went al and never

About the autumnal Equinox, the ſon of ExAToLl Aus, 


was attacked with a dyſentery, and at the ſame time had a 
fever. His ſtools were bilious, light, frequent, and mode- 


rately bloody, but attended with much pain in the bowels. _ 


He took a drink with whey and milk, in which lime-ſtone 
was immerſed, and the pains became more moderate and the 


ſtools leſs bloody, but the ſtools were ſtill bilious and fre- 


quent, yet with flighter pain. The fever ſeemed. both to 
the ſick perſon and to the by-ſtanders altogether to go off, 
for ſome time after the firſt ſix days, it was ſo obſcure. 
There was a pulſation however in the temporal arteries, and 
the tongue upon account of its dryneſs, was much impeded, 
the ' thirſt was moderate, but ſleep was prevented. He 
uſed now broths and wine. About the fourteenth day, tu- 
mours aroſe ſeparately behind both ears. They were hard 


and crude, but vaniſhed ſenfibly, and were attended with a 5 


moderate ſhare of pain. The ſtools however did not ceaſe, 


but continued to be bilious. The herb ſymphytum made into 
a broth, with bread, rendered the bilious evacuation from 


the bowels and the pain more moderate for ſome time, but 
the ſtools then became more looſe, and there was an averſion 
to food, and what was taken down was ſwallowed with the 


difficulty. | Every thing continued the ſame with 
reſpect | 
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reſpect to heat, chirſt, and the appearance of the tongue, 


nor did any ſweats ariſe. He had alſo a conſtant forgetfulneſs 


upon him, ſo that when he aſked concerning what had been 
faid ſometime before, after-a ſhort time he enquired again, 
and alſo repeated what he had ſaid before. He forgot alſo 
to go to ſtool, 
conſcious of this affection. His breathing was the ſame as 
a perſon's in health. From the thirtieth day to the fortieth 
the pain of his bowels was much increaſed, he lay ſupine, 


and could not by any means be moved. But becauſe his. 


pain was very diſtreſſing, he took ſome food from others 
who preſented it to him. His ſtools were copious, - crude, 
and thin. The tone of his body was become quite emaci- 
ated, and weak, nor could he fit up even when lifted by 
another. If any one touched the middle of his navel, or 
put his hand on the hollow or pit of his ſtomach, there 
| aroſe ſuch a palpitation of the heart as could never be exci- 


ted either by running or by fear. Having drunk aſſes milk 


for the ſpace of two days, and to the quantity of nine pints, 


a vehement bilious purgation aroſe, the pains ceaſed, and he 
recovered his. appetite. ' After this he drank at once four 


pints of cow's milk, and then two glaſſes every day, at firſt 
with a fixth part of water, and mixed with a black and 
auſtere wine. At the ſame time he took ſome food, and in 


the evening ſome: bread baked in the aſhes half a meaſure, 


with ſome goats fleſh or mutton.” He-continued to drink 
the milk for forty days, but after the firſt ten days without 
water, yet with a moderate quantity of black wine. A 
ſweat broke out on the ſeventieth day from the beginning,

About the Winter, a rigor and fever ſived upon the ſon 
of Cypis, together with a pain in his right ear and his 
head. This pain in his ear, had accompanied him from 
childhood, with a diſtillation from the head, and a fiſtulous 
ſore of a bad ſmell. While this continued moſt violent he 
felt no pain ſcarcely, but now the pain was very acute, as it 
was alſo in his head. Upon the third or fourth day he vo- 
mited ſome bile, and going to ſtool evacuated ſome down- 
wards, but glutinous like the white of an egg. On the 
fourth and fifth he was delirious in the night, the pain of 
his head and ear were violent, and he had a good deal of 


fever. On the fixth after taking ſome mercurialis, he had 


ſome ſtools, and the pain and heat ceaſed to all appearance. 


On the ſeventh he ſeemed to be recovered, but his pulſe 


at the temples ſtill beat, nor did any ſweat break out. 
On the eighth he took ſome barley gruel, and in the even- 
ing ſome of the juice of Beet root, with which he flept, and 
was in a great meaſure free from pain. On the ninth about 
ſan-ſet he was very chearful, but in the night was attacked 
with a ſevere pain in his head and ear. It happened that 


at 
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at this time his ear threw off a. quantity of pus, after great 
pain, which he ſuſtained from the firſt. But during the 
whole night of this ninth day, and the whole of the ſuc- 
ceeding day, and the greateſt part of the next night, he 
knew no one, and groaned inceſſantly. The next day he 


returned to his reaſon, his pains ceaſed, and his heat was 
milder. After he had again taken a decoction off the mercu- 


rialis; on the eleventh he voided by ſtool a quantity of 
phlegm, very mucous, and of a bad kind. On the twelfth 


| and thirteenth he was moderate. On the fourteenth, from 


the firſt dawn of the morning till noon, a ſweat broke out 
over his whole body, and he was much overwhelmed with 


ſleep and coma, ſo that it was difficult to rouſe him. In 


the evening he was tolerably alert, and his body was mode- 


rately rubbed, but ſtill a pulſe continued violently in his 


temples. On the fifteenth and ſixteenth he took ſome bar- 


ley gruel, but upon the ſeventeenth towards the evening his 


- pains returned with delirium, and he had a freſh evacuation 


of pus.

himſelf it was but half diſtindt. His mouth continued: 
open, and his jaws and lips were in conſtant motion, as of

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and look in his eyes, and the colour of the right eye was 
bloodſhed, as it is called; the ſuperior eye- lid was- ſwelled, 
and there was a red colour which adhered to the cheeks. 

There Was 
no twinkling of the eyes, but a conſtant ſtaring, and the 
eye- lids were raiſed up, as appears when any thing hath fallen 
into the eye? When he drank any thing, the noiſe of it was 
heard as it deſcended into his thorax and bowels, as hap- 
pened alſo to CuaRTaAs. His reſpiration was in general 
moderate, his tongue like a perſon labouring under a perip- 


neumony, white from the beginning. His head-ach ſtill 


continued. His neck was quite immoveable, and was 
guided by the motion of the head, the part near the ſpine 
being quite ſtiff and inflexible. He continually lay in his 
bed, but not always in a ſupine poſture. A large quantity 


of pus of a white colour, which it was difficult to wipe up, 
and of a good ſmell, was now evacuated. At the end of the

The ſiſter of Han PAL1s, about bebe forth nth of Ber

She had a dry cough and 
an aſthma, which would ſuffer only an erect poſtture. She was 
fometimes almoſt ſuffocated with her breath, ſo that ſhe could 
not lie down in the bed, and when ſhe flept was obliged to fit 
up in it. She had hardly any fever, and the fetus ſcarcely” 
ever moved, ſo that it appeared as if that had 'periſhed.

She had a cough and expectoration, like that of thoſe per- 
ſons who ſpit pus, from the beginning. | Internally, about the 
trachea and the fauces,' there was a kind of rough croaking. 
The face was of a good colour, and the cheeks were not of 
a full red, but lightly florid. In- proceſs of time the voice 
became hoarſe, there was a colliquation of the body, an erup- 
tion about the thighs, and at the end a diarrhœa from the 
inteſtines. On the ſeventieth day ſne had a fever, with a 
more violent ſenſe of external cold, but the temporal arte- 
ries were quiet.

One who belonged to the Spain, FR Mara 
became about the Autumn weak in his hands and legs, and 
raſhly drank a medicine which operated both upwards and 
downwards. After this evacuation he had a fever, and blood 
flowed out by the trachea, which prevented his + $4959 8 
and made his breath very ſhort when he attempted it, like 
what happens to perſons in an angina when they are affected 
with hoarſeneſs.

CHARTAS 


ChARTAS had a fever of the ardent kind, he vomited 
N much bile, and had an evacution of it downwards. He 
was without ſleep, and had a tumour of the ſpleen. On 
the third day he aroſe in the morning, and perceived in his 
belly a rumbling noiſe. of wind, but without any pain. 
After he had a ſtool, he voided from his bowels more than a 
gallon of pure blood, and after frequent applications to re- 
ſtrain it, a quantity of what was congealed. This was ſuc- 
ceeded by great anxiety about the heart, and a ſmall ſweat 
over the whole body, attended with a ſlight fever, -and cold 
ſhivering. At firſt his mind was compoſed, but the next 
day his anxiety and reſtleffneſs increaſed, and his reſpiration 
became ſomewhat quicker, he received and ſpoke to his 
friends with greater kindneſs than was neceſſary, and 
ſeemed to be a little delirious. Upon the exhibition of 
broths and water, with meal mixed in it, he was not relieved, 
but his breath in the evening was very quick. His reſtleſſ- 
neſs was very great, and moving himſelf conſtantly from 
the right ſide to the left, he could not for any time remain 
niet. His feet were cold, in his temples and head there 
was much heat, even when he was near death, and his 
ſweats were powerful. When he drank, a fioiſe was heard 
in his ſtomach and bowels as the liquor deſcended. But 
this was the worſt, that when he ſaid he defired to have 
ſomething. put under him, with his eyes fixed, no _— 
being able to endure the diſeaſe he died.

pain not only in her head but over her whole body. Her 


thirſt was ſometimes intenſe, at other times quite moderate. 


On the fifth and fixth day, and even to the ninth almoſt, 

ſhe had a conſtant delirium, and after that ſhe ſpoke imper- 
fectly, and at intervals of a coma; and often ſtretched out 
her hands to catch at the covering of the bed; and a refrige- 
erating pillow which was placed upon her head ſhe. removed 
to her breaſt, and likewiſe tore away the whole bed-clothes.. 
On her right eye a conſiderable degree of bloodſhed appeared, 

and the eye was full of tears. The urine was of that kind 


which in children is reckoned. bad. The ſtools at firſt were 


natural, but afterwards were looſe. and frequent, and of an 
uniform colour, On the eleventh day ſhe ſeemed to be mo- 


derately warm, and but little thirſty, ſo as not to deſire any 


thing if it were not offered to her. On the following day 
ſhe enjoyed a little ſleep for the firſt time, but in the night 


ſhe was quite watchful, and felt a good deal of pain. On 


the ninth the belly had been moved with a looſe ſtool, as 
likewiſe on the eleventh, but on the following days there 


was a frequent urgency and evacuation. There were like- 
wiſe on the former days, a great diſpoſition to anger, and 


vociferations as that of children, and roaring, and deſpon- 


dency, and a ſteady look when rouſed out of the coma ſhe 


had on her. Upon the fourteenth it was difficult to keep 


her down, as ſhe frequently jumped Up, and cried out as if 
152 ſhe had been affected with a wound, or With pain, or fear,

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and a perſon confined her for ſome little time, After this 
ſhe was quiet, and being overcome with coma, ſlept perpe- 
tually, and at the fame time neither ſaw nor heard any 
thing, but during the whole day was ſuddenly changing 
from diſtreſs to quiet. In the night following ſhe voided 
ſome bloody ſtools, which were in ſome meaſure mucous, 
and afterwards muddy, and then many which were porrace- 
ous and black, On the fifteenth, the reſtleſſneſs and fear 
were great, but ſhe ceaſed to be clamorous, yet there fol- 
lowed great ferocity, and anger, and clamour, when any 
thing ſhe deſired was not given to her. She now began to 
know every body and every thing which was done from the 
firſt, and the bloodſhed of her eye ceaſed. But the mani- 
' acal ſymptoms continued for ſome time, as well as the diſ- 
poſition to. be noiſy ; and the change to a lethargy then pre- 
vailed. Her hearing was various, partly very acute when 
things were ſpoken to her in a low tone of voice, and ſome- 
times ſhe required a violent exertion for this purpoſe. The 
feet, together with the reſt of the body, were conſtantly 
warm to the end, but leſs ſo than common on the ſixteenth 
day. On the ſeventeenth, when ſhe appeared rather better 
than uſual on the foregoing days; ſhe had a ſhivering 
come on in the night, and after this ſhe grew very hot, and 
then was thirſty, and all the other ſymptoms followed. 
Tremors of the hands aroſe, and the head ſhook, there 
was a depraved look of the eyes, and the thirſt was very 
ſtrong. When ſhe drank ſhe quickly deſired the liquor 
again, and at the ſame time took it greedily, and in large 
quantity, nor would ſhe ſuffer it to be taken away. Her 


tongue was dry and yery red, and the whole mouth and lips 
Dd were 
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were ulcerated and parched. She moved both her hands to 
her mouth with a tremulous motion when ſhe cat, and 
when the eat or drank any thing, ſhe took it with great 
violence and fury, and ſwallowed it in the fame manner.

When he came home it was with difticulty he recovered his 
ſight, and ſcarcely did he return to himſelf. But firſt of all 
he ſtared at the by-ſtanders, and his body was ſo cold that 
he could hardly be warmed by bladders of hot water, and 
conſtant fomentations. Afterwards when he recovered his 
reaſon, and could go about, he was unwilling to go from 
home, and faid he was afraid. And if any one converſed 
with him about any grievous diſeaſes, he was quite over- 
whelmed with fear. Sometimes he ſaid that a great heat 
aroſe in his præcordia, and his eyes were quite ſuffuſed with 
clouds. He had a conſiderable evacuation from the inteſ- 
tines, and this laſted through the Winter. He uſed venz- 
ſefion, hellebore, and cows and aſſes milk, which laſt ſtop- 
ped and took off the purging. He drank water from the 
firſt, and uſed exerciſe, and purging of the head. | 


The following happened to the ſon of Antcnerus. 
Whilſt he was in the Bath, being anointed before the fire, he 
grew warm, and immediately fell into epileptic convulſions, 
and hen they became violent he was deprived of his fight, 
and became delirious. When he returned to himſelf he was 
again in the morning after ſeized with the ſame convulſions, 
but he did not foam at his mouth. On the third day he 
could not articulate, and on the fourth he attempted to 
ſpeak, but could. do ns more than point by ſigns. On the 
fifth he could not ſpeak at all, but tried the beginnings of 
ſome names, his tongue was almoſt ſtopped, he was troubled 
with convulſions, and was delirious. When theſe ſymp- 
tome ſeemed to 80 away, his tongue returned with difficulty

and drink, and was no more affected. 


In Cl xochus, after violent fatigue from exerciſe, and 
when he had uſed much honey for many days, a. tumour 
aroſe on his right knee, but rather towards the lower parts, 
and eſpecially about the tendons under the knee; he walked 
lame, and the calf of the leg ſwelled and was hard, and this 
extended to the feet, and to the right heel. There were 
alſo ſome conſiderable tubercles about the gums, ſurround- 
ing the teeth, like bunches of grapes, livid and black, but 
without pain, unleſs when he took food. The legs alſo 
were free from pain, unleſs when he roſe up. A tumour 
here came beſides upon the left part, but was leſs livid. In 
thoſe upon the knee and legs there was a ſuppuration. At 
length however he.could not ſtand, nor tread upon his heel, 
but was carried about in his bed. There was a manifeſt 
heat, and ſometimes an averſion to food, but no great thirſt; 
nor did he riſe from his ſeat. He was very reſtleſs, and 
ſometimes fainty, and hellebore was exhibited by way of 
purge to his head. He took by the mouth, a mixture,” the 
manna of frankincenſe, and ſome. other things mixed with 
it ; and for the ulcers in the mouth, a ſoft mixture was ac- 
commated, made of lentils.

Having taken ſome medicines, and ſome whey, ſhe 
became worſe. In the beginning ſhe was free from pain,

That was the 
fafeſt which came immediately from the head. In ſome it 
was dry, but where it had a diſagreeable ſphacelus it was 
not without danger. If there were a bilious vomiting, 
or anxiety, or a ſtupid look with the eyes, or a defect in 
the voice, with difficulty in the utterance, or delirium, they 
were a ſign of death, accompanied with convulſions. But 
thoſe who complained of pain with the catarrh from one 
fide of the head, and a humour diſcharging itſelf by the 
noſe ; if the fever was TIS, * e cold en the 
auen po, a : 
| A violent 
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A violent pain in the head tormented EcurcraTEs, who 
was blind. It began in the back part, and where the head 
joins to the neck, and extended to the top, and in proceſs 
of time to the left ear; and the whole of one ſide was af- 
fected with the pain. A mucous diſcharge was made, almoſt 
like that from a burn, and a ſlight heat prevailed. At the 
ſame time there was an averſion to food, Through the day 
the pain was better, but was grievous in the night. After 
that a quantity of pus was diſcharged from the ear, and 
every thing ceaſed. This diſcharge was made in the Win- 
ter. Do pains prevail chiefly in the night where there are 
collections of pus, eſpecially too in affections of the eyes ? 


They who had coughs in the Winter, and eſpecially 
whilſt there was a South wind, and ſpit. a thick matter in 
great quantity, were attacked with fevers which ceaſed upon 
the fifth day. But the coughs continued till the fortieth, 
as happened to HEGISIroI Is. In thoſe who had great 
heats; and in whom the fever went off, ſweats aroſe, not 
ker the whole body, but about the neck, or ſhoulders,

ChARITESs, during the Winter, whilſt he laboured under 
an epidemic cough, was attacked with a violent fever. He 
threw. afide the bed cloths, and then was comatoſe with 
pain. His urine was of a reddiſh colour, like the waſhing 
of barley, and had from the firſt a large quantity of ſedi- 
ment, white in the beginning, and afterwards reddiſh. On 
the ſeventh day a ſuppoſitory brought off a ſmall ſtool.

On that day the heat was 
almoſt gone, but when he coughed he had a conſiderable ex- 
pectoration, yet it was eaſy. At firſt what he ſpit was 
ſmooth, white, and thick, but afterwards when properly di- 
geſted it reſembled pus. The urine after the eleventh day 
was more pure than before, with a rough ſediment. On 
the thirteenth a pain attacked the right ſide, down as far as 
the hollow of the hypogaſtrium, and there was a ſtoppage of 
the urine which was taken off by a decoction of cloves, On 
the fifteenth the pain returned. On the ſixteenth in the 
night there was great pain in the hypochondria, which be- 
gan in the belly. It was relieved by a potion of . mercuria- 
lis. The heat went off on the twentieth, and the ſpitting. 
became thicker. He was much better on the fortieth. 


It is neceſſary to diſcharge the contents of the viſcera, 
when they are properly concocted, on the fifth day. Down- 
wards when you ſee they are fit, of which you have a ſign 
in freedom from anxiety, and from pain in the head; in the 
heat becoming milder, and a ceſſation of ſymptoms after an 
exacerbation. A diſcharge upwards muſt be made in the ex- 
acerbation itſelf. For the humours are apt to be raiſed, 
when the patient is moſt anxious and diſtreſſed. It is not 
proper therefore to evacuate by ſtool. in the beginning, be- 
cauſe at thoſe times a ſpontaneous o operation is to be prefer.

of pus, as in the ſon of EscnyLus. Where there was a 
ſuppuration, ſhiverings and fever attended. 


In ALcManus, who was recovering from a pain in his 
kidneys, from blood being drawn from the lower extremi- 
ties, the diſcaſe took to the liver, and great pain was per- 
ceived about the heart, by which the breath was very much 
ſtraightened, and the bowels with great difficulty diſcharged 
a ſmall ſtool reſembling the dung of goats. He had no great 
reſtleflneſs, but ſometimes a rigor and fever attacked him, 
with ſweat and vomiting. During the violence of his pain, 

a glyſter of ſea- water was of no ſervice, but he was relieved 
by a decoction of bran. For ſeven days he had an averſion 

to food, but drank an unmixed emulſion. After this he 
took the juice of lentils, and then a light water from the 
waſhing of the ſhells.

white wine, to abſtain from vegetables, and to uſe bread 
and ſhell 6h in food were of uſe. In the wife of Aspa- 
SIUs, who had great pain in her teeth and jaw; caſtor and 
pepper being held in the mouth, and frequently waſh'd thro' 
it were of ſervice: And likewiſe took off a ſtrangury. For this 
likewiſe a warm fomentation of bread with roſes may be uſed. 
Caſtor relieves pains in the head which ariſe from the uterus. 
Affections of the uterus derive their origin chiefly. from 
wind, and of this the indications are, eructations, noiſes 
from wind, tumours of the loins, and pains about the kid-. 
nies and hips. For this, black wine, without muſt is of. 
ſervice, or a third part of aroma, with two of flour boiled up 
in perfumed white wine, and being put in a cloth, applied 
by way of cataplaſm to that part of the abdomen. where the 
pains of the uterus chiefly preſent. 3 


In the ſon of CALLIMEDON, who had a tumour in his 
neck, which was hard, large, immature and painful, vene- 
ſection in the arm was of ſervice, or a cataplaſm of lint- 
ſeed burnt macerated in white wine and oil, but neither too 
hot nor too cold, or the flour of fennigreek in an emulſion 
of barley or wheat. MerLisanDER was tormented with 
great pain of his gums and a conſiderable ſwelling. He was 
bled in the arm, and Egyptian allum applied from the begin- 
ning took off the complaint.

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- PyYTHOCLEs gave water and milk mixed with it to his 
patients, and they recovered.

Lentils and ſweet apples and vegetables are hurtful to the 
eyes. In pains of the loins or hips, or legs, from fatigue, 
it is requiſite to waſh them with ſea-water and vinegar, and 
to foment them with it with a ſponge, and wrap them up 
in warm wool. Origanum being exhibited in 1 Opthalmias, 
and diſorders of the teeth is injurious. 


A girl who fell from a ſteep place was affected with a 
| loſs of her voice and a reſtleſſneſs all over her body. She 
vomited in the night, and a quantity of blood flowed from 
her left ear, on which ſhe fell.

His body 
ſeem' d as it were melted away with weakneſs, his voice was 
broken ſo that one could hardly hear him, yet clear, His 
temples were fallen in, his eyes hollow, his feet ſoft, tho? 
warm, and he had a diſtenſion of the ſpleen. He repeated 
a gliſter and leapt up from the bed. In the night however 
he had a ſtool, but it was hard, ſmall and mixed with ſome 
blood. I imagine it came from the gliſter. His urine was 
uniform and ſhining.

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HE great fund of obſervation in theſe books of Hiepocs ares, 

particularly in the firſt and third, hath made them objects of 
conſiderable attention to every practitioner, who wiſhes to engage in 
the profeſſion with the moſt enlarged ideas: And many Commenta- 
ries nay expreſs Treatiſes have been written to explain them. Theſe 
have enabled me to give a more accurate Tranſlation, than otherwiſe 
T'ſhould have been able to have done; and to aſcertain at the ſame 
time the preciſe meaning of the Author. I could not avoid obſerv- 
ing however, many deficiencies in all the writers which I have con- 
ſulted. Some have erred in the Latin tranſlations which they have 
given us, preferring elegance of language to the real interpretation, 
which ſometimes is to be conveyed in a vulgar and barbarous ex- 
preſſion. Others have contented themſelves with a mere commentary, 
or enlarging the verbage of their author, rather than illuſtrating his 
meaning by apt alluſions or judicious illuſtrations.

Theſe too will, I am per- 
ſuaded, give ſome inſight into the nature of the cure of thoſe diſorders 
which ſeem, tho? unjuſtly I el to have been neglecteeC. 
The firſt book is rather more correct than any other, and it may be 
allowed to be a pattern for writings of this kind. It gives a ſyſtematic 
account, as far as could be obtained from caſual obſervation, of the 
ſeveral varieties of the different ſeaſons as they occurred, the direction 
and force of the winds, the ſtate of the atmoſphere, and the general 
circumſtances of the weather, for three diſtin& ſeaſons. To theſe is 
conjoined an account of Diſeaſes, and a number of ſymptoms with 
which they were accompanied, The firſt was a mild ſeaſon, both in 
Summer and Winter; the ſecond and third, cold in Winter, and 
the firſt of theſe only moderately warm in Summer, whilſt the other 
was intenſely hot. The diſeaſes in the firſt ſeaſon appear to correſpond 
to it, but whether this is conſtantly the caſe will be the fubje& of an 
after enquiry. Conſumptions however particularly prevailed, but 
they are deſcribed to have originated in ſome former ſeaſon which 


| was remarkably cold. In the ſecond ſeaſon diſorders were more 


violent, and fevers partook more of the continual kind, altho every 
variety almoſt occurred and many diſagreeable ſymptoms aroſe, which 
terminated fatally. The third ſeaſon from a hard Winter occaſioned 
at firft many inflammatory complaints, but afterwards during the 
heats of the Summer, fevers of the remitting kind. This book after- 
wards gives an account of ſome diagnoſtics which are neceſſary to 
be known in the management of acute Diſeaſes, and indeed without 

ſuch diagnoſtics, which every Phyſician is obliged to make in his 
own mind, we can never engage in the cure of diſeaſes with any 
ſatisfaction or certainty. After this occur a number of caſes of fevers, 


which are drawn up in a very maſterly manner, and tho many of

them ended fatally, yet * W of HirrocxArzs is by no 
means to be impeached. Theſe might probably be ſelect caſes, in 
Which he was willing to demonſtrate the powers of nature in tlie pro- 
greſs of a diſeaſe, and this I ſhould be apt to think was the real ſtate 
of the caſe; becauſe he does not repreſent them in his general deſcrip- 
tion to be equally fatal in proportion to the numbers. HieyocraTes 
is peculiarly characterized by his modeſty, and many inſtances might 
be produced, where he ſeems more deſirous to regiſter his errors than 
his fame. And in diſeaſes of this kind, where more depends upon 
judgment in the uſe of means to relieve, than in any peculiar re- 
medies, an accurate regiſter of every occurrence is all that a wiſe 
practitioner would wiſh to have exhibited. And perhaps more aſſiſt- 
ances may be gained from ſuch caſes which have a fatal termination, 
than from others which are attended with ſucceſs, For here is ſeen all 
that is to be feared; the mind is prepared to guard againſt every -

1 Though ü 415 be a great obſcurity i in 
the times of the year alluded to by Hieeocrares, yet as he wiſhes to 
appropriate particular diforders to the ſeveral ſeaſons as they occur, as 
well as to deſcribe ſome peculiar circumſtances which are only contin- 
gent to theſe ſeaſons, it may ſatisfy our curioſity to know to what months 
the ſeveral ſeaſons are to be affixed. And indeed they are ſuch as cor- 
reſpond to our common ideas of the great diviſions of the year. His 
Winter is November, December, January ; his Spring, February, 
March, April z his Summer, May, June, July ; and his Autumn, 
Auguſt, September, October.

The medium heat 
of Spring or Autumn is about 50 degrees, and that of Winter 
ſomewhere between 30 and 40, but generally neareſt o the latter, 
Autumn is rather warmer than Spring, and Summer is of longer 
duration than Winter, gaining a little both upon the preceding and 
ſubſequent ſeaſons.

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There may be however ſome latent cauſes which may lurk under the 


moſt friendly appearances, and produce the worſt of conſequences. 


We naturally expect cold in Winter and heat in Summer; we prepare 
ourſelves for them, and a habit is formed of ſubmitting to their in- 
fluence. We feel therefore a laſſitude and an uncomfortable ſenſation 
for want of them, or for want of thoſe exerciſes which are enjoyed in 
them. Hence many complaints which do not depend on the air, but 
originate in the human conſtitution, or the prediſpoſing cauſes which 
are as neceſſary to promote diſeaſe as any other, may be occaſioned 


more frequently in mild than in ſevere ſeaſons. Nay with regard to 


Winter, as froſts and ſnow are great enemies to putrifaction, where 
they do not prevail, thoſe diſorders which ariſe from that deleterious 
principle may be expected. And as a proof of it, this Winter, 1779, 
which has been remarkably mild, has abounded with putrid diſor- 
ders, and the ſmall pox has raged with very great violence. Cixc- 
HORN obſerves with reſpe& to Minozxca, * that the changes of heat 
and cold are neither fo ſudden, nor fo great in this climate as in many

ever ſince the days of this firſt Phyſician, It may not be amiſs how- 
ever to compare the deſcriptions of ſome other writers, with what 
is here given by HirrocRATESs, and in which we ſhall find;a conſider- 
able agreement. We ſhould take notice alſo that the conſumption 
here deſcribed did not entirely originate in the ſeaſon; and all thoſe 
who were firſt afflicted with it either had conſtitutions naturally pre- 
diſpoſed: to ſuch an affection; were confirmed in it from colds con- 
tracted in a former ſeaſon, which he repreſents to have been cold and 
dry with a North wind; or fell into it from the relics of ſome previ- 
eus diſorder. I collected ſome years ago a ſet of aphoriſms upon the 
cauſes, jymptoms, prognoſticks, and method of cure of this fatal 
diſeaſe, and to this I muſt refer for a general idea. As little however 
was then adyanced concerning the ratio of its cauſes or cure, I hope I 
ſhall be excuſed for ſome further obſervations on this part of the ſub- 
jet. The great connection it has with inflammatory diſeaſes, ſimilar 
appearances of the blood when ſuffered to cool in the open air, and 
its yielding in ſome meaſure to an antiphlogiſtic regimen, hath almoſt 
ranked it among that claſs. And tho ſome have aſcribed it in their 
deſcription of the cauſes from which it may ariſe to acrimony, and 
ſometimes to putrifaction, yet their method of cure has been accom- 
modated to a ſtate of inflammation : And I know of no other uſe in 
arranging diſeaſes than to indicate a means. of relieving them. Thus 
BozrnAave, Origo deducitur ab omni cauſa quæ valet Sanguinem 
in pulmonibus ita ſiſtere ut materiam purulentam abire cogatur.”

tubercles indeed are found upon diſſection, but how they are pro- 


duced, and what connection they have with inflammation, I think, 


hath not been ſufficiently explained. That a ſtate of inflammation 
doth accompany this diſeaſe in its firſt ſtage I am perſuaded is often 
the caſe, and that an ulceration is produced in conſequence of it is 
equally evident. That tubercles in the lungs are alſo found upon dif- 


ſection no one can deny; but that they all exiſt as cauſes and effects up- 


on each other I think may be diſputed. In my opinion they all originate 
from the ſame cauſe, which is ſimilar to what produces an ulcer of the 
leg or any topical complaint of this kind. A certain diſpoſition of the 
body, whatever it be, divides the coaguable lymph, by an increaſe 
of heat, from the other parts of the blood whenever it is obliged to

| From this theory too we nay ehalein the pf th inflam- 
mable cruſt, which is found to exiſt during every ſtate of a con- 
ſumption. It is no more than the ſame ſubſtance exhibited to the eye 
which is the real cauſe of the complaint, but may or may not be con- 
nected with inflammation, as circumſtances occur. It can by no 
means be its neceſſary appendage, and Mr. Hzwsow hath -evidently 
ſhewn that it is always created in the weakeſt ſtate of an animal, viz.

diſſection, the whole ramifications of the pulmonary artery exhibiced 
by this ſubſtance in a very beautiful manner, ſimilar to what is 
ſometimes ſpit up by the patient, or to what is ſeen in Polypi of the 
Heart.

In a late converſation with one of the moſt eminent of the 
faculty, (Sir Jonw PrincLe) he informed me that he found one 
of the beſt medicines: in the recent ſtage of this diſeaſe to be the 
crude mercury extinguiſhed by conf. roſar. and taken to the quan- 
tity; of five grains every night. This he obſerved too he had often ſeen 
remove the ſize from the ſurface of the blood. Every practitioner 
knows what an influence quickſilver hath in diſſolving every part of 
this fluid, and therefore muſt contribute to remove any obſtruction 
which depends upon that ſubſtance.

Page 3. Acrimonious defluxion.] © In the advanced ſtate of a con- 
ſumption, ſays Sir Joan PrixoLE, we may diſtinguiſh two ſorts of 
coughs, one cauſed by the ulcers, and the other by a thin rheum fall- 
ing upon the fauces and trachea; which parts being then deprived of 
their mucus become ſenſible of any irritation: and this laſt is perhaps 
the moſt painful and teazing to the patient. It can only be palliated 
by incraſſants, and for that purpoſe I have commonly uſed the con- 
ſerve of roſes and opium.”

. Having given ſuch long quotations from this valuable author it 
may ſeem tedious to dwell any longer on this ſubject. But as he has 
beſtowed fifty very uſeful pages on the cure of this diſeaſe, T cannot 


avoid giving an abridgment of the method he purſued, and at the 


ſame time recommending the peruſal of the whole to the medical 
reader. He begins with ſhewing the treatment of the patient upon 


the acceſſion, \by putting him to bed and keeping him moderately 


warm, but without drinking any thing till the ſweat breaks out.

be forbidden, either by the ſeaſon of the year, the age or weakneſs of 
the patient, or by his way of life; but as on the contrary all theſe 
circumſtances concurred in favour of it, his Phyſicians agreed to open 


a vein, But after having diligently weighed within myſelf the ſigns 
Naz which 
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which Hirroen Ars has left for foretelling a hemorrhage, . I declared 
that I thought they were right in their opinjon of opening a vein, but 
if they would wait awhile, Nature herſelf would do the buſineſs for them 
by throwing off the load with which ſhe was oppreſſed, The other Phy- 
ſicians ſtood amazed at this. In the mean time the patient ſtarted up, 
as if he was going to jump out of bed; and being aſked why he did 
ſo when there was no reaſon for it, he replied, that he was afraid leſt 
a red ſerpent, which he ſaw. crawling, on the roof of the bed, ſhould 
fall down upon him, and was willing to get out of the way. The. 
other Phyſicians did not ſuſpe& that this ſymptom portended any 
future efflux of blood, but as, for myſelf when J had conſidered the 
ſigns, and particularly a redneſs, which. I had before obſerved upon 


the right ſide of the noſe, extending to the cheek; and which was 


now become much more conſpicuous, I thought it an evident token 
that there ſhortly would be a hæmorrhage from the right noſtril, 
upon which I whiſpered one of the ſervants, who was in waiting, to 
fetch a veſlel.to catch the blood in, but. to take care to hide it under 
his cloaths when he came in; and then. turning, about to the Phyſi- 
cians, 1 told them, loud enough to be heard by them all, that if they 
would wait a little longer they would ſee a flux of blood from the 
patient's right noſtril. They laught at my mentioning the right noſ- 
tril in particular; but I replied both theſe things would happen, or 
that neither of them would. For by the rules of the art there would 
not only be a flux of blood, but that flux would be from the right 
noſtril. Upon this I ordered the man who had got the veſſel to keep 
his eye upon the patient, and to catch the blood as ſoon as he begun 
to ſee it ſpout forth. I had ſcarce done ſpeaking, when the patient 
pulled his finger from his noſtril, and we ſaw it covered with blood. 
The ſervant ran with the baſon; the company ſet up a ſhout, and the 
Phyſicians, one and all, flipt out of the way as faſt as they could.

Page 12. There appears therefore to have been a great redundaney 


of bilious humour in the blood.] An important ſubject ſeems here to 
preſent itſelf, viz. how far a redundancy of bile is concerned in the 
production of acute diſorders. That it frequently appears not only in 
bilious vomitings, but in the diſcoloration of the ſkin, is evident, and 

that from its acrimony exerting itſelf upon that organ, from which we 
may deduce the cauſe of fevers, it may be the ſource of the moſt vio- 
lent effects, is eaſy to be imagined. It is equally true however that it 
may be produced in an over abundant quantity, and yet not cauſe 
a fever; but may be carried off by the uſual methods of evacuation or 
create colics and other diſeaſes, It is ſometimes produced likewiſe, I 
believe, during the courſe of a fever, from ſome other cauſe, and then 
it appears as an effect. In order then that this ſubſtance produce an 


acute diſeaſe it muſt either be endued with ſome other qualities than 


thoſe which it poſſeſſes in general, or a certain ſet of circumſlances in 
the human conſtitution muſt concur for this purpoſe. I would beg 


leave to quote the opinion of the learned Sir Johr PrincLE upon this 


ſubject, whoſe ideas ſeem to be ſo clear that no perſon can poſſibly 
miſtake his meaning. ** The relaxation of the fibres, and greater ten- 
„ dency in the humours to putrify, conſequent on this ſtate of the 
e atmoſphere, may be conſidered as the internal and prediſpoſing 
« cauſe of theſe fevers; for a hot and moiſt air unbraces the ſolids,

meant or not, delirium occurring in almoſt every fever and every in- 
flammation to which the human conſtitution is ſubject. Sir Jonm 
PrinGLs fays © the phrenitis or inflammation of the brain, conſidered 
as an original. inflammation, is properly a ſummer diſeaſe, when they 
are expoſed to the ardour of the ſun, and eſpecially whilſt aſleep and 
in liquor; but a ſymptomatic phrenitis or delirium is one of the moſt 
general inflammatory ſymptoms, is confined to no ſeafon, and accedes 
indifferently to the bilious, malignant or inflammatory fever.“ Pa 
GLE's obſervations, part iii. chap.

The termination of 
theſe acute diſorders is here very diſtinctly pointed out, and is an ob- 
ject worthy of great attention. The firſt is not ſo common as amongſt 
the antients, poſſibly owing to our endeavours to put a ſtop, if poſſi- 
ble, to the fever in the beginning, and then by promoting ſome eva- 
cuation or other which draws off from that turgeſcency of the humours 
which produces this effect. Whatever be the proximate cauſe of fever, 


2 change, no doubt, is produced i in the circulating j Juices, by which

Diſtinguiſh/ bet ] The occurrences e to 
diſeaſes which are all here jumbled together under the idea of diag- 
noſtic, from the general meaning of that word, which ſignifies any 
communications of knowledge, may and have been by modern phyſi- 


ologiſts, divided, as all other facts, into paſt, preſent, and Zzure. 


The paſt are the remote cauſes from expoſure to air, from diet, 
c. &c. which have given riſe to the diſcaſe, but do not exiſt at the 
time when the patient complains. The preſent what now-a-days 
are more immediately termed diagnoſtics, and conſiſt of thoſe ſymp- 
toms which reign during every period, but-more particularly perhaps 
at the firſt onſet of the diſeaſe, ſuch as ſhiverings, heat, &c. The 
future, the prognoſticks, or thoſe events which may occur in any 
period of the diſeaſe ſubſequent to the time, when the obſervation is 
made, or more particularly thoſe termĩnations with which it is al- 


ways concluded. For a better knowledge of theſe diſtinctions the

Feten are cither 0 upon fick is The | 
diſtinction of fevers according to their duration, hath always been 
adopted, altho' differences have been ſometimes derived from other 


circumſtances, agreeably to the reigning theories concerning the 


proximate cauſe. What is meant by being conſtantly upon ſick per- 
ſons is, in my opinion, that from the firſt ſeizure to the termination 
the patients are never free from a greater quickneſs than natural in the 
1 and a greater heat upon the ſkin, with ſome other ſymptoms 
which 
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which may or may not be attendant upon the diſeaſe, as head- ach, 
anxiety, thirſt, &c. It can never mean that all that aggregate of 
ſymptoms which attack a perſon either immediately or in ſucceſſion 
for the firſt days, never leave him. For the very firſt ſymptom with 


<= which he is often ſeized, viz. that of ſhivering, leaves him in a few 


and perhaps never troubles him afterwards. A fever is ſuch 
a complicated diſeaſe, and conſiſts of ſuch a variety of ſymptoms 
which are conſtantly ſhifting, and are of a. progreſſive nature, and 
divided into fo many different ſtages ; that nothing can be more op- 
polite to it than the idea of its continence, or its continuing with an 
equable tenor, for ſeven, fourteen, twenty-one, or more days. Nay 
even a pulle quicker than ordinary, or a ſuperior degree of heat, I 
believe never laſts any thing like ſo long. And here I would 
venture to conjecture, whether a fever ever laſts more than twenty- 
four hours, or from the time of its acceſſion to that of its remiſſion, 
or rather declining. And therefore eyery new paroxyſm, or fit of 
ferer, may be conſidered as a new diſeaſe, but is more or leſs violent 
each time, as it finds the body in a worſe or better ſtate to conflict with 
it. If the cauſes operate very quickly, they occaſion a remittent fever; 
if more ſlowly an intermittent. This idea indeed differs very little 
from Dr. CuLLen's, whoſe opinion is, that every fever conſiſts of 
repeated paroxyſins, and differs from others only in the circumſtances 
< and repetition of the paroxyſms.” My reaſon for making each pa- 
_ roxyſm a diſtinct fever, is derived from its having diſtin cauſes, and 
not any peculiar one which operates previouſly to the firſt acceſſion of 
the diſeaſe; and from its admitting a kind of cure adapted to thoſe 
cauſes at any time of the ORs ſubſiſting. 1 


Much hath been aid of law concenaing the proximate cauſe of 
diſcaſes, and eſpecially of fevers; and the limits between that and the 
diſeaſe itſelf have been ſo narrow, that it is with great difficulty we can 


ſeparate the one from the other. The diſtinction however is founded

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in nature, and a at” no doubt i is induced i in the ſyſtem which can- 
not be called a diſeaſe, as being at firſt devoid entirely of ſymptoms. 
A diſeaſe on the contrary conſiſts of an aſſemblage of ſymptoms. "IT. 
would be needleſs here to enter into a confutation of BozxHaave upon 
this ſubject, who ſuppoſed it to be a lentor or viſcidity of the fluids. 
This doctrine is now entirely exploded. along with the dependance of 


diſeaſes at all on the circulating 3 juices. The prevailing theory is 


that of Dr. Col LE, which is formed upon the opinion that the ſolids 
are primarily affected in all diſeaſes, and that when they are conſtricted 
by means of cold, &c. they induce a ſpaſm which irritates che heart 
and arteries to a quicker action than uſual, and thus creat $ what | is 
called a fever. At the ſame time a debility in the ſmall veffels i is Fe- 
quiſite to effect this ſpaſm, and a deficiency of the nervous energy to 


produce this debility. All this may be allowed, but no proviſion i is 


made for the new acceſſion of fever after a remiſſion. According to 


that theory it appears to me that every fever ſhould be finiſhed in 
the firſt paroxyſm, and the cauſes being prevented i it would, entirely 
ceaſe. Whereas we ſee the fever by moſt writers conſiſting of a num- 
ber of paroxyſins, and in my idea continually renewed, Suppoſe 
therefore we ſhould imagine a repoſitory, | as we may call it, of remote 
cauſes to be provided for the effects which are produced, and ſuffici- 
ent to promote a ſucceſſion of what \ would ſoon be terminated by : a ſin- 
gle acceſs of the diſeaſe. If cold alone could produce a ſpaſm which 
ſhould cauſe ſuch exertions as to conſtitute a fever ; the prevalence 
either of the cold or fever would ſoon make a termination, and no 


new fever or new paroxyſm would ariſe, unleſs more cold were ad- 
mitted. But if there ſliguld be one or more ſubſtances, whoſe opera- 


tion would preſerve a kind of a flux as nature or medicines prevailed 
over them; we ſee the cauſe would not entirely be deſtroyed, tho? it 
might be conſiderably altered. In the ſtomach ſuch cauſes may ſubſiſt, 
and from the natural tendency of that viſcus when impaired to prepare 


ſtimulating matters, ſuch as bile, and degenerated food, and from

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| its conſent with the external ſurface of the ſkin; I think it may be 
allowed to have a great ſhare in affording, if it doth not provide all 
the remote cauſes by which a ſpaſm. can be produced. 


Page 20. Thoſe fevers which 1 berief on the equal 
days.] The doctrine of critical days which hath ſo much puzzled 
' Philoſophers and Phyſicians, is built upon this paſſage of Hipeo- 
CRATES, with a variety of others in different parts of his works. The 
authority of ſo great a man to a fact which conſtantly eludes the 
obſervation of the moſt attentive practitioner, hath given ſcope to the 
imagination of mankind to account for it in a different manner than 
what was intended. Some have even been bold enough to deny the 
validity of its truth, and have faid that Hip rocRATES was certainly 
miſtaken. - Others haye endeavoured to account for it upon the prin- 
ciple of religious ſuperſtition or , philoſophical myſticiſm, to both 
or either of which; HirrockATESs was attached. Others on the con- 
trary, believing too implicitly. in the fact upon account of its autho- 
rity, have invented a variety of ſyſtems to elucidate its truth, And 
indeed HireocRaTEs himſelf could not avoid adopting a ſyſtem upon 
the principles of it. Others again have taken the moſt candid and 
generous manner of aſcertaining the truth, by an appeal to facts and 
conſtant obſervation during an extenſive practice. Amongſt theſe is 
the illuſtrious DE Hazn of VIXNNA, who diſcovered that near 
two thirds of the number of fevers he examined were terminated 
on ſome; critical day or other. In my opinion however, every 
fact muſt ſtand as a ſingle inſtance by itſelf, and if all the caſes which 


he had examined had terminated ona critical day; he could not 
have been certain that the next two hundred would not have termi- 


. nated differently. And the reaſon is, that tho' facts in themſelves 
are ſtubborn things. vet they cannot influence other facts, unleſs we 
have ſome idea of the cauſes from which they proceed, Where 


there i is a ſteady and uniform, alliance, between a cauſe and its effect, 
we 
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we may determine when we ſee the cauſe,” that the effect will follow. 
But where there is no cauſe evident, the univerſality of facts will 
determine no more than for themſelves. Moſt writers have now 
rejected the ideas of a diſeaſe depending on a morbific matter, 
which like ale in a fermenting vat required a certain time to bring ir 
to concoction or maturation. Upon that principle indeed, the critical 
days might have been ſupported, but upon the theories of the mo- 
derns they muſt be purely accidental. I do not however diſpute the 
thority of HieyoczaTes, he might have been more fortunate than 
even Dr. Dz Haz, but one inſtance to the contrary was enough I 
think to overthrow all his obſervations. There is an objection too 
I think may be made to all obſervations of this kind, I mean pre- 
judice, and I cannot think that I affront the underſtanding of the 
wiſeſt man, by ſaying that he is under the influence of this principle, 
whilſt human nature is acknowledged to be fallible. ' A preconceived 
opinion in favour of theſe days, will appear to any one at firſt view 
to miſlead our judgment. Suppoſe for inſtance in the regular reck- 
oning of days, that a fever terminated on the thirteenth, this would 
no doubt be a diſappointment to the obſerverz and in conſequence of 
it he would ſeverely queſtion the patient, whether he had not ſome 
ſmall degree of complaint on the day before the reckoning began ; 
and it would be ten to one, as the acceſſions of diſeaſes are very vague 
and the memory of man uncertain, if he did not recollect ſome ſlight. 
ſymptoms to have occurred, and this would determine the diſeaſe to 
terminate on the fourteenth, which was all that was wanted. GO 


But let us ſee the opinions of the mederns upon this ſubject. We 
have already mentioned Dx Hazn, who ſeems much to favour the no- 
tion, and cautions againſt doing any thing upon theſe days, but as he 
was a diſciple of BozxHaave, he may be allowed to follow his maſter, 
and account for it by his theory. Dr. Macsz1pz is very modeſt in 
his account of theſe days, as well as Van SwitTex, tho' the ſcholar 
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and commentator. of Bozryaave, yet they do not ſeem either of 
them to fall in with the idea. Dr. CuLLen however ſupports it, and 
this both out of regard to the authority of HID RATES, and from 
his own obſervation. © Our own obſervations, he ſays, amount to 
this, that fevers, with moderate ſymptoms, generally caſes of the 
e ſynocha, frequently terminate in nine days, or ſooner, and very 
% conſtaatly on one or other of the critical days, which fall within 
c that period; but it is very rare in this climate, that caſes of either 
<* the Typhus or Synochus terminate before the eleventh day, and 
* when they do terminate on this day, it is for the moſt part fatally; 
«© When they are protracted beyond this time, I have very conſtantly

The 
varieties of theſe miliary ſpots attendant on fevers, are not ſufficiently 
marked by pathological writers, as every diſtin& cauſe which ope- 
rates on the, conſtitution - for this purpoſe, may produce a peculiar 
ſpot of its own. SauvaR has indeed given us fourteen ſpecies, but 
theſe are nothing equal to the number which have doubtleſs appeared, 
and tho: they may have been excluded from any medical regiſter, yet 
may not have eſcaped the notice of practitioners, I think I have 
lately ſeen an eruption of a peculiar kind, in a ſymptomatic fever 
where GouLarD's preparations, of lead have been uſed for external 
ulcers.

not allowing it to ariſe from any which may be productive of fever. 
In the caſe before us the uterus appears to be in a ſtate of inflamma- 
tion, and from the tender ſubſtance of that body, and its fudden 
expoſure to cold after delivery, we may ſuppoſe it frequently ſubject 
to that complaint; but we are not to infer from this, that a woman 
after lying in can have no other fever but what ariſes from this eauſe. 
She may have the fever of the ſeaſon, ſhe may derive à putrid fever 
from the ſtate of her own juices, or the habit of her body, or ſhe may 
contract ſuch a diſeaſe from an improper treatment during her con- 
finement. Where therefore an inflammation of the uterus is not evi- 
dent, and which with great care, during the time of parturition ſhould | 
be guarded againſt, a general mode of practice ſhould be adopted the 
ſame as in a fever at any other time. To conelude this note 1

Mrs. W——, of 
this city, aged near 50, was, upon a Sunday afternoon; juſt after din - 
ner, attacked with a loſs of ſpeech and ſome other ſymptoms of an ap- 
proaching palſy, though at the ſame time ſhe was able, with an aſ- 
ſiſtant, to walk about the room. Being called about two hours after, 
I found her exceedingly languid, and complaining much of her head, 
but ſhe could ſpeak a little yet with great difficulty. I ordered her to 
be put to bed, and to take regularly a warm cordial draught ; ſhe 
flept well in the night, but in the morning her ſymptoms became 
- more alarming, and from the repreſentation of the people about her 
ſhe was quite inſenſible, and had loft the uſe of her limbs. Upon be- 
ing called again very early in the morning, I thought the paralytic 
ſymptoms gained ground, though ſhe did ſpeak a little on my en- 
trance. Upon this a ſtimulating gargle was ordered, and an electuary 
with muſtard ſeed, with a large doſe of tinct. ſacr.

It is 
not yet determined how far this evacuation in the courſe of a fever is 
prejudicial or adyantageous. In the caſe before us, we ſee a recovery 
where it occurred at the beginning of the diſeaſe, and in ſmall quan- 
tity. The ingenious Warpschuzmr has diſputed this point with the 
father of phyſic : © Si menſes (ſays he) extra ordinem in acutis fluant 
magnum portendunt periculum. Imo fi conſueto etiam tempore

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the too ſudden or too late flow of it, independent of the fever. A tem- 
porary fever generally attends it. Why then may it not be the cauſe 
of one which is more violent? and in that caſe the eruption is the de- 
ſtruction of the cauſe of the fever, which being taken away muſt con- 
duce to a recovery. There are few fevers which occur in women which 
will not meet with this diſcharge in the moſt regular way; if therefore 
it be made at its own proper period, without any reference to the criſis 
of the fever, I ſhould imagine it would be a ſalutary ſign. If likewiſe 
it occurred before it's uſual time, it would relieve the body of a load 
which oppreſſed it and might be the remote cauſe of the fever, and 
thus, if it did not weaken too much, would in the ſame manner be a 
ſign of ſafety. If however it ſhould be prolonged beyond the natural 
courſe, it would ſhew that the vis vitæ were much debilitated, and 
that the cauſes of oppreſſion operated very powerfully, and moſt pro- 
bably had produced other effects which would not be relieved even by 
a flow of it at this time, which in that caſe would be a ſign of dan- 
ger; not however becauſe it flowed, but becauſe this flow was imped- 
ed too long. If however, after it is prolonged, it ſhould flow at the 
criſis, when nature makes a vigorous effort by every evacuation in her 
power; it would be a ſign of recovery, as every diſcharge is at that 
time, and would ſhew that ſhe had overcome every cauſe of oppreſ-

Is book, which conſiſts of ſo much variety of matter, is in- 

1 volved in ſuch obſcurity of language, and has fo little order 
and connection in its form, hath been, upon theſe accounts, denied 
to be the work of the great father of phyſic; there are however ſtrong 
marks, I would beg leave to obſerve, of his able capacity in the hints 
(for they can hardly be called by another name) which he has here 
given us. All will allow that the original memorandums were written by 
HieeocRATEs, but inſiſt that the greateſt part conſiſts of a commentary 
given by his ſon, or ſome other perſons; yet as the whole almoſt con- 
ſiſts of broken hints and irregular obſervations, the whole may belong 
to HieyocrATzs or none. Such looſe obſervations are generally writ- 
ten, though by the greateſt maſters, in an unequal ſtile, which is the 
cauſe of their obſcurity. And the genuineneſs of their origin muſt de-. 
pend upon the external circumſtances which accompany them, and their 
real worth which entitles them to a place amongſt the writings of the 
perſon to whom they are attributed. Upon this account therefore the 
good ſenſe and accurate judgment which are diſplayed in this book 
of HieeocraTzs will entitle it, in my opinion, to the firſt rank a- 
mongſt his lucubrations, and though the language is not ſo perfect as 4 
could be wiſhed: yet whoever will take the trouble to read it with

ther at PerInTHos, and alſo of the diſcaſes which reigned there, ſome 
more elaborate caſes than in the laſt, and likewiſe ſome additional 


prognoſtics, particularly in midwifery. The fourth exhibits a deſcrip- 


tion of the blood veſſels, but as anatomy was then in a very imperfect 


ſtate, and the human body was not diſſected for the purpoſes of ob- 
taining the knowledge of the art; much accuracy cannot be expected 
from this account. The fifth is upon a very curious ſubject, viz. phy- 
ſiognomy, and which, tho? very undeſervedly, excluded from the doc- 
trinal practice, yet I believe every acute phyſician makes uſe of Tome 

obſervations of this kind for his own ſatisfaction and eaſe. There are 
likewiſe in this book ſome methods of cure propoſed, and the compo- 
ſition of ſome medicines, beſides a variety of prognoſtics of what may 
happen in a diſeaſe, The laſt is upon the Tame ſubject, but takes a more 
philoſophical view of the tempers of the mind alſo, as depending on 
the features ; it gives us alſo a number of diagnoſtics, prognoſtics and 
methods of cure, and hints at ſeveral very curious ſubjects of diſcuſ.

Thoſe who have written upon. it have conſidered it as very 
nearly allied to a diarrhoea; and Macsipe has afferted, that it muſt 
be cured by the ſame means. In deference to his opinion, however, 
cannot help thinking that it depends upon different cauſes, is more 
common than imagined, and is to be cured in a different manner.

thod in every ſore throat attended with ulcers. Whenever theſe ſymp- 
toms appear we ſhould conſider the nature of the fever which generally 
prevails, as well as the conſtitution of the patient, and the external cauſes 
to which he has been expoſed. If from this-we find ſymptoms of ma- 
lignancy are evident, Dr. ForhEROILL's plan is a very excellent one; if, 
however, there are marks of inflammation or of a fever of the mixed 
kind, it is to be avoided like poiſon, and another method adapted to 
thoſe complaints muſt be admitted. Sypzennam ſays, It is well 
« worth obſerving that the quinſy, which is only a ſymptom of the ſta- 
© tionary fever muſt be treated by the ſame method which the fever 
* demands.“ The deſcription of this diſorder given by this uſeful 
writer very much correſponds to what is given by HippO RATES, ex- 
rept in the paralytic ſymptoms, and his prediction of greater danger;

| ſwallowing or taſting theſe acrid ſubſtances, milk plentifully drank 
ſeems the molt effectual remedy.” —Vid. Lewis's Materia Medica, p.

Page 55. Collections of matter.] There is nothing in pathology 
more difficult to account for than thoſe calculous concretions which are 
found not only in all the cavities of the body, but in every part thro? 
which the blood is found to circulate, nay, and in the minuteſt veſſels, 
and upon the exterior parts. We cannot attribute them to any one 
particular ſubſtance, nor to any diſpoſition of the conſtitution which 
can produce them, HieeocraTes in this place derives them from the 

- ſame power which generates the bones. We are not certain, howe- 
ver, with regard to the nature of offification, and from the lateſt diſco- 
veries it is found that a ſeries of veſſels is abſolutely neceſſary to con- 
vey the matter of which the bones conſiſt to their deſtined places. — 
Vid. Monro's Oſteology, part i. Calculi are produced in a different 
manner, and ſeem to be a ſeparation of the conſtituent parts of ſome 
peculiar humours. Whether, however, there be a peculiar mode of 
living or kind of food, or a peculiar diſpoſition of the conſtitution, 
which produces all or any of them, 1s a very great uncertainty, The 
ſtones of the gall-bladder are moſt probably no more than inſpiſſated 
bile, for which ſee Cog on biliary concretions, chap. ii. p. 78. Thoſe 


of 
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of the urinary bladder may confiſt, in the ſame manner, of the more 
great a ſluggiſnneſs of theſe ventricles to diſcharge their contents. 
Chalk ſtones in the gout are evidently derived from "weakneſs, and 
perſons of impaired ſtomachs and bad digeſtions are very ſubject 
to foulneſs of the teeth, which is a ſecretion of a hard and ſtony mat- 
ter. So that it is very likely a partial or general imbecility of the ſo- 
lida viva may be the cauſe of thoſe productions. And if that ſhould 
be the caſe, it ge ms out a method of cure FWhich has not been _— |

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| Tins very curious ſubject, which found an advocate in the breaſt 
of the firſt phyſician, hath been neglected, if not abuſed and vi- 
lified by almoſt all his ſucceſſors. It hath been taken up indeed in a 
moral light by many who have aſſumed the inveſtigation of the human 
mind; but they have generally been men of ſuch powerful imagina- 
tions as to carry their reſearches into the moſt viſionary and whimſical 
parts of the ſubject, whilſt they have neglected "tracing thoſe great 
outlines from which every ſcience muſt derive validity and force. Of 
late indeed it hath been canvaſſed by the ingenious Mr. LAvATE R, 2 
native of SwITZERLAND, who intends, as we are informed, giving a 
thorough philoſophical diſcuſſion of it in all its parts, as far as relates 
to expreſſions of the mind; but I am not certain whether he deſigns, or

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| is capable indeed of deſcribing its effects upon the variety of diſeaſes 
to which mankind are ſulyet. 


| That the features of the face, however, as well as the whole attitude 
of the body, are affected by diſeaſes no one will deny who hath ever 
attended a ſick bed. And that ſuch expreſſions are conſtant to theſe 
affections I think capable of a certain demonſtration, and, if that be 
the caſe, is it not worth while to attend a little more than we generally 
do to this mode of forming a diagnoſtic. Indeed every practitioner, 
though he does not give himſelf the trouble to deſcribe it to others, 
forms in his own breaſt a diſtinction upon this ground, and accommo- 
dates his mode of practice, perhaps more than he is willing to confeſs, 
to the general appearance of his patient from time to time, There is 
no neceſſity, however, for his declining ſuch knowledge, for it may 
be as certain as any other; and though it may ſeemingly betray a want 
of attention, yet it requires an equal degree of exertion of the human 
underſtanding. I do not pretend to dictate upon this. ſcience, which 
may be eſteemed quite a viſionary one; yet I think there are principles 
under which we may arrange our ideas with ſome degree of accuracy. 
All diſeaſes almoſt are accompanied with anxiety, with pain, and with 
conyulſion; and all theſe, it will be allowed, conſiderably alter the 
features of the face, and as they are a kind of expreſſion of paſſion, 
they may be juſtly ſaid to belong to this ſcience. It may be worth 
while to obſerve too that health is always attended with a remarkable 
placidity of countenance, and the ſmalleſt deviation from a ſound ſtate, 
even by fatigue or heat, gives an alteration to it, which is poſitively 
and diſtinctly marked. We may ſhew likewiſe ſome of thoſe diſeaſes 
which belong to the ſeveral heads, which were mentioned above. Thus 
to the firſt, viz. anxiety, may be appropriated (1) fevers, in which a 
difference is to be perceived between the turgid and ſwollen appearance 
in the inflammatory, and the depreſſed and fallen one of the putrid and 
malignant. (2,) Conſumptions in which not only the facies Hippo-

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cratica, which ſeems to be produced by the decay of fleſh; br a 
continual uneaſineſs and diſcontent which ſettles upon the countenance, 
and gives a tone to all the expreſſions, is evident to every obſerver. 
(3.) Dropſies and jaundice, and other diſorders which are accompani- 
ed with liſtleſſneſs and inactivity, have theſe effects ſtrongly marked 
upon the features of the face, which are ſimilar to what may be obſerved 
in pregnant women. (4.) Fluxes of all kinds are attended with a 
great hollowneſs about the eyes, and a peculiar expreſſion which di- 


ſtinguiſhes the Glorder., 


Under the head of pain, which no one will refuſe trite the fea- 
tures either in mode or in degree, we may arrange a variety of diſor- 
ders, as differert kinds of inflammation, gout, rheumatiſm, colics, 
ſtone and gravel, &c. To all which a peculiar look is affixed, which 
ſometimes will point even to the place where it is ſeated. In almoſt 
all kinds of pain the lips are protruded, the teeth cloſed, the noſtrils 
extended, and the eyes drawn in. In the caſes of ſphacelus a peculiar 
kind of placidity takes place, but different from that in health, and | 


yet peculiar to the effect produced, 


Under the head of convulſion, which hath a peculiar effect likewiſe, 
and perhaps ſtronger than any other, on the features of the face; a 
variety of diſeaſes depending on ſpaſmodic contraction may be arrang- 
ed; but here the expreſſion does not ſeem to depend ſo much on any 
affection of the mind as upon the natural caſt which the features take 
in conſequence of the conſtriftion of the peculiar muſcles which are 
affected. But as the ſame effect is univerſally produced in the ſame 
complaint, if we ſhould not allow it to ariſe from any internal cauſe, 
yet ſtill it is equally proper to form a diagnoſtic by. There is ſome- 
thing, however, very particular in the immoderate laughter of hyſte- 
rical people, and is deſerving a very particular enquiry. I ſhould 


think it depended, as all other affections of this kind, on a mental 
| cauſe, 
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cauſe, and it is probably an effort to recover from that violent ſtretch 
of pain which is ſuſtained in great extremes of grief and lamentation. 
The riſus Cynicus ſeems indeed leſs dependent on the mind, and 1s a 
fixed and conſtant expreſſion, but not at all correſponding to the paſ- 
ſion which would give riſe to it in a ſtate of health. I have here 
ſhewn how this ſcience may be improved, ſo far as to become a proper 
diagnoſtic in caſes of diſeaſe, and though I have deviated from the 
plan laid down in the text, I hope I ſhall be excuſed, as it was the 
only place where I could properly introduce my ſentiments. The 
doctrine of Hiro RATES ſeems to be the reſult of accurate obſer- 

vations, but it would be difficult to explain in what manner ſuch 
prognoſtics ſhould take place. Indeed they ſeem to belong more par- 
ticularly to the temperaments, the knowledge of which is a very diffi - 
cult part of the pathology. Their difference, including at the ſame time 
the variety of complexion, hair, &c. ſeems to depend on the relaxa- 
tion or rigidity of the ſolids, and upon this the tendency to health or 
to diſeaſe, as in a great meaſure, the vigour or debility of the paſſions, 

and in conſequence the diſeaſes and expreſſions of diſeaſes dependent 
on them, . | | 
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NOTES and OBSERVATIONS 
B O OK THE THIR D. 


& HIS book, from the accuracy of the obſervations and the valua- 
ble caſes it contains, hath been eſteemed by practitioners one of 
the firſt works of HippocraTEts, and a conſiderable treaſure to the 
medical world. It abounds with ſome of the beſt caſes of fevers, not 
only from epidemic, but from regular cauſes; and although there is 
little ſaid with regard to their mode of cure, and ſome are repreſented to 
have terminated in death; yet many very uſeful practical hints may be 
derived from them, particularly in the puerperal caſes, and thoſe 
which were determined by perſpiration, that natural mode of ſolution 
which it hath been the great object of modern practitioners to accom- 
pliſh. We have endeavoured to intimate, both from our own obſer- 
vation and the writings of ſome very conſiderable phyſicians, how this 
evacuation is beſt to be promoted, and how conſiſtent it is with the 
preſent moſt prevalent theories. 


This book is by no means ſo correct in its form as the firſt, and it 
appears to me as if much of it were loſt, for in the firſt and laſt parts 
there are a number of caſes without a conſtitution; and in the mid- 
dle of the book a conſtitution, and a very important one too, 
without any caſes immediately flowing from it. It is divided into 


three fections, the firſt conſiſts of twelve caſes of diſeaſe, ſome 
| fevers

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fevers, others colics, and many of lying: in women. The ſecond is the 
hiſtory of a peſtilential conſtitution, and though it be not ſo elegant 
as the hiſtory of the plague at ATaens by Tavcipipes, which occur- 
red much about this time, yet it will anſwer much better the purpoſes 
of a phyſician, ſhould this dreadful diſeaſe (which may God prevent) 
ever appear amongſt us. I have in the notes compared this account 
with that of SypeExnHam and ſome ſyſtematic writers, ſuch as DizMER- 
BROECK, &c. and have endeavoured to ſhew not only the marks by 
which it may be known, but intimated,- with reſpect indeed to the ve- 
nerable name of SypEnHam, ſome modes of cure differing from his, but 
which would be moſt likely to enſure ſucceſs. The third ſection con- 
ſiſts, as the firſt, of a number of caſes, more in number, but not of ſo 
great variety; though there occur amongſt them ſome inflammatory and 
ſome malignant or putrid fevers. One curious caſe occurs here, ſimilar 
to the bilious or yellow feverof the EasT and WesT- Ixpixs and Noxrn- 
AmzRica. In theſe regions, as ſuch a fever ſeldom occurs, the long 
diſcuſſion we have made may appear uſeleſs; but as it is not improba- 
ble that this work may, ſome time or other, paſs into thoſe parts of the 
won. we have given this account forthe benefit of practitioners there.

Deafneſs. is now eſteemed a ſalutary ſign, notwithſtanding Hirrocna- 
Es, both in his deſcription here and in his predictions and aphoriſins, 
hath determined otherwiſe; for which ſee the 49th aphoriſm of the 4th 
ſection, and the 73d of the -th, and the loth ſection of the firſt 
bock of his predictions. He is, however, not conſtant to this opini- 
on, as may be ſeen in the conſtitution deſcribed in the third ſection of 
the 2d book of theſe epidemics, and in the caſe of HERO HñON in the 
firſt book, caſe iii. and the wife of EicxArus, caſe v. and ſeveral o- 
chers, as we ſhall ſee in this book.

All perſons grow deaf and ſtupid towards the 
end of the diſeaſe (ſome extremely deaf), though too quick and appre- 
henſive at the beginning, inſomuch that the leaſt noiſe or light greatly 
offended them. Where the deafneſs ends in an impoſthume of the ear 
it is anne ſymptom, and ſo it is alſo where a parotis ſuppu- 
rates, &c.

Houx#am on fevers, chap. vii. page 79. Gal EN ſeemed to be of a 
different opinion, and, in his commentary on this caſe, wiſhes to ac-

Sometimes indeed 
it may be communicated from the membranes which ſurround the

Such caſes as theſe oc- 
cur very frequently in practice; it may be agreeable therefore to take 
a view of the modes of cure which are eſtabliſned by the moſt eminent 
practitioners, particularly in this country. In the firſt place Sypzn- 
HAM hath given us an account of this diſeaſe. It is not neceſſary, 
however, to enter into his deſcription of it, ſince, I believe, it will be 
univerſally allowed that the iliac paſſion, as it is vulgarly called, is de- 
. pendent on an inflammation of the inteſtines, and not an inverſion of 
their periſtaltic motion, and as the three indications of SynenHam, (1) 
To put a ſtop to the inverted motion of the ſtomach, which produces 
the ſame in the inteſtines. (2.) To ſtrengthen the inteſtines. (3.) To 
free the ſtomach. and bowels from the ſharp humours, may all be 
anſwered by the laſt; let us attend to his practice. I direct, ſays he, 
a ſcruple of ſalt of wormwood, with a ſpoonful of lemon juice, to be 
taken morning and night, and in the intervals give ſome ſpoonfuls of 
mint water twice every hour. (2.) I direct a live puppy to be applied 
to the belly. (3.) Two or three days after the pain and vomiting are 
gone off, I give a dram of the greater pil. cochiz diſſolved in mint wa- 
ter.

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lator. SypExRam afterwards adopted a much better practice, where 
he preſcribes bleeding to the amount of ten ounces, and gives a large 
doſe of calomel equal to a ſcruple, with ten grains of jalap, and a 
draught with twenty-four drops of laudanum to keep it in the ſto- 
mach. The practice of bleeding is not however approved by Huxaam, 
unleſs inflammatory ſymptoms prevail much. This judicious practi- 
tioner begins firſt with a vomit of ipecacohan, to be worked by 
chicken broth, which he repeats two or three times; he then pro- 


ceeds upon purgative medicines, to which he joins an opiate to take 


off the ſpaſm, and at the fame time he procures 'an evacuation from 
the inteſtines., His purgative is of the following compoſition :— 
R. pil. coch. min. ſcrup. j. calom. ſcrup. dimid. laudan. ſolid. granum 
j. ol. caryoph. gr. j. vel rad. jalap ſcrup. un. ſpec. diambr. grana vil. ca- 
lom. ſcrup. dimid. ſyr. de ſp. cerv. q. ſ. m. f. bol. He then gives an 
infuſion of ſena two or three hours after, to which is added ſome oil of 
olives, if the ſtomach will bear it, and he then puts a warm fomenta- 
tion to the ribs. This diſeaſe, however, not being ſo inflammatory as 
the true iliac paſſion, may admit of more draſtic purges, and more 
time is given for their exhibition. The method purſued in a large 
hoſpital which I have attended for many years, and where the origin 
of the diſeaſe can be certainly traced, (a large lead-work being in the 
ſame town,) is firſt to give an emollient glyſter, and if that doth not 
bring away any feces, a purgative draught with an infuſion of ſena 
and GLavseR's falts; the patient at the ſame time, if the pains con- 
tinue violent, is immers'd, as ſoon as poſſible, in the warm bath; after 
this a medicine which is as nauſeous as it hath here been found uſeful, 


is exhibited and perſiſted in conſtantly, ſo as to procure three or four 


ſtools in a day *till the complaint is removed: ſometimes, however, a 
ſolution of caſtor oil is ſubſtituted in its room. The medicine conſiſts 
of the following ingredients; Conf. anth. unc. un. gum. guaiac. pulv. 


unc dimid. pulv. jalap. drachm. un. tereb. venet. drachmas tres,

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proved upon the practice of Sypzxnnam by frequent bleeding, or, a 
himſelf ſays, © largely and often, as long as the violence of the ſymp-:

bliſter over that part of the belly which was affected, which he ſup- 
poſes to act as an antiſpaſmodic, and not as an evacuant. He then 
opens the body by an electuary compoſed of half an ounce, of elect. 
lenitiv. two drachms of flowers of ſulphur, and one drachm of cream 
of tartar, with ſome ſyrup. But of late, he ſays, 1 have kept more to 
the uſe of the ſal cathart. amar. Two ounces of this ſalt being diſ⸗- 


ſeolved in a pint of water, I give, ſays he, two ſpoonfuls every half 


hour, or one at ſhorter intervals, as long as the patient's ſtomach will 
bear it, or till he has had two motions;”” at the ſame time a glyſter is 
ordered ; but if the ſtomach, (he goes on) * be. ſo much diſordered as 
to throw up either * the above laxatives, I then join ſome opium to a 
ſtimulating purge.“ After procuring ſtools laudanum i is given at bed 
time, and the laxative to keep the body open.—Vid. PzincLE's obſ.. p- 
iii. ch. ii. 5 6. A pretty compendium. of the practice in this complaint, 
is given us likewiſe by Dr. Lip in his eſſay on the diſcaſes incidental 
to hot climates. Beſides he ſays, © the preſcriptions formerly given for 
the dry belly ach a table ſpoonful of the oleum palme Chriſti may be 
ſwallowed every hour, until a ſtool i is procured. I am informed ſome 
have received benefit from a mixture of equal parts of ſweet oil, lime 
Juice and Holland's gin, of which. two ſpoonfuls were taken every 
half hour, until the pains were abated by a plentiful ſweat; though. 
after all the principal relief in this painful diſeaſe is to be expected 
from perſiſting i in the uſe of opium in clyſters, and in embrocations 
on the parts affected, until the pain is ſomewhat mitigated, taking 
then the opportunity of adminiſtring cathartic medicines by the mouth 
to procure ſtools, whoſe operation will be forwarded by the warm 
bath. Stools being obtained by theſe means, the patient dex. de kept

Page 80. A LTHOUGH. peſtilential fevers and the plague, 
which is the moſt deleterious of them, ſeem to be 

baniſhed from this nation, a true plague not having appeared ſince 
the year 1666, and malignant fevers having of late very much de- 
creaſed; yet we have no right to ſuppoſe that we ſhall never be 
viſited again by this dreadful evil. There can be no doubt but 
that our mode of living ſince that æra, by more commodious and 
better ventilated dwellings, with frequent excurſions into the coun- 
try; and by the introduction of a profuſion of vegetables and fruits 
into our diet, may have rendered the air leſs obnoxious to thoſe 
effluvias which are the remote cauſe of this diſeaſe, and our bodies 
leſs ſuſceptible to be infected by them. But as the cauſes of all diſ- 
eaſes operate in too ſecret a manner for us to be thoroughly aware of 
them, as many may occur contrary to our expectation, and are ſitu- 
ated far beyond the reach of our power and ſkill; and as our o.]n 
careleſſneſs and inattention may lay us open to infection from thoſe 
countries where it ſtill rages, we ought not to e in too fatal a ſe- 
curity 
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curity with regard to this: Uiſeaſe, {nk every phyſician ſhould be pre- 
| pared to meet it Whenever it ſhall appear. I do not wiſh to alarm, 
but it cannot be amiſs to lay before the reader in this place where a 
diſeaſe of ſuch a kind, though rather lighter than what appeared the 
laſt in this kingdom, is deſcribed, the general ſymptoms of it, eſpecially 
as from its ſeldom occurrence it is not frequently in ſyſtematicwriters: 
the moſt particular writer is DiEMERBROECK, who gives the follow- 
ing catalogue of its ſigns and ſymptoms; * Febris, jactationes corporis, 
ſumma anxietas, æſtus ſæpe internus magnus.

burning fever, accompanied with its common ſymptoms, ſucteed, 
and continue till the diſeaſe proves mortal, or the kindly eruption of 
a bubo or parotis, diſcharges the morbific matter, and cures the pa- 
tient. Sometimes the diſeaſe, though rarely, is not preceded by any 
perceptible fever, and proves ſuddenly mortal. —Swan's SyDENHAM, 
ſet. ii. chap. 11, 5 8. To theſe ſymptoms the benevolent Honors 


has added watching, palpication of the heart, bleeding at the noſe, 
and great heat about the præcordia.—Loimologia, ſect. v. p. 87. 
We have already mentioned the cauſes of this with other putrid diſ- 


eaſes; with regard to the cure, ſhould it occur again, it would moſt 
likely meet with different treatment from what it ever knew; and from 
the free uſe of acids, the cort. Peruv. various impregnations of fixed 
air, together with occaſionally ſuch powerful evacuants, as antimony, 
&c. it is moſt probable it would prove leſs fatal than under the weak - 
ening proceſſes of bleeding and ſweating adopted by SyBznHal, or 
the heating alexipharmic remedies of other practitioners.— Vid. Man- 
ciL.

SyoENHAM has ſpecified forty ounces for the 
quantity men may at à medium loſe in a pleuriſy; but this, in our cir- 
cumſtances, would have been too little had it not been for bliſters, * 
which not only ſhortened the cure, but prevented the loſs of a gert 
deal of blood. A pleuriſy, taken in the beginning, will often be 
cured by one large bleeding, and a bliſter laid to the ſide affected. 
Not only during the height of the'inflammation, but throughout the | 
ſtate of expectoration, I give the patient, from hour to hour, a ſmall 
tea-cup full of a pectoral infuſion warm (viz. an ounce of ſimple oxy- 
mel, added to a quart of dec. peFor.) and once in five or ſix hours 
four ſpoonfuls of an oily mixture; but when the expectoration flags, I 
order as much of the oxym. ſcillit as the patient can take without ſick- 
neſs or purging, or four ſpoonfuls of a ſolution of gum ammon. I have 
likewiſe obſerved good effects from making the patient breathe over 
the ſteam of hot water. In the courſe of expectoration a vomit has * 
ſometimes contributed to diſcharge the viſcid phlegm. Sometimes o- 
piates may be given, but with caution, for, as long as the pulſe is 
hard, the breathing difficult, or when watchfulneſs is owing to the fe- 
ver, they do harm; but when the fever is over, and ſleep is only pre- 

vented 
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vented by a thin rheum falling on the fauces or lungs, opiates, and 
eſpecially if joined to ſquills, will both give reſt and promote expecto- 1 
ration.”

| Dag 101. Warm ſweat after it over the whole body.] Here are 
a number of caſes, all of which were terminated by ſweating, the moſt 
common and the moſt friendly evacuation which can occur, as it is 
the moſt perfect ſign of that conſtriction being reſolved which is ever 
concomitant to all kinds of fevers. Whatever theory, or whatever 
mode of practice we embrace, we ſoon look for a termination in this 
way. And, as Dr. GLass hath judiciouſly obſerved, all thoſe patients 
of HiepeocraTEs who recovered, except three, ſweated. This, how- 
ever, was conſtantly the effect of nature, and we have no reaſon from 
analcgy therefore to determine that a phyſician hath nothing to do but 
to force this evacuation, whether it be the way which nature points 
out to us or not. Sweating is not in_ itſelf the effect which is to be 
defired ; but it is, as was ſaid before, the moſt certain mark that that 
effect is produced by which the fever is taken off. This may be ex- 
plained without any idea of concoction; but, as it generally occurs at 
the termination of a fever, and accompanies a very friendly ſediment 
in the urine, it gave riſe amongſt the antients to that idea in theory 
which ſo much miſled their judgment. Dr. GL Ass obſerves, © though 
plentiful and warm ſweats appear in the critical days, they will nor, 
however, entirely remove the diſeaſe, if the urine is not concocted, at 
leaſt not without ſome other aſſiſtance.” What would he have ſaid to 
this effect at any time of the diſeaſe? Or in the beginning, when no 
figns of criſis or concoction can be admitted? Upon this ſubject, 
however, let us attend to ſome others among the moderns. Sir Jonx 
PzINGLE obſerves, that the cure in the firſt ſtage of the jail or hoſpital 
fever depends on ſweating, and in the ſecond ſtage he recommends 
MOI a PURI, by the milder ſudorifics only; though, at 
1 the 
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the ſame time, he recommends checking what is too profuſe. —Vid. 
abſervations on army diſeaſes, part iii. ch. 7. $ 5. Dr. Cui lEN, whoſe 
theory of fevers we have already examined, in his account of the cure 
under this indication of determining to the ſurface of the body by way 
of taking off the ſpaſmodic conſtriction, hath examined this matter 
with great accuracy and attention, and hath deduced from it theſe con- 
ſequences. 1. That ſweating has certainly been often uſeful in pre- 
venting the acceſſion of fevers, when the times of it have been certainly 
foreſeen, and a proper conduct employed. 2. That, even after fe- 
vers have in ſome meaſure come on, ſweating has interrupted their 
progreſs, when properly employed, either at the very beginning of 
the diſeaſe, or during its approach and gradual formation. 3. That, 
even after pyrexiæ have continued for fome time, ſweating has been 
ſucceſsfully employed in curing them. 4. That certain fevers, pro- 
duced by a very powerful ſedative contagion, have been generally 
treated moſt ſucceſsfully by ſweating.” He then gives ſome rules in 
order to produce this evacuation, but infiſts on the moſt gentle me- 
thods. The next means of determining to the ſurface is by vomiting, 
and here he thus concludes, © they often ſhew their power by excit- 
ung ſome degree of ſweat,” Vid. CvLLen's firſt lines of the practice of 
phyſic, chap. vi. ſect. 1. $ 161 and 173. Macsripe recommends, 
in his method of treatment of the ſimple continued fever, after bleed - 
ing and purging, a paregoric draught, with from ten to fifteen drops 
of tinctur. thebaic. and thirty or forty drops of ſpirit. nitri dulcis, as a 
means of taking off the ſpaſmodic conftriftion,” and then fubjoins, 
On the ſucceeding day, if it ſhould be found that the heat and op- 
preſſion continue, the ſkin remains dry, the tongue foul, and the pa- 
tient has had but a reſtleſs night, we muſt try, if poſſible, to ſtop the 
progreſs of the fever, by giving antimonials in ſmall doſes.” That is, 
in my idea, to procure fome evacuation, moſt probably a fweat.— 
Maenkipz's introd. part ii. book i. chap. 17, page 306. I have 
_ given theſe quotations not to adviſe too the promoting a ſweat, but to 
7 8 ſhew 
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ſhew that thoſe means which are uſed to aſſiſt nature will, in imitation 
of her, generally produce this effect, and that when they do produce it; 
at any time, they will prove ſalutary. The means which we have exhi- 
bited from ſuch conſiderable writers are not violent, or contradictorß 
to the common effects of the animal conſtitution! to procure relief when 
oppreſſed by the cauſes of diſeaſe : and antimonials have this peculiar 
advantage over every other medicine, that though they generally pro- 
duce a ſweat, yet they will promote any other evacuation, ſhould the - 
body be diſpoſed more readily to be relieved by it. We have then a ſet 
of medicines or a method of remedy, which we may uſe with a proſpect 
of ſucceſs in any part of the diſeaſe, and which preclude our waiting 
for a criſis, or watching the evacuations which nature prompts out to 
us. There is one inconvenience, however, which attends this method, 
eſpecially by means of antimonials, and that is the weakneſs which is 
induced in the ſyſtem. Where nature acts by herſelf ſhe leaves the 
body active and vigorous, and reſtored to perfect health; but where 
ſhe is aſſiſted by foreign powers, altho an immediate aſſiſtance is pro- 
cured, yet the body is deranged and weakened by it in proportion to 
the effect which is produced. Hence nothing can be more improper 
than to make antimonials, and eſpecially James's powder, a family 
medicine. I think I may ſay of this laſt medicine, that it has cured 
more fevers and ruined more conſtitutions than any other thing which 
hath ever been employed for theſe purpoſes; but wherever we uſe 
theſe remedies, we ſhould, immediately after their effect, adminiſter 
ſome cordial, or the cort. Peruv. to ſupport the body under tlie debi- 
lity that is ſuſtained. Whilſt there is any degree of fever T ſhould pre- 
fer the cordials ; but, where that is ceaſed, the bark i is the moſt _ 
able medicine.

way this decoction is uſed, it ought to be made warm with aroma- 
tic oils, and acidulated with alum or ſpirit of vitriol. When the 
| ſtools are frequent, watery and large, they ought to be checked imme- 


diately if poſſible : for this purpoſe I commonly directed a pretty ſtrong 


decoction of ſerpentaria and cort. quercus, to be made with water; to 
ſix ounces of which either forty drops of the acid ſpirit of vitriol or 
one dram of alum, and ten or twelve drops of laudanum being added, 
one ſpoonful of the mixture was ordered to be given every half hour 
till the purging abated: however, laudanum is by no means to be 
given when the patient is greatly exhauſted, As ſoon as the ictericious 
colour appears the mineral acids muſt be uſed more freely; ſo that be- 
tween morning and evening two drams of alum ſhould be diſſolved in 
ſo much of the decoction as is deſigned for four glyſters, and one 


dram ought alſo to be added to fix ounces of the mixture. In the bi- 


lious fever we now ſpeak of the uſe of wine is indiſpenſably neceſſary; 
red Port- wine therefore may be given, punch and other ſpirituous and 
vinous fermented liquors of the greateſt ſtrength ought to be liberally 
allowed in theſe caſes.”

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HIS book is neither ſo ſyſtematic nor ſo accurate as the former, 
J yet it- abounds with many judicious obſervations, and alludes 
to ſome extraordinary cafes, which, if they had been given at length, 
would have done great honour to the author. The ſame obfervations 
may be made here as in the prelude to the ſecond book, that inaccu- 
racy will not deſtroy the authority with which it is handed down to us. 
Great thoughts are often compriſed in a very ſmall compaſs; nay, a 
fingle hint is the mark of a genius as much as the moſt accurate and 
moſt elaborate deſcription. Regularity indeed is of great uſe in draw- 
ing up caſes and exhibiting them to the world; bur there are ſome 
particular ſymptoms which ought particularly to be pointed our, 
and many a cafe may be deſcribed with the greateſt punctuality and 
exactneſs, and yet the moſt important diagnoſtic ſign may be omitted, 
or given in ſuch a manner as to appear of little conſequence. It may 
be thought ſufficient to recount every thing which occurs in a diſeaſe ; 
but that would be endleſs, and is by no means material. What are 
not either ſymptoms or figns need never be told, and other things 
may tend to miſlead. There are ſome prognoſtics and accounts of 
ſeaſons likewiſe in this book, but irregularly diſperſed amongſt the 
caſes. Many of the caſes likewiſe are chirurgical,

It may 
be worthy of enquiry then which is the cauſe, and which. is the effect 
of each of theſe circumſtances, or whether they are not both effects 
flowing from the ſame ſource. There is no mention however made of 
the origin of this complaint, or whether the catamenia had ever flowed 
in this patient; but it is ſaid that after ſhe recovered, her menſes flow- 
ed, which feems to infer that they had never appeared before, and of 
conſequence it ſeems as if they were interrupted by the diſorder, At 
the ſame time there is no reaſon given for any preternatural obſtruc- 
tion, or any particular cauſe aſſigned why the menſes ſhould not flow.

I have mentioned this fo particularly to warn practitioners againſt 


the too free uſe of emmenagogues in ſuch caſes; for they can never 


cure the diſeaſe, which is quite independent of the menſtrual obſtruc- 


tion, but they have a great tendency to deſtroy the conſtitution and 
produce diſorders, ſuch as phthiſes, dropſies, &c. which ſeldom ad- 
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nit of a remedy. Let me here caution too the over anxious mother, 
who ſollicitous for the health and honour of her child, by the admini- 
ſtring of certain medicines of a violent and heating nature at a particu- 
lar time of life, induces a train of the moſt uncomfortable evils, and 
procures the diſorders ſhe was too deſirous to prevent. Nay, ſhe may 
be productive of worſe conſequences, and contribute to that female 
character too commonly ſeen in the faſhionable world—an unnatural 
mother and a deſpiſed wife.—Vid. the amiable Tissor's avis au 
peuple, chap. xxvi. $ 360, and medical conſultations by Tuo.

The antients attributed it to an ulcer of the in- 
teſtines, to which opinion HrO RATES ſeems to lean in this place, 
or at leaſt that ſuch an ulceration ſometimes accompanies a dyſentery, 
and requires the ſame method of cure. CL1vs AunELTAuus calls it 
tt Tnteſtinorum rheumatiſmus cum ulceratione. De morbis acutis & 


chronicis, lib. iv. cap. vi. Since the times of SyDENHAu, who per- 


ceived it to be an epidemic diſeaſe, it hath been accounted for upon 
different principles, viz. the influence of putrid miaſmata, &c. Sir 
Joan PR LE hath given us a very elaborate and excellent account of 
this diſeaſe, and hath examined the nature of its cauſe with the greateſt 
accuracy and judgment; I would wiſh therefore to refer the reader to 
him as well as many other excellent writers on this ſubject. I ſhall 
take the opportunity, however, to give an abridgment of his method 
of cure: He divides the diſeaſe into three ſtates, according to its dura- 


tion. In the firſt he bleeds in proportion to the fullneſs of blood and 
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the inflammatory ſymptoms which may prevail; and in the evening of 
the ſame day he gives an emetic compoſed of a ſcruple of Peseuanha 
and two grains of emetic tartar. The next day he gives nothing if 
che ſtools are large and bilious, but otherwiſe a doſe of five grains of 

calomel and twenty-five of rhubarb, and at night an opiate, viz, ten 
grains of pil. ſaponac. with from two to four grains of ipecacuanha. 
© If the two firſt days (ſays he) be employed in the manner deſcribed, 
I order no medicines on the third, unleſs the patient ſtill complains of 
gripes, in which caſe he takes the opiate again at night, But on the 
fourth day, if any conſiderable ſymptoms remain, I direct the ipeca- 
cuanha to be given in the divided doſes; or if that medicine has been 
already taken with little effect, or if the patient ſhews great. averſion to 
a drug which made him fick before, I repeat the purge in a larger 6 
doſe; that night and ſome nights following I continue the opiate.” 
In the ſecond ſtage he obſerves, * At this period of the flux, finding 
emollient and anodyne glyſters to be of conſiderable benefit, I have 
therefore uſed a decoction of linſeed or of ſtarch, or fat mutton broth, 
from four to eight ounces, according as a ſmaller or larger quantity 
could be retained. If the motions be ſo frequent that the patient can- 
not keep the glyſters for any conſiderable time, I add to each from 40 
to 60 drops of laudanum. Next to the opiates I found nothing better 
for allaying the ſpaſms than fomenting the belly and drinking chamo- 
mile tea; when the pains of the belly were too fixed to yield to fomen- 
tations, they were relieved by a bliſter on the part affected, and ſome- 
times I have applied only a common plaſter, mixed with a fourth 
part of the emplaſtrum epiſpaſticum. As to medicines of that claſs 
called demulcents I have uſually given a pint a day of the following 
decoction :

This 
obſervation hath never eſcaped the eye of the critic, and Hieeoczarxs 
hath either been condemned for this paſſage by the ſtricter moraliſts, 
or explained away by thoſe who are more moderate. But what hath 
morals to do with the precepts of a phyſician? and tho HirrockarxS 


ſeems far from being an encourager of vice, yet at the ſame time he 


had a very high regatd for the truth. The queſtion then is not whe- 
ther Hirrenarzs woald propoſe an immoral leſſon, but whether he 
would give a falſe one. In many parts of his works, and in theſe 
Epidemics he hath advanced that a connection with the female ſex is 


a cure for this complaint. The ſame obſcrvation in every reſpe& is 


made here, but he hath either been betrayed by a degree of indelicacy 
natural to age or the cuſtom. of the times, to uſe an expreſſion to 
which libertines only were accuſtomed. Or as a guide in phyſic it 
was not natural to ſuppoſe that thoſe who had made a legal connec- 
tion were the only perſons who were ſubject to his precepts. It was 
a general rule, and which poſſibly he might have found to be of uſe, 
he might therefore give it in its utmoſt Jatitude to thoſe who wiſhed

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to obey it. As however this diſeaſe in ſo flight a ſtate as to admit of 
ſuch a remedy may be found more eaſily to be overcome in an inno- 

cent manner, and as the worſt of conſequences may enſue from obey- 
ing the precept, it is to be hoped that no one will ſhelter himſelf under 
the authority of this great phyſician, to follow his vicious inclination 
rather than a regard to his health, his aan and the virtuous
